COli^^l'Btrg.,  bWo.  Nov.  1.— As- 
tounded by  the  mass  of  evidenoe  tend- 
ing to  show  that  the  Oovernment  had 
Deen  defrauded  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars, in  the  construction  of  Camp 
gherldan.  Congressman  Mwls  C.  Mc- 
X4nale,  Illinois,  chairman  of  the  con- 
gressional aub-commlttee,  which  is  in- 
veetigatlhg  the  camp  construction. 
<lepl^red  tonight  that  he  will  Intro- 
duce a  bill  In  Congress  making  it 
treason  to  defraud  the  government  in 
tln»e  of  war. 

^airman  MoKensie  said  ',  h«  waa 
darnUn,  before  entering  upon  the  In- 
quiry, that  the  government  had  been 
defrauded  in  the  construction  of  can- 
tonments, but  that  he  never  expected 
U  to  reach  such  gigantic  proportions 
as  are  indicated  by  testimony  given 
before  the  committee  here. 

Congressman  McCuIloch  said  hs  Is 
certain  the  committee  wUl  furnish 
the  department  of  Justice  with  ample 
evidence  on  which  to  base  criminal 
prosecutions. 

Ths  committee  concluded  Its  hear- 
ings here  tonight,  and  will  go  to  Camp 
Sherman  on  Monday,  where  about 
thirty  additional  witnesses  will  be  ex- 
amined. It  will  go  to  Camp  GVant, 
Illinois,  November  10,  where  a  similar 
Invaetlgatlon  will  be  conducted. 

That  fifty  Chicago  profession^ 
"crap  shoters"  pbtaiyed  poeitiona  as 
plumbers  at  Camp  Sherman  and  were 
paid  regular  plumbers  'wages  of  I8.2S 
per  day,  though  they  spent  al  Itheir 
time  "rolling  the  bones,"  was  testi- 
fied to  today  by  Benl.  M.  Clark,  time- 
keeper for  contractors  building  the 
Camp  Sherman  eantonment.  The 
"crap  shooters"  made  as  much  as 
•100  per  day  at  thel^  profeeiilon,  Clark 
said.  He  said  to  his  knowledge  they 
never  worked  at  plumbing  a  day. 

Clark  also  testified  that  hundreds 
of  men  spent  meet  of  their  time 
"shooting  craps"  and  playing  poker, 
and  that  he  himeelt  had  sat  at  poker 
giimes  for  three  hours  at  a  time 
when  he  was  supposed  to  be  working. 

Though  furnaces  for  heating 
soldiers'  barracks  were  on  hand  early 
in  the  Fall,  George  Cooper,  general 
foreman  of  the  furnace  gang,  said  he 
could  not  obtain  orders  to  Install  the 
furnaces  unUl  late  in  November.  He 
declared  they  were  badly  needed  be- 
fore they  were  InsUlled. 

AUSTRIAN  SOCIALISTS 
LOOKING  TO  GERMANY 


QUBBEX:,  Nov.  1. — Cardinal  Mercler, 
primate  of  Belgium,  boarded  the  steara- 
ablp  Megan  tic  for  Liverpool  today  after 
being  given  a  civic  reception. 

Cardinal  Mercler  sent  a  farewell  mes- 
sage to  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
in  which  he  said  In  part: 

"J  have  learned  to , admire  the  Ameri- 
can people.  I  have  learned  to  love  thein. 
I  feel  a  strong  assurance  that  a  lasting 
tls  of  mutual  sympathy  and  confidence 
has  been  established  between  your 
country  and  mine,  and  that  it  will  en- 
dure for  generations  to  come.  If  the 
calamities  of  this  great  war  and,  the 
bitter  sufferings  which  It  entailed  from 
our  pfople  have  brought  pae  bright 
thought,  it  la  of  this  bond  of  union 
between  us.  ' 

"Onoe  more,  my  d^sar  ^^Amerioan 
friends,  let  me  explain  {o  youlny  heart- 
felt thanks  for  the  wonderful  assist- 
ance which  you  gave  to  Belgium  during 
the   war. 

"List  ne  thaak  you  again  for  the  gen- 
erous way  la  which  you  have  respond- 
ed and  are  responding  to  ray  appeal  to 
help  me  once  more  in  the  heavy  tasks 
of  social  and  moral  reconstruction.  In 
combatting  the  devastating  effects  of 
radical  socialism  and  Bolshevism,  which 
await  me  at  home,  tasks  which  are  re- 
lated closely  not  only  to  the  welfare 
but  to  the  v«V  existence  of  my  people, 
even  though  they  themslves  In  this 
period  of  unrest  and  resentment  may 
not  fully  realise  it. 

"The  world,  1  know,  seems  to  have 
these  difficult  and  unsettling  problems 
before  it  everywhere.  And  yet  I  have 
the  profound  conviction  that  Justice  and 
right  will,  when  given  their  hearing, 
solve  these  problems  of  unrest  and 
measurablly  reconcile  the  differences  of 
man.  It  Is  my  duty,  I  know,  to  work 
te  tbjs  end.  I  pray  you,  my  dear 
friends,    to   do   likewise." 


PARIS,  Nov.  1.— The  Supreme  Council 
of  the  peace  conference  held  a  long  dis- 
cussion today  on  the  date  for  the  for- 
mal ratification  of  the  German  peace 
treaty.  No  positive  decision  was 
reached,  but  It  Is  said  to  be  unlikely 
that  the  date  would  be  earlier  than  No- 
vember 20. 

The  Supreme  Council  today  considered 
the  reply  which  Is  being  framed  to  Bul- 
garla's  objections  to  certain  clauses  of 
the  treaty  submitted  to  her  plenipoten- 
tiaries. 

According  to  The  Temps.  th«^  coujicll 
IlkewlBe  considered  the  terms  of  a  note 
which  soon  will  be  sent  to  the  Jugo- 
slav and  Roumanian  Governments  set- 
ting forth  the  status  of  these  Gcvern- 
ments  with  regard  to  the  Bulgarian 
treaty  and  Informing  them  that  It  does 
not  seem  possible  to  allo^  them  to  sign 
the  treaty,  as  they  have  not  given  their 
assent  to   the  treaty  with  Austria. 

With  regard  to  the  date  for  putting 
the  German  treatv  into  effect,  the  news- 
paper^says  it  appears  new  that  it  will 
be  an  ImeossibUIty  to  arrange  for  tliat 
function  to  lake  place  on  November  II. 
the  anniversary  of  Armistice  Day,  as 
had  been  suggested. 

The  demand  will  be  made  of  Ger- 
many that  all  violations  of  the  armis- 
tice shall  be  made  good.  This  has  been 
decided  upon  by  the  Supreme  Council, 
which  has  completed  the  protocol  to 
the  German  treaty. 

The  protocol  provides  that  Germany 
shall  surrenger  cruisers  and  destroy- 
ers to  replace  those  sunk  at  Scapa 
Flow  and  surrender  floating  drydoeks. 
lighters,  cranes,  tugs  and  other  naval 
equipment  equal  In  value  to  that  of  the 
first  class  battleships  destroyed,  which 
Oarmaay  oaanet  replags^-.  ,*  -•  .^ 
There  is  no  provision  in  the  protocol 
as  ^o  how  the  warships  and  naval  sup- 
plies shaU  be  divided  among  the  Allied 
and    Associated   Powers. 

Germany  has  been  asked  to  send  a 
commission  to  Paris  to  «gn  the  pro- 
tocol and  attend  the  formal  ratlfloatlua 
of  the  treaty. 

The  Supremo  Council  has  completed 
its  reply  to  the  Bulgarian  request  for 
changes  in  the  peaoe  treaty,  and  will 
probably  submit  it  to  the  Bulgalan  re- 
presenUtlves  tomororw.  granting  ten 
days   for   the   signature. 


SHANTUNG  WUX  BE 

RETURNED  TO  CHINA 

VANCOUVER.  Nov.  1.— "When  the 
peace  treaty  is  signed  Shantung  will 
bo  returned  by  my  Government  to 
China.  The  Japanese  never  consider 
a  treaty  a  mere  scrap  of  paper,"  said 
S.  Uklta.  Japanese  Consul  here,  at  a 
banquet  held  Friday  evening  In  the 
Vancouver  Club,  given  by  him  to 
commemorate  the  forty-first  birthday 
of  the  Kmperor  Yoshlhito  of  Japan. 

"The  soldiers  of  Great  Britain,  the 
soldiers  of  Canada  and  the  soldiers 
of  Japan  have  fought  aide  by  side  and 
shoulder  to  shoulder  against  the 
common  foe,"  remarked  Mr.  Uklta. 
when  proposing  a  toast  to  His  Majesty 
King  George. 

"They  have  gone  through  the 
same  baptism  of  fire,  through  five 
awful  years  of  terrible  warfare.  Is 
it  asking  too  much  when  I  say  let  the 
same  friendly  relations  continue  dur- 
ing the   future   decades   of   peace?"

"In  place  of, 
the.  concrete  plan  submitted  by  the 
O.  W.  V.  A.  the  committee  has  ad- 
vised Parliament  to  perpetuate  and 
ealarav.  %  patchwork  quilt  of  re- 
eatabltoftment^  which,  though 

stretched  to  the  tearing  point,  can- 
not cover  moi^  than  10  per  cent  of 
the  .returned  men.  No  question  Is 
,  settled  until  it  Is  settled  right.  We 
assumed  that  the  Qovernment  had 
realised  the  futility  and  danger  of 
hall-conoelved  and  half-carried  out 
measures  of  re-establlshment,"  Mr. 
JUixweil  continued,  "but  the  report 
proves  the  Qovernment's  determina- 
tion to  continue  a  policy  which  has 
caused  much  dissatisfaction  in  the 
pMst,  and  which  augurs  HI  for  the 
Mtur«. 

•THad  the  O.  W.  V.  A.  plan  been 
adqpted,  the  following  vital  require- 
ments would  have  been  provided'  for: 

"Housing,  unemployment,  insur- 
ance, life  insurance  for  war-disabled 
men.  widows'  and  orphans'  pensions, 
which  were  proved  to  l»e  Inadequate. 
Under  the  '^committee's  recommenda- 
tloiMi  <>ur  housing  proposals  are  flatly 
rejectied.  No  provision  for  widows 
and  orphans  is  to  be  made  lutll  Par« 
4iameiU  meets  M«xt  -  (Spring  eaoept 
such  charity  doles  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  the  patriotic  fund.  Unem- 
ployment and  life  Insurance  are  to  be 
further  Investigated,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  G.  W.  V.  A.  Advis- 
ory Committee  to  the  Repatriation 
Committee  of  the  Cabinet  had  recom- 
mended that  this  be  done  last  Janu- 
ary. 

"As  a  milter  of  fact."  said  Mr. 
Maxwelli—'^insurance  was  investigated 
by  Oovernment  experts,  whose  find- 
ings were  not  made  available  to  the 
Advisory  Comnnittee.  The  grave  dis- 
tress which  is  expected  this  Winter, 
and  which  has  been  brougnt  to  our 
notice  through  the  630  branches  of 
the  O.  W.  V.  A.,  cannot  be  remedied 
by  palliative  charity  disbursements. 
8uch  measures  are  repulsive,  and  In 
any  case  do  not  touch  the  really 
necessitous*  cases." 

Mr.  Maxwell  stated  that  the^  hous- 
ing situation  among  returned  men 
throughout  Canada  was  little  short 
of  ■  appalling.  "Unsa^tlBfactory  hous- 
ing conditions  are  responsible  for  a 
kgreat  deal  of  the  unrest  now  existing. 
As  a  representative  of  the  Q.  W.  V.  A. 
I  view  with  great  anxiety  the  situa- 
tion which  may  arise  during  the 
coming  Winter  owing  to  the  Gov- 
ernment's failure  to  realise  the  grav- 
ity of  the  problem,"  was  Mr.  Max- 
well's summary  of  the  report. 

"When  our  men  went  overseas 
they  carried  with  them  the  promise 
that  the  needs  of  their  loved  ones 
and  of  themselves  would  be  adequatf • 
ly  provided  for,'  Has  this  been  done?

Hughes  opened  the  general  electloji 
campaign  with  a  speech  at  Bendlgo. 
He  reminded  his  hearers  that  he  was 
expelled  from  the  Labor  Party  be- 
cause In  response  to  the  Imperial 
Uovernment's  appeal  Ip  191*  for 
more  recruits  he  had  submitted  the 
question  of  compulsory  service  to  the 
people.  The  people  would  now  choose 
whether  they  wanted'  to  be  governed 
by  men  Who  denounced  and  viUUled 
him  and  others  In  1916  because  they 
refused  to  be  their  tools,  and  who 
had  throughout  the  darkest  days  of 
the  war  hampered  ever  yeffort  to 
achieve  victory,  or  by  those  who  kept 
their  pledges  and "  placed  the  honor 
of  the  country  high  above  all  party 
considerations. 

Premier  Hughes  said  that  the  La- 
bor Party  not  only  opposed  conscrip- 
tion but  hampered  voluntary  enlist- 
ment, and  even  when  the  foe  was 
within  striking  dlaUnce  of  Parl^  and 
menaced  the  Channel  ports  they 
,  babbled  about  peace  negotiation. 

Referring  to  high  prices,  he  said 
the  only  remedy  was  to  Increase  pro- 
duction and  reduce  their  paper  cur- 
rency. Work  and  work  alone  and 
safe  finance  could  save  them.  A 
royal  commission  was  being  appoint- 
ed to  report  on  profiteering,  and  the 
electors  were  asked  to  give  by  refer- 
endum Increaaed  powers  to  enable 
proflteering"  and  inonopolieo  to  be 
dealt  wRh  Dy  Tegtsiatton;  ^Ptiese  pow-- 
ers,  if  granted,  could  not  be  used  to 
scrap  state  industrial  leglsUtlon  or 
the  courts,  b^f  only  to  supplement 
them  when  necessary. 

The  world  was  everywhere  in  a 
ferment.  Bolshevism        must        be 

quashed.  Bolshevism  was'  advocated 
by  the  I.  W,  W.  and  the  O.  B.  U.,  but 
the  Government  stood  against  It. 
Industrial  unrest  could  not  be  settled 
by  tinkering  with  surface  industrial 
problems.  '  They  must  be  prepared 
to  do  justice  to  the  workers,  nothing 
less  would  serve.  They  must  devise 
better  methods  for  Insuring  payment 
of  a  basic  living,  wage  than  now  ex- 
isted, and  means  must  be  found  to 
adjust  the  minimum  wage  automatlo- 
ally.  or  nearly  so,  to  the  cost  of  Uv-. 
Ing. 

'  To  ascertain  this  waa  the  work  of 
the  royal  commission  which  the  Oov- 
ernment was  appointing. 
.  Premier  Hughes  continued  that  the 
:"gb  slpw"  policy  must  be  klUed  by 
giving  workmen  an  Inducement  to  in- 
crease .production,  while  the  right  of 
capital  to  Its  share  must  be  recog- 
nised. Strikes  were  a  menace,  and 
all  must  combine  to  make  them  prao- 
itlcally  Impssiblte.

Scheme  for  the  Families  of 
Thoste  Receiving  Less  Than 
Certain  Amount  of  Wages 


iiYDNBT.  N.  8.  W..  Nov.  1.— (Rea- 
ter'a) — Owins  to  th«  hardehlpe 
cuua«d  by  the  constantly  IncreasinK 
coat  of  living,  the  Ne.w  South  Wales 
^sovemment  has  lntn>duc«d  a  novel 
■cheme  for  the  reUef  of  was«-Mum- 
ers  vttb  limited  Inoomea. 

A  bill  already  passed  by  the  I<esls- 
latlve  Aassmbly  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  shall  ascertain  the 
cost  of  living  for  a  man  and  wife  as 
well  as  for  a  single  child  and  for 
each  additional  child  in  the  family. 
Statistics  will  show  the  cost  of  living 
so  that  it  can  be  made  the  basis  for 
the  amount  of  wages  paid. 

The  malittenance  of  ohildren  of 
workers  will  be  met  from  the  pay- 
m«nt  of  funds  admlnlstsred  by  the 
Government. 

Employees  receiving  not  more  than 
11.25  above  the  deelared  living  wage 
will  be  paid  the  full  amount  which 
will  be  ascertained  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  be  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  each  child  or  each  additional 
child. 

Kor  each  $1.25  whereby  .the  wages 
of  the  parent  exceed  the  living  wage 
a  deduction  of  one-twelfth  of  the 
cost  will  be  made  in  respect  to  each 
child,  payment  for  which  will  bo 
gradually  diminished  so  that  it  will 
eventually  vanish.  In  case  of  work- 
ers receiving  three  pounds  sterling  or 
more  in  excess  of  a  living  wage. 

The  fXmd  already  mentioned  will 
be  secured  from  employers,  each  pay- 
ing in  respect  to  his  average  daily 
number  of  employees  an  amount  per 
employee  ascertained  by  dividing  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance  for  the 
children  of  his  employees  covered  by 
the  act  amongst  all  the  number  of 
his  employees. 

A  Government  statistician  will 
make  the  necessary  calculations  to  se- 
cure the  essential  data  for  determin- 
ing the  amounts  payable.  No  pay- 
ments will  be  made  in  respect  to  the 
children  of  employees  on  strike. 

The  bill  applies  practically  to  all 
enxployees  in  the  state  whose  earn- 
ings do  not  exceed  £400  sterling  an- 
nually, with  the  exception  of  rural 
and  domestic  workers. 


SINN  FEIN  MEMBER 

SENTENCED  TO  YEAR 

DUBLIN,  Nov.  1. — Brnest  BIythe, 
Sinn  Fein  member  of  Parliament, 
was  sentenced  by  court-marUal  to  a 
year's  imprisonment  for  having  in 
his  possession  a  document  advc  ')ng 
the  persecution  of  relatives  of  the 
police.  Mr.  BIythe  denied  all  knowl- 
edge of  the  document,  and  character- 
ised  its   proposals  as  abominable.

TAB  FARMERS'  PLATFORM 


The  platform  of  the  United  Farmers 
of  Ontario  contains  one  plank  which 
It  may  ba  aaaumed  dacreea  a  policy 
which  Is  oppoaed  to  nationalization. 
Thla  plank  raada:  "To  Unit  govern- 
mental activity  reapacting  commercial 
co-operation  to  leglalatlon  taolUtatlng 
co-operative  efforts,  to  the  keeping  of 
accurate  records  and  to  general  edu- 
cation along  co-operative  lines."  This 
can  only  mean  that  governmental 
ownership,  in  the  case  of  any  eom- 
merclal  undertaking,  is  not  favored 
and  in  fact  that  a  check  will  ba  pro- 
vided to  prevent  th»  Interferanoa  of 
the  State  except  in  an  educative  way, 
so  far  as  co-oi>eratlve  effort  la  con- 
cerned. The  farmera  poaalbly  realise 
that  If  •  tha  ^  plea  for  nationalisation 
were  to  gain  headway  the  demand 
would  soon  be  turned  towards  agri- 
culture, the  basic  industry  of  the 
country,  and  It  Is  very  certain  they 
do  not  want  State  Interferanoa  In  thii 
respect.  }Iow  far  this  policy  of  non- 
intervention will  agraa  with  tha  alma 
of  those  who  are  allied  with  the  farm- 
ers In  forming  a  government  haa  yat 
to  ba  determined.  ( 

There  la  nothing  very  startling  in 
the  platforaa  of  tha  fnrmart.  Like  all 
partlea  aeeklng  power  they  pfomlaa  to 
abandon  all  expendlturea  that  ara  not 
abaolutely  easentlal.  They  promise, 
too,  to  abolish  the  ayatam  of  party 
patronage,  and  we  believe  ^hla  policy 
also  stands  In  the  lexicons  of  other 
political  organlzatlona  They  promise 
to  provide  equal  adacatlonal  op0oi»- 
tunltiek  for  all  tlU  children  of  all  the 
people,  and  to  do  thla  thara  will  be 
Improved  educational  facllltlea  in  tha 
rural  dlatrlcta  Changea  ara  to  be 
made  In  tha  methoda  of  providing 
roada;  there  la  to  ba  an  Ineraaaa  in 
tha  public  revenuaa  from  the  forests, 
and  hydro-eleotrto  development  Is  to 
be  encouraged.  Prohibition  Is  to  be 
enforced,  beoauaa  the  people  have 
voted  to  this  end.  Tha  farmera  also 
promise  to  extend  the  policy  and  prac- 
tice of  Direct  Leglalatlon  through  tha 
Initiative  and  referendum,  though  It 
la  difficult  to  know  how  thay  will  do 
thla  without  flrat  brtegUm  about  a 
ohadga  In  Brltlah  eonatltutlenal  meth- 
oda. Such  leglalatlon  la  almoat  oartain 
t<r  prove  ultiyi  viraa  unlaaa  ita  tanna 
ara  ao  davlaad  aa  to  leave  the  power 
of  tha  lagMatnra  unimpaired.  Aaothar 
reform  to  be  Introdaoad  la  tho  appM- 
aatlon  of  the  prlaclpla  of  proportional 
rapraaontatloa.

Th6^  Jdhnaon    Street    bridge 
will    probably   be    preaented      to 
electorate    in    January   in   two   differ- 
ent by-lawa. 

The  ratepayers  will  be  aaked  to 
chooae  between  a  city  owned  bridge 
for  pedeatrlan,  vehicular  and  street 
car  traffic  and  a  bridge  paid  for 
Jointly  by  the  city.  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment and  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way, the  railway  company  having 
aole  rights  on  the  bridge  ao  far  aa 
car    handling    la    concerned. 

With  the  municipal  elections  only 
a  little  more  than  two  months  away 
and  the  actual  negotiations  on  the 
original  basis  at.  a  deadlock.  Mayor 
Porter  and  members  of  the  City 
Council  are  beginning  to  become  anx- 
ious about  the  question  and  deter- 
mined to  be  in  a  position  where  they 
can  put  the  iaauae  before  the  elect- 
ora  in  tangible  form  as  aoon  as  pos- 
sible. 

If  the  plan  now  being  quietly 
diacuaaed  among;  the  aldermen  la 
adopted  the  other  by-law  put  before 
the  ratepayers  at  the  same  time  the 
no-competition  plan  ia  aubmitted  will 
provide  for  the  conatructlon  at  a  con- 
alderably  reduced  coa^ — aay  1800,000 
— of  a  bridge  for  vehicular,  pedea- 
trlan and  atreet  car  traffic.  Whether 
the  Provincial  Government  would  be 
willing' to  financially  aeaiat  this  pro- 
poaal,  which  would  be  proceeded 
with  Independently  of  the  C.P.R.,  re- 
maina to  be  seen,  but  most  of  the 
aldermen  believe  that  the  Govern- 
ment ahould  do  ao. 

This  new  aohente  may  poeaiMy  re- 
sult in  the  return  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  to  the  bridge 
negotiations.

Many  of  the  local  cricketers  and 
their  supporters  seem  to  be  very  dl»- 
satisfied  wUh  the  Victoria  Cricket 
AsofloUtlon  and  Its  method  of  con- 
duetlna:  local  cricket  affairs.  Whllat 
a  few  wish  to  leave  the  present  asso- 
ciation to  Itself  and  to  form  a  new 
one,  the  nuijorlty  of  the  players  are 
not  quite  so  revoIutionaiT.  but^,  never- 
theless, think  It  la  Ume  drastic 
chances  were  made. 

Two  of  the  many  conses  of  dls- 
Batlsfactlon  are  the  repeated  disagree- 
ments between  the  association  officials 
and  that  very  useful  organization,  tl^e 
UBiplreB*  Association,  and  the  want  of 
confidence,  or  whatever  it  is,  that 
keeps  the  Cricket  Association  from 
publishing  financial  statements  con- 
Cernlnc  the  various  amounts  of  money 
oollected  from  the  crloket-supportinc 
public.  , 

•  Mr.  Crawford  -  Coates  —  the  old 
Phlladelphian  and  Victorian  cricketer 
— undertook  all  the  business  arrange- 
ments In  connection  with  the  first  of 
the  Inter-cIty  cricket  matches  held  In 
Victoria,  and  wlth'n  four  dayii  of  the 
match  had  a  flnanoml  etaiement  in 
The  Colonist,  showing  a  balance  Iq 
hand  of  ISIS— 4La  an»eunt  tliai,  I  be- 
lieve. Is  well  over  double  any  that  has 
since  been  obtained  in  u  similar 
match. 

If  this  can  be  done  onco,  surely  an- 
other time  it  need  not  tako  about  two 
months,    as    it    did    last    year    before 
publishing  the  result  of  the  collection. 
The  fact  that  this  year  the  money  was 
to  be  used  for  a  different  purpose  Is 
no  reason  for  not  letting  the  cricket- 
supporting  public  know  what  amount 
was  cleared  over  the  match. 
CMolceters'  Memorial 
They  would  also  like  to  kn6w  what 
became   of  the   cricketers'   memorial; 
what    was   collected    on    '.ho    24th    of 
May,  and  several     other     Satuidayf; 
what  amount  of  money  la  represented 
by  the   "Block     of     Victory     Bonds' 
bought  by  the  association  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  also  what  com- 
pr6mise,  if  any.   was  made  with  re- 
gard to  the     three     b'jneflt     match** 
which  the  association   guaranteed    to 
the     groundsman,     bu^     whloh     were 
never  played. 

There  is,  at  any  rate,  one  cause  of 
satisfaction  to  local  cricketers,  and 
that  is  the  fact  that  the  general  meet- 
ing of  the  association  in  lo  take  place 
so  laU  in  the  year.  This,  naturally, 
points  to  a  balance  in  hand,  or  at 
least  an  even  break,  as  otherwise  the 
meeting  would  have  been  held  much 
earlier  so  as  to  have  devised  means 
of  raising  what  would  then  have  been 
necessary  mone^ 

The  following  suggestions  might  be 
of  interest  to  some  of  the  local  cricket 
■upperten  and  players.     They  are: 

Po  not  let  a  single  official  of  the 
Cricket .  Association  be  an  active 
player,  but  appoint  a  president,  treas- 
urer, secretary  and  two  or  three  com- 
mittee men  from  the  many  old  play- 
ers among  the  -independent,  legal, 
scholastic  and  medical  residents  of 
this  neighborhood,  as  such  men  would 
have  the  necessary  leisure,  social  ad- 
vantage, etc. 

I<et  two  of  the  Umpires'  Association 
be  elected  to  complete  the  above  com- 
mittee. This  committee  to  deal  with 
all  association  cricket  affairs  in  Vic- 
toria, such  as  looking^  after  grounds, 
arranging  matches,  the  tournament, 
the  selection  of  representative  teams, 
e(tc. 

CHcket  Badly  'Sapported 
I  At  present  cricket  is  Very  badly 
supported  in  Victoria.  This  is  partly 
owing  to  the  great  differences  be- 
tween the  various  teams;  as  t^hen  the 
gamA  are  expected  to  be  interestlnc, 
quite  decent-sised  crowda  of  apecta- 
tors  are  drawn.  Now  a  one-sided 
match  is  almost  always  of  verp  little 
Interest  to  anyone,  so  that  a  good  way 
to  get  spectators  is  to  have  as  evenly- 
matched  teams  as  possible.  This 
might  be  managed  by  having  two 
divisions,  such  as  A  and  B.  in  the 
league,  and  each  to  consist  of  four 
clubs. 

Let  forty-four  of  the  local  players 
be  picked  by  the  committee  to  play 
In  the  A  division,  and  to  be  disquali- 
fied from  playing  for  any  of  the  four 
B  division  clubs.  The  remaining  play- 
ers may  Join  which  club  they  like  in 
either  A  or  B  divisions.  There  would 
t>e  no  great  difficulty  in  this  arrange-

Wooid  nt  Che  Case 
The  relation  of  the  Amateurs  to 
the  Wanderers  and  Ramblers  would 
At  the  case,  with  the  difference  that 
a  player  la  not  dlsquallfled  from  play- 
lag  in  the  B  dtrlalon  if  he  has  been 
played  in  an  A  division  match.  Regu- 
lations ccruld  easily  be  made  so  that 
the  best  players  wer«  not  called  away 
from  the  B  division  team  at  the  last 
moment  in  order, to  All  caps  In- the 
A  division  team. 

The  clubs  in  each  dlvlslop  oould 
play  four  matches  with  eaoh  other.

Of  403 
members  who  were  engaged  In  over- 
seas service  a  large  number  were 
present,  and  were  entertained  in  danc- 


ing, cards,  etc  AH  partook  of  an 
excellent  supper  provided  by  the 
committee. 

During  intermission.  Aid.  Fuller- 
ton,  P.D.C.R.,  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
mittee welcomed  the  returned  mem- 
bers, pointing  out  that  they  were 
part  of  an  organisation  whose  ac- 
tivities during  the  war  were  un- 
equalled by  any  other  organization, 
the  Order  throughout  the  Kmplre  and 
the  United  States  having  sent  over 
400,000  men  to  the  front,  fhe  casual- 
ties atone  from  Great  Britain  exceed- 
ing 50,000.

Cu]t>a.  and  South  America, 
producing  approxln^ately  2.260.000,000 
1  pounds  of  copper,  and  includes  95.5 
per.  cent  of  the  total  production  of 
the    United    States. 

■The  investment  of  these  eighty-flve 
companies  in  1918  was  more  than 
f«72,000,000,  and. the  profit  realized 
averaged  a  ratb  of  28  per  c'oht  <m  the 
Investment. 

Slightly  more  than  15  cents  a  pound 
In'  the  Arlsona-New  Mexico  district 
Was  the  lowest  average  cost,  and  over 
17H  cents  a  pound  In  Michigan  was 
the  highest  cost  of  the  states  tabul- 
ated In  the  report,  while  copper  pro- 
duced In  South  America,  Cuba  and 
Mexico  in  1018  cost  an  average  ot 
about  15  ^  cents  a  pound.

The  report  stated  that  the  employ- 
ers ih  the  metal  trades  had  now  idett-

tion between  all  employers  in  the 
Province  is  going  ahead  In  a  very  sat- 
isfactory manner. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  attend- 
ance of  the  president,  E.  C.  Knight, 
at  the  National  Induatrial  Conference 
at  OttMvaiy  and  the  hope  expresp4(d 
that,  whllo  no  dennite  results  had.  'ila 
yet  come  out  of  that  conference, 
nevertheless,  that  as  it  was  the  first 
time  that  employers  a.pd  labor  had 
met  to  discuss  their  affairs  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Government,  that  a 
betUr  understanding  of  each  other's 
attitiide  had  been  brought  abbut,  and 
that>  i^thod  of  oo-operatioD  betwoe'n 
thes^  two  factors  in  the  community 
would  in  a  short  time  result. 

A  jrreat  deal  of  work  has  been  done 
by  the  Association's  traveling  repre- 
sentatives meeting  the  employers  in- 
dividually and  goinA  fully  into,  all 
phases   of   the    hiber  situation. 

Th«..Aseociation  haa  equipped  .itself 
with  records  aa  to  rates  of  pay,  hours 
of  work,  working  conditions  and  other 
matters  as  applied  to  various  indus- 
tries from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pa- 
ciflc. 

One  of  the  AssociatiQn's  functions 
haRl>een  to  gather  all  information  on 
industrial  happenings,  and  make  theae 
known  to  the  members  in  systematic 
and  concise  form.

"wilt  sec  points  nmning  far  out  into  the  Pacific 
Ocean  or  islands  appearing  out  of  it  Some  of 
these  islands  are  jast  great  rocks.-  The  points,  or 
promontories  on  the  land  rise  up  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  feet  from  the  water.

The  explanation  was  that  when  the  glass  forn'ci 
dM  haberdasher's  window  it  had' borne  these  words 
in  white  enamelled  letters,  and  the  letters  had  pro- 
tected the  underlying  glass  from  the  rays  of  the 
s«M>  consequently  it  h^ d  not  faded  as  the  rest  of  the 
glass  had  done."

Tit-Bits  of  Information 


The  Picture's  Title 


The  toga  was  a  long  loose  garment  worn  by  the 
citizens  of  ancient  Rome.  It  was  made  of  white 
woolen  cloth.  Sometimes  the  magistrate's  toga 
was  bordered  with  purpJe  and  that  of  a  victorious 
general  with  embroidery.  The  toga  which  fell  in 
graceful  folds  to  the  ankles  covered  the  whole  body 
except  the  right  arm.  A  boy  was  allowed  to  wear 
the  toga  when  he  was  fourteen.  Togs  and  toggery 
are  slang  terms,  perhaps  derived  from  the  Latin 
word  for  this  garment,  so  greatly  esteemed  by  the 
citizens  of  the  proudest  of  old-world  nations. 


The  "Silver  City"  is  the  name  given  to  Algiers, 
the  capital  of  Algieria  in  "North  Africa.  This  city, 
which  rises  in  terrace  form  from  the  sea,  is  built 
of  stone  and  the  buildings  arc  whitewashed.  Seen 
from  the  ocean  in  the  brilliant  tropical  sunshine, 
it  gleams  like  silver. 


The  invisible  line  which  divides  Canada  from 
the  United  SUtcs  is  3,000  miles  long.  Of  this  1.600 
miles  is  on  land  and  1,40b  through  water.  For  most 
of  the  distance  the  boundary  is  the  49th  parallel  of 
North  Latitude.  To  allow  all  of  Vancouver  Island 
to  Great  Britain  the  line  deviated  a  little  to  the 
south.  The  city  of  Victoria  is  in  latitude  48  degs. 
35  North  Latitude.

Glass  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  of  manufactures. 
No  one  knows  who  invented  it  or  wheif  it  was  first 
made,  but  glass  beads  have  been  found  in  the 
tombs  of  Egyptians  buried  6,000  years  ago.  Today 
it  is  one  of  the  commonest  as  well  as  one  of  the 
most  useful  of  materials,  and  it  would  take  much 
space  to  name  all  the  beautiful  objects  made 
from  it. 


Poland,  which  has  been  restored  to  its  rightful 
owners,  is  a  large  and  thickly  peopled  country.  Its 
area  is  182,958  square  miles  and  its  population  is 
38,000,000,  more  than  four  times  that  of  all  Canada. 
There  are  204  persons  to  each  square  mile.  Not 
half  the  land  is  cultivated,  and  forests  cover  about 
a  fifth  of  the  area.  Coal,  iron,  oil  and  some  other 
minerals  are  found  there.  It  is  a  republic  of  which 
Paderewski,  the  great  musician,  is  the  first 
President. 


Irish  people  say  of  a  person  who  can  say  flatter- 
ing words  which  will  please  the  hearer,  "Oh,  he  (or 
she)  has  kissed  the  Blarney  stone."  Now,  there  is 
a  real  Blarney  stone  which  may  be  seen  to  this  day. 
It  is  in  the  parapet  wall  of  Castle  Blarney,  near  a 
village'about  five  miles  from  the  city  of  Cork.  The 
stone  is  hard  to  crack  and  there  there  is  an  old  be- 
lief that  he  who  succeeds  in  kissing  it  '<Mll  gain  the 
power  of  persuading  anyone  to  do  his  will  by  using 
pleasant  words.  There  is  a  truth  underlying  the 
legend  which  is  well  worth  trying  to  discover. 


Lord  Allenby,  the  grea\  general  who  freed  Pales- 
tine from  the  Turks,  lately  visited  his  mother,  who 
is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  best  beloved  of  the  in- 
habitants of  Felixstowe,  a  small  seaport  town  on 
the  North  Sea.  Her  distinguished  son  says  he  owes 
everything  to  Us  mother,  who  has  reached  the  ripe 
old  age  of  86.  '^^^ 


The  thistle  is  the  national  flower  of  Scotland. 
The  first  king  to  adopt  the  embkem  was  James  III. 
and  it  was  not  till  the  reign  of  James  VI.  that  the 
motto,  "Nemo  me  impune  lacessit,"  "not  one  shall 
hurt  me  with  impunity,"  was  placed  beneath  the 
royal  sft-ms.

If  you  take  a  good  map  of  tl|e  British  lalcs  ypa 
will  see  the  Fame  Islands,  a  little  group  lying  oC 
the  northeast  coast  of  England.  There  are  seven- 
teen of  them,  though^they  are  not  all  marked  on 
the  map.  Most  of  the  islands  are  Just  hare  rocks, 
jagged  and  covered  with  water  at  high  tide.  Others 
are  larger  and  on  these  are  placed  lighthouses  to 
warn  sailors  of  danger  and  to  guide  them  on  their 
way  to  safety. 

We  have  heard  much  of  the  North  Sea  during  the 
war.  for  it  was  there  that  the  brave  sailors  of  the 
British  fleet  watched  during  more  than  four  years 
of  the  war.  In  the  years  to  come  there  will  ht 
many  stories  of  the  bravery  of  boys  and  men  aad 
of  the  wonderful  and  daring  deeds  they  d^. 

But  this  is  not  a  story  of  war  or  of  fighting  men* 
It  is  about  a  dear  little  girl  who  f.  hundred  srcara 
ago  played  in  the  -Cottage  close  to  the  lighthouse 
on  Brownsman,  one  of  the  Fame  Islands.  She  had 
blue  eyes  and  fair  hair  and  was  bright  and  intelli- 
gent. Her  father,  the  lighthouse  keeper,  taught  her 
to  read  and  write  ami  her  mother  showed  her  how 
to  sew  and  mend.  But  most  of  her  time  was 
»pent  in  play.  She  loved  to  watch  the  gulls  and 
other  sea  birds  as  they  searched  for  food  or  flew 
by  to  their  Summer  or  Winter  home.  She  knew 
M'hcrc  their  nests  w«rc.  She  found  pebbles  and 
shells  cast  up  by^hc  sea  and  made  playthings  of 
the  long  green  seaweed  that  was  sometimes  caught 
on  the  rocks.'  But  more  than  all  she  loved  the  blue 
sky  and  soft  clouds  and  the  sun  that  drove  away 
the  mists. 

But,  alas!  too  often  the  sky  was  black  and  the 
clouds  chased  each  other  across  the  sky  or  piled 
up  in  great  banks.  Grace  Darling,  for  that  was  the 
Httle  giri's  name,  was  glad  then  to  rttfrw  and  sit 
before  the  warm  fire  as  the  wind  began  to  howl  and 
the  rain  to  drive  against  the  windows. 

As  the  angry  sun  drew  near  setting  Grace'ji 
father  climbed  the  stairs  to  the  lighthouse  tower 
and  lit  the  lamp  which  threw  its  bright  rays  far 
out  to  sea  to  guide  the  ships  that  w.ith  furled  sails 
sped  before  the  gale.  Then  Grace  would  go  to 
her  little  warm  bed,  having  said  a  prayer  for  the 
sailors  out  in  the  storm,  for  even  in  a  lighthouse 
little  ones  must  sleep  safely  and  soundly. 

When  Grace  was  eleven  her  father  was  given 
charge  of  a  still  more  importaiit  light  on  Long- 
stone  Island.  Often  at  night  a  ship  would  strike 
-  one  of  the  fearful  rocks  or  be  in  danger  of  going 
to  pieces  among  the  breakers.  Then  father  and  one, 
or  more  of  her  big  brothers  would  row  away  to 
carry  home  the  sailors  in  danger  of  drowning. 
Grace  and  her  mother  would  help  them  get  ready 
and  put  the  things  they  needed  into  the  boat.  Then 
when  the  poor  people  were  brought  in  they  helped 
to  make  them  warm  and  give  them  the  hot  drinks 
they  needed  to  bring  the  life  back  that  had  so 
nearly  fled. 

By  and  by  Grace  learned  to  trim  the  lamps  and 
to  use  the  telescope.  Her  ^ight  was  very  keta; 
Ohe  terrible  night  when  she  was  twenty-two,  her 
father  was  very  tired  and  Grace  persuaded  him  to 
let  her  watch  the  light  while  he  went  down  into 
the  cottage  to  sleep. 

When  morning  came  she  tried  to  look  over  the 
water  through  the  telescope,  but  could  see  nothing 
for  the  surf  and  driving  spray.  After  a  while  she 
tried  again,  and  on  a.  rock  she  could  see  part  of  a 
ship  and  that  something  moved  on  the  wreck.  She 
ran  to  her  father's  bedside  and  told  him  that  there 
were  people  clinging  to  a  wreck  on  Harcar  Rock. 
Mr.  Darling  was  no  longer  young.  His  boys 
were  away,  and  he  felt  it  woyld  be  useless  for  him  to 
go  out  to  sea  alone.  "God  help  them,"  he  said. 
"The  sea  will  soon  suck  them  down." 

But  Grace  .said  she  would  |kslp.  and  together  they 
would  row  the  boat  to  the  rock  and  rescue  the  poor 
creatures  who  clung  there.  She  knew  how  little  her 
father  feared  death  and  she  was  ready  to  share  his 
danger  and  to  help  him. 

Together  they  prepared  and  manned  the  boat  and 
rowed  over  the  big  waves  to  where  the  breakers 
broke  on  Harrar  Rock.  Here  clinging  to  the 
wreck,  almost  perished  with  cold  and  sore  from  the 
buffetj&ng  of  the  wind,  were  seven  men  and  a 
woman.  , 

It  had  been  hard  to  com«;  it  was  a  still  harder 
task  to  reach  the  wreck  without  dashing  ^he  boat 
to  pieces  on  the  rock.  But  the  all  but  impossible 
feat  was  accomplished  by'  the  skill  and  daring  of 
the  brave  girl  and  her  father.  The  woman  and 
three  of  the  men  were  taken  off.  By  the  help  of  the 
strong  arms  of  the  rescued  men  the  passage  back 
was  safely  made  and  once  more  the  lighthouse  boat 
was  on  its  way  to  the  rock  from  which  every  soal 
was  saved.  The  wreck  was  part  of  a  large  steamer, 
the  Forfarshire,  that  in  the  darkness  and  storm,  had 
gone  to  ■  pieces.         ■  i  '  \  ■ .  '  ■ 

When  the  news  was  published  in  England.  Grace 
Darling  received  great  praise,  a  large  sum  of  money 
and  many  .presents.  People  came  from  far  and 
near  to  Longstone  lighthouse  to  visit  the  heroine. 
When  she  died  a  few  years  after  a  beautiful  monu- 
ment was  erected  to  her  memory  in  the  churchyard 
in  Bamborough,  the  village  where  she  was  born 
and  where  she  died. 

Grace  Darling  has  shown  the  whole  world  how 
strong  a  brave,  loving  and  pitiful  girl  can  be.  She 
was  sati.nfied  with  having  done  what  she  thought 
was  her  duty  and,  until  her  last  illness,  lived  the 
simple,  useful  life  of  a  lighthouse  keeper's  daughter.

HOUSEHOLD  HINTS 

Oranges  and  grapefruit,  if  bought  direct  from  a 
responsible  grocer  with  a  reputation  to  keep,  should 
last  all  through  the  dosed  season  for  these  fruits. 
Buy  soiind,  tree-ripeocd  fruit,  and  spread  it,  in  iu 
original  papers  on  shelve*  or  racks,  so  that  the 
juicy  globes  do  not  touch.  The  fruit  should  be 
•gon*  over  weekly  and  the  softest  put  to  use. 


Russet  apples  will  not  shriveV  all  Winter  if  kept 
in  a  dry,  cool  place, 'packed  in  sand.  Apples  wrap- 
ped in  tissue  paper  and  spread  on  light  racks  hung 
from  the  beams  in  the  ccltar  will  keep  till  the  tast 
one  is  eaten. 


Grease  spots  on  wallpaper  may  be  removed  by 
■Pplying  a  paste  of  calcined  magnesia  and  water. 
Use  boiled  water  that  has  stood  till  it  has  time  to 
drop  any  minerals  it  had  In  suspension.  Allow  the 
paste  to  dry  on  the  spot,  then  cirefully  peel  it  off 
wHk  a  sharp  knife.

Quickly  sop  up  with  boiling  water,  drying  with  a 
blotter,  repeating  the  process  several  times  to  take 
out  the  acid  lest  it  eat  a  hole.  Then  rinse  with  am- 
monia water. 


POINTS  ABOUT  POLISHING 


».  Before  beginning  to  polish  furniture  sec  tli»t 
a  proper  supply  of  old  pieces  of  flannel  and  some 
soft  dusters  are  in  readiness,  together  with  the 
polish  ybu  intend  to  use. 

3.  Clean  the  furniture  before  polishing  it,  as  if  all 
dirt  and  grease 'are  remcrved  a  better  polish  is  ob- 
tained. Wash  it,  therefore,  with  a  cloth  wrung  out 
in  warm  water  to  which  vinegar  has  been  added  in 
the  proportion  of  bnc  tablespoonful  to  a  quart  of 
water.  Dry  with  a  soft  cloth.  Black  walnut  fur- 
niture <^n  be  cleaned  before  applying  the  polish  by 
dipping  a  piece  of  flannel  in  paraffin  and  rubbing  it 
intu  the  wood  until  dry. 

3.  When  applying  any  furniture  polish  out  a  little 
on  a  piece  of  flanoel  and  rub  it  over  the  surface  of 
the  furniture,  then  polish  with  a  soft  duster.  Use  a 
second  duster  to  give  a  final  brilliance. 

4-  Remember  it  is  the  hard  rubbing  given  with 
the  dttslers  that  imparts  the  high  polish,  not  the 
amount  of  polish  used.*  As  the  old  Lancashire  lady 
said  to  her  maid,  "It's  plenty  of  elbow  grease  you 
want,  Mary." 

5-  To  remove  bruises  in  furniture  wet  the  bruise 
with  warm  water,  then  fold  a  piece  of  brown  paper 
several  times,  joak  it  with  water,  and  lay  it  on  the 
place.  Hold  a  hot  iron  over  the  paper  until  the 
moisture  has  evaporated.  Repeat  this  operation 
until  the  bruise  is  level  with  the  surface.  Be  care- 
ful to  wet  the  paper  each  time  and  keep  the  bruise 
wet.

Cream  shortening,  add  sugar, 
add  well-beaten  egg  and  milk  very  slowly;  sift  flour, 
baking  powder  and  salt  together  and  add  to  mix- 
ture; add  raisins,  which  have  been  washed,  drained 
and  floured  slightly;  add  flavoring,  mix  well  and 
put  a  smlU  smount  of  mixture  into  greased  in- 
dividual cakis  tins;  bake  in  a  hot  oven  fifteen  to 
twenty  minutes;  sprinkle  with  powdered  sugar,  ot 
cover  with  white  icing.  '; 
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Mapta  Nut  Cake 

One-Jhird  cup  shortening,  one  cup  light  brown 
sugar,  half  cup  milk,  one  and  half  cups  fkOur,  two 
teaspoons  baking  powder,  two  eggs,  one  teaspoon 
vanilla,  one  cup  chopped  nuts  preferably  pecan  huts, 
quartef  teaspoon  sa|t.  Cream  shortening,  a<)d  sugar 
slowly  and  yolks  of  eggs  and  the  milk  and  beat 
well.  Sift  flour,  salt  and  baking  powder  together 
and  add  to  the  first  mixture.  Fold  in  beaten  whites 
pf  eggs,  add  flavoring  and  bake  in  well  greased 
loaf  pan  in  moderate  <^en  thirty-five  to  forty-five 
minutes.  Cover  th^  top  with  maple  icing  and 
sprinkle  with  chopped  nuts  while  still  soft. 


Various  and  wonderful  are  the  uses  to  which 
ostrich  is"  put  this  year.  Who  .would  ever  have 
thought  of  ostrich  corsage  bouquets?  Or  ostri<;h 
trimmed  underwear?  But  both  are  fashionable  this 
season.

One  cup  milk,  one  cup  suga«,  two  tablespoons 
flour,  three  egg  yolks,  three  bananas,  half  teaspoon 
vanilla,  three  egg  whites,  one-third  cup  sugar.  Scald 
milk,  add  sugar  and  flour  mixed  together;  stir  and 
cook  until  thick,  cover  and  cook  ten  minutes,  Add;^ 
to  egg  yolks  slightly  beaten  and  cook  one  minute.^ 
Cool  and  add  vanilla.  Peel,  scrape  and  slice  ban- 
anas. Into  a  crust  already  baked  put  a  layer  of  the 
custard  and  a  layer  of  banana  slices;  continiie  tintil 
bananas  arc  all  used,  having  custard  on  top  .  Cover 
with  a  meringue  made  from  egg  whites  and  one- 
third  cup  sugar.  Serve  very  cold..  Other  fruits  ma> 
be  usc^J  instead  of  bananas. 


Fif  and  Raiabi  Pie 

One  cup  raisins,  one  cup  dried  figs,  half  cup 
water,  one  cup  sugar.  Line  pie  piste  with  pastry 
and  fill  with  raisins  and  dried  figs  cut  In  small 
pieces.  Pour  over,  water  and  sugar  tojjethcr,  cover 
Mith  another  piece  of  pastry  and  bake  about 
twenty-five  minutes  or  until  brown.  Serve  either 
warm  or  cold.

Daily  our  strength,  our  vitality  and  our  endur- 
ance are  Uxed;  frequently  also  our  tolerance,  eon- 
trol  and  patience. 

The  amount  taxed  varies,  and  what  abatement 
can  be  had  rests  entirely  in  onr  hands.. 

The' woman  who  sets  shout  her  day's  duties 
cheerfnlly  and  happily  is  far  less  taxed  than  the  one 
who  makes  a  hardship  of  everything,  and  possibly 
the  worst  of  a  good  Job. 

Grumblers  and  pessimists  pay  the  most,  witting 
workers  and  optimists  the  least. 

Every  woman  should  bear  in  mind  that  these 
deductions  are  liable  to  be  made  from  her  capital, 
and  she  should  have,  if  possible,  a  reserve  fund 
upon  which  to  draw  in  case  ot  need. 

And  it  rests  with  mothers  to  fix  mora  or  less  the 
standard  of  taxation  for  their  children. 

But  rightly  taken  thia  taxation  need  not  be  a 
burden,  and  with  care  it  may  be  decreased  to  a 
minimum.

There  »re  some  experienced  mui  who  believe  that 
Vancouver  laland  will  eventually  develop  sheep 
raiting  to  one  of  her  leading  farm  induttries.  "With 
a  climate  mild  and  genia),  rocky,  welUwatered, 
diversified  ranges,  and  a  great  variety  of  food,  so 
essentia!  to  the  development  of  a  vigorous  type  of 
sheep;  with  a  market  second  to  none  and  cul* 
tivated  areas  capable  of  producing  forage  crops  in 
abundance,  the  number  of  sheep  on  our  Island 
should  be  greatly  increased."  So  wrote  the  late 
J.  D.  Reid,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  successful 
sheep  raisers  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Island,  and 
the  subject  at  least  merits  the  careful  attention  of 
those  who  are  looking  to  farming  for  their  living. 

Most  farming  land  on  the  coast  included  a  pro- 
portion that  is  either  unsuitable  for,  or  has  not  yet 
been  brought  under,  cultivation.  Usually  this 
makes  a  good  range  for  sheep  where  they  can  get 
their  living  practically  all  the  year.  In  fact,  it  Is 
due  to  this  very  ease  and  facility  with  which  they 
can  be  kept  that,  somewhat  paradoxically  as  it  may 
seen,  has  given  rise  to  such  failures  as  have  occur- 
red. Believing  there  was  "nothing  in  it,"  men  with 
no  experience  in  sheep  have  bought  a  flock  and 
turned  them  loose  and  given  them  no  further  at- 
tention. The  ewes  have  been  neglected  during  the 
lambing  season  with  consequent  losses,  and  losses 
have  also  occurred  through  dogs  and  panthers.  In 
such  circumstances  success  could  not  fairly  be  ex- 
peted. 

Before  going  into  the  business  it  should  be  seen 
that  there  is. sufficient  food  on  the  range  for  the 
number  of  sheep  to  be  kept,  and  there  should  be 
sufficient  cleared  land  in  addition  on  which  to  raise 
enough  clover  and  roots  to  bring  the  sheep  through 
tb«  Winter  in  good  condition^  for  care  at  this  time 
reault  in  more  lambs  and  stronger  lambs  in  the 
Spring.  A  good  way  of  increasing  the  food  supply 
Jl  carried  out  on  some  bush  ranches  by  slashing  and 


The  one  drawback  to  the  industry  on  the  Island 
consists  in  the  depredations  committed  by  panthers. 
The  loss  is  reckoned  at  lo  per  cent  by  some  owners 
and  even'  higher  by  others.  The  fact  that  even 
then  a'gdod  ptofit  rs  made  is  evidence  of  the  pos- 
sibilities there  are  in  the  business.  But  such  a  loss 
is  to  be  regretted  and  the  thrifty  sheep  raiser  will 
want  tp  eliminate  it  as  much /is  possible  and  place 
the  10  per  cent  to  the  credit  side  of  his 
account  by  giving  the  flock  more  shepherd- 
ing, it  should  be  looked  up  frequfcntly  and  if  losses 
have  occurred  the  panthers  can  be  watched  for  and 
often  tracked  down  and  destroyed.  One  farmer 
who  has  had  a  wide  experience  in  Scotland  and  in 
Mexico  believes  that  the  problem  can  be  solved  by 
properly  trained  dogs.  These  can  be  trained  to 
shepherd  the  flock,  constantly  patrolling  it,  and 
while  one  Vlog  might  be  unable  to  cope  with  a 
determined  robber,  two  dogs  working  together 
would  render  the  case  hopeless  for  any  panther. 
Sucha^practice  is  carried  out  in  Mexico  to  protect 
the  sheep  from  the  much  more  savage  beasts  of 
prey  there,  and  with  admirable  success.  It  woAld 
seem  that  sheepmen  have  not  availed  themselves  of 
the  possibilities  that  He  in  the  faithful  helper  of 
shepherds,  in  other  countries.  Properly  trained 
sheep  dogs,  however,  are  the  only  ones  to  be  con- 
sidered, for  the  mongrel  and  the  undisciplined  is 
only  a  menace  and  the  losses  that  hav-  occurred  in 
the  more  settled  districts  have  rightly  resulted  in 
very  strict  laws  which  have  had  a  very  good  eflect 
in  reducing  the  trouble.     • 

With  the  losses  from  these  two  causes  brought 
to  a  minimum,  sheep  raising  should  have  a  very 
bright  future,  but  the  intending  investor  should 
study  jhe  detaila-  carefully   with  the  help     of     the 


burning  all  the  trees  up  to  a  foot  in  diameter  and 
sowing  the  burnt  clear  spaces  with  orchard  grass 
and  clover.  The  sheep  then  have  the  shelter  of  the 
treea  and  ample  food  for  practically  all  the  year. 


valuable  assistance  always  available  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  the  form  of  bulletins  and 
advice  from  the  experienced  heads  of  the  different 
branches.  The  experience  of  successful  men  in  his 
own  district  is  also  valuable  and  usually  adjusted 
to  his  own  particular  problems,  and  by  making  a 
moderate  start  at  first  he  should  be  able  .to  work 
into  a  profitable  business. 


"People  who  are  thinking  of  planting  trees  and 
shrubs  should  be  urged  to  do  it  in  the  Fall  and  not 
put  it  off  till  Spring,"  said  one  of  British  Colum- 
bia's leading  nurserymen  to  the  writer  once.  It  is 
valuable  advice  that  is  very  little  heeded.  As  the 
dull,  short  days  of  Winter  approach  most  people 
seem  to  lose  all  interest  in  outdoor  matters,  and 
planting  is  left  until  the  bright  promise  of  Spring 
lures  them  into  action.  If  the  Spring  is  backward 
this  sort  of  gardener  is,  too,  and  at  last  his  order  is 
rushed  to  the  nursery  when  the  buds  are  bursting' 
into  leaf  all  round  him,  indicating  that  the  season 
has  gone  by  for  safe  transplanting.  It  is  true  that 
the  nurseries  can  retard  their  stqck — knowing  the 
weaknes  of  human  nature,  they  must  do  so  or  sacri- 
fice a  large  part  of  their  sales — but  the  retarded 
plants  have  then  to  put  forth  leaves  and  roots  in  an 
advanced  state  of  the  season  and  their  growth  is 
materially  injured.  Then  the  dry  weather  comes 
on,  the  roots  have  not  secured  any  extensive  hold 
and  the  owner  wonders  why  he  has  such  poor  luck 
and  probably  blames  the  nursery. 

There  are  three  primary  conditions  that  are  es- 
sential to  success  with  trees  and  shrubs  of  all 
kinds,  and  no  amount  of  subsequent  fussing  with 
them  will  make  up  for  neglect  of  any  one  of  the 
three.  These  are:  Good  stock,  right  preparation  of 
the  soil  and  the  right  season  for  planting.  To  take 
the  last  first  so  as  to  dismiss  the  subject,  the  best 
time  for  planting  is  in  the  Fatl  after  leaves  are  off: 
the  roots  are  then  wdl  settled  by  the  Winter  rains 
and  they  are  ready  for  work  the  moment  growth 
begins,  which,  let  it  be  noted,  takes  place  long  be- 
fore there  Is  any  evidence  visible.  But  planting  can 
go  on  practically  all  Winter  in  this  climate,  if  Fall 
planting  is  impossible  for  some  reaaon,'\}nly  a  rigid 
resolve  should  be  made  not  to  plamt  after  the  end 
of  February. 

As  regards  the  stock,  most  novices  are  unable  to 
tell  by  looking  at  it  whether  a  tree  is  clean,  vigor- 
ous and  free  from  disease.  The  one  safeguard  is  to 
get  it  from  a  reliable  grower.  To  sjive  ten  cents  or 
so  per  tree  by  buying  stock  that  has  not  the  guar- 
antee of  a  well-reputed  name  behind  it  is  utter 
folly.  In  the  vicinity  of  Victoria  there  are  nuraer- 
iea  as  good  is  can  be  found  anywhere  and  there 
is  itotthe  slightest  need  to  go  further  afield.. 

FinaUy  we  come  to  the  preparation  of    the  soil. 


It  would  be  a  good  idea  to  reflect,  first  of  all,  upon 
how  long  the  trees  are  liKHy  to  occupy  the  ground. 
Probably  this  will  bc^s  long  as  the  owner  is  likely 
to  need  them,  for  it  is  a  common  matter  for  apple 
trees,  for  instance,  to  be  m  gmnl  bearing  for  forty 
or  fifty  years.  It  is  surely  but  rcasoiiablc.  then,  to 
give  the  best  possible  attention*  to  preparing  ground 
that  will  be  occupied  nntcwiched  except  for  top 
cultivation  for  so  long.  This  docs  not  mean  for  a 
moment  that  nothing  is  subsequently  done  to  the 
ground,  but  it  is  urged  tliat.no  care  can  be  too  great 
when  it  is  to  last  for  so  many  years.  Yet  many 
people  will  expend  more  care  on  preparing  for  an 
anual  crop  than  upon  preparing  for  trees.  The 
land  must  first  be  well  drained.  It  should  then  be 
ploughed  and  subsoiled,  or  if  within  the  limits  of  a 
garden  the  ground  'should  be  trenched.  The  soil 
should  be  worked  in  this  way  to  a  <a«^pth  of  eigh- 
teen inches,  if  deeper  so  much  the  better.  This  will 
give  ample  root  room  and  will  help  greatly  to  con* 
serve  moisture. 

This  is  eminently  the  best  preparation,  and  it 
would  be  carried  out  i;i  many  more  instances  even 
by  people  who  think  they  haven't  time  if  they 
could  see  the  vigorous  growth  that  results.  How- 
ever, sometimes  this  care  is  impossible,  especially 
on  a  new  place  where  everything  seeing  to  need 
doing  at  the  same  time.  The  alternative,  then,  is  to 
make  the  holes  deeper  and  larger  than  is  necessary 
to  admit  the  roots  in  their  natural  position;  this 
will  give  room  for  the  needed  root  growth— sucll 
a  thing  as  crowding  the  roots  into  a  hole  too  small 
for  them  should  be  avoided  with  abhorrence. 

Fruit  trees  do  not  require  very  rich  soil,  but  in 
digging  the  hole  keep  the  top  soil  and  the  bottom 
soil  separate  and  after  setting  in  the  trees  throw  in 
the  top  soil  first,  which  is  always  much  richer  than 
that  beneath;  this  will  give  the  tree  a  good  strong 
start.  The  earth  should  be  worked  in  carefully,  if 
necessary  by  hand,  so  that  no  empty  spaces  are 
left,  and  after  the  roots  are  well  covered  the  earth 
may  be  pressed  in  firmly  with  the  foot.  If  the  soil 
last  thrown  in>-which  was  the  bottom  layer  taken 
out — is  rather  poor,  some  manure  may  be  incor- 
porated with  it,  but  no  fresh  manure  should  ever 
come  in  contact  with  the  roots.  Mixed  with  the  top 
soil,  however,  it  will  gradually  wash  downward  and 
afford  food  for  the  out-reaching  fibres. 


Pastoral  Possibilities  of  the 
Kootenay  Valley 


In  the  past,  previous  to  the  late  war,  a  great 
deal  of  attention  was  drawn  to  the  agricultural 
lands  of  the  Kootenay  Valley,  and  some  attempts 
were  made  to  establish  colonies  (for  the  most  part 
composed  of  English  families)  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  so-called  fruit  land. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  a  great  deal  of  success  was 
attained  by  the  founders  of  these  fruit  growing 
colonies.  There  arc  many  reasons  why  such  meagre 
results  crowned  the  effors  of  the  would-be  fruit 
growers.    First  of  all,  the  climate. 

Like  many  other  mountain  regions,  the  climate 
of  the  Kootenay  Valley  is  astonishingly  varied.  A 
mile  or  (Wo  may  make  a  great  deal  of  difference  as 
regards  air  currents,  and  to  a  great  extent  the 
growing  of  fruit  iiji  the  region  under  discussion,  is 
dependent  on  iu  situation  as  related  to  the  various 
currents  of  air  that  make  or  unmake  an  orchard. 

It  cannot  be  denied, that  some  good  young  or- 
chards exist  in  the  valley  drained  by  thp  Kootenay 
River,  nor  can  it  b«  truthfully  said  that  the  quality 
of  the  fruit  grown  in  favored  localities  is  of  inferior 
qnality.  But  it  can  be  said  and  proved  that  the 
amount  of  land  suited  to  the  growing  of  fmit  is  of 
such  limited  area  as  to  make  it  a  mere  by-issue  as 
com|>ared  to  the  pastoral  possibilities  of  the  hills 
and  benches  along  the  rim  of  the  Kootenay  trench. 
•  Boost  as  we  may.  the  Kootenay  Valley  can  never 
be  made  a  fruit  growing  or  agricultural  area  ex- 
cept in  a  limited  sense,  for  apart  from  its  varied 
climatic  conditions,  the.  question  of  soil  is  ont  not 
likely  to  be  overlooked  by  the  prospective  agricul- 


turist.  Uke  its  climate,  the  land  of  the  Kootenay  is 
varied,  with  a  preponderance  of  lijfht  gravelly  soil 
that  can  never  be  made  to  yield  adequate  returns 
for  the  labor  that  would  have  to  be  expended  on  it 
to  make  it  yield  a  crop. 

Irrigation  would  certainly  help  the  situation 
greatl3^  but  the  expense  of  irrigating  the  vast  acre- 
age ndw  arid  would  be  so  great  as  to  render  it  pro- 
hibitive, inasmuch  as  less  than  lo  per  cent  of  the 
entire  area  under  irrigation  would  be  available  from 
an  agricultural  viewpoint  by  reason  of  the  poverty 
of  the  soil. 

The  Kootenay  Valley  was,  and  still  is,  a  lum- 
bering country.  For  some  years  yet  it  will  continue 
to  saw  and  ship  lumber.  It  still  has  large  reserves 
of  forest  land,  but  the  most  sanguine  of  its  lumber- 
men forsees  the  time  when  the  last  merchantable 
tree  will  be  cut  and  the  last  board  shall  have  left 
the  mill  yard.  The  vast  cut  off  areas  fire  swept  and 
barren  of  timber  point  in  no  uncertain  manner  to 
the  rapidly  nearing  end  of  the  great  lumber  in- 
dustry which  for  years  has  been  the  mainstay  of 
the  area  drained  by  the  Kootenay. 

It  is  time,  then,  to  look  about  for  the  means  to 
establish  new  industries.  One  of  the  answers  is  the 
raising  of  sheep. 

Just  as  the  fires  follow  in  the  wake  of  the  lum- 
berman, just  as  inevitably  does  the  wild  grass 
•Pring  up  after  the  fires.  Thousands  of  acres  of 
land  now  cut  over  and  swept  by  fire  and  on 
every  acre  can  be  found  sustenance  for  sheep.  No 
matter  if  the  soil  is  gravelly,  the  grass  is  there  in 
greater  or  lesser  quantity,  ami  every  blade  can  be 
made  to  yield  its  quota  of  wool  and  mutton. 

To  date  there  are  but  few  men  cngaRed  in  this 
time  honored  occupation  of  tending  their  flocks  and 
herds  in  this  wonderfully  grassed  valley,     but  the 
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few  who  have  jnade  the  experiment  declare  it  to  be 
one  of  the  great  pasture  lands  of  the  West. 

For  the  most  part,  sheep  that  have  been  pastured 
in  the  valley  have  been  brought  in  by  train  from 
Alberta  at  great  expense,  the  most  notable  flock 
being  that  of  Mr.  John  Harvey,  of  Milk  River,  Al- 
berta, who  recently  pastured  20,000  sheep  in  the 
vicinity  of,  Elko. 

Mr.  Harvey,  in  conversation  with  the  writer,  g^vc 
out  as  his  opinion  that  a  great  future  lay  iu  store 
for  the  Kootenay  Valley  if  the  people  turned  their 
attention  to  sheep  raising.  His  estimate  of  a  million 
sheep  finding  pasturage  iu  the  valley  he  considered 
conservative.  This  is  borne  out  as  being  fact,  as 
the  area  pastured  off  by  the  Harvey  flock  is 
ridiculously  small  when  compared  with  the  vast 
extend  of  ground  as  yet  untouched. 

Even  the  mountain  tops  arc  valuable  for  pasture, 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  of  150  sheep  of  the 
Harvey  brand  having  got  away,  being  loose  for  up- 
wards of  a  month.  They  were  found  on  the  sum- 
mit of  the  Broadwood  Mountain,  7,000  feet  above 
sea  level,  and  in  the  pink  of  condition.  Mr.  Harvey 
expereinced  no  difficulty  in  getting  them  down,  and 
announced  his  intention  of  running  a  large  band  on 
the  same  mountain  next  year. 

One  feature  of  sheep  raising  in  the  Kootenay 
Vailed  is  the  necessity  for  putting  up  Winter  fe#d. 
The'  sheep  will  require  hay  from  three  to  four 
months  each  year.  It  is  estimated  that  one  ton  of 
hay  will  successively  winter  twelve  sheep.  It  may 
be  stated  that  sufficient  hay  land  is  available  in  the 
valley  to  provide  Winter  feed  for  unlimited  sheep. 

It  would  be  well  if  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture would  give  some  time  to  investigating  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  Kootenay  Valley  as  regards  sheep- 
raising.  Such  an  industry  would  prove  to  be  a 
valuable  future  asset  to  the  Province,  for  if  sheep 
can  be  raised,  wool  can  be  carded,  spun  and  woven. 

With  our  yet  to  be  developed  water  power  at 
Elko  and  Bull  River,  we  have  the  possibility  of  un- 
limited cheap  power.  — ■     ■■  ■■ 

It  is  not  such  a  far  cry  from  wool  to  cloth:  we 
can  grow  the  wool,  yes,  and  we  ca*  spin  it  and 
weave  it,  too,  if  we  turn  our  hand  to  it.         * 

It  behooves  us,  then,  as  British  (Columbians  to 
check  off  our  natural  resources  and  push  them  to 
the  limit.  Grass  will  grow  sheep,  sheep  will  pro- 
vide wool,  wool  will  make  cloth,  and  with  the  help 
of  our  unlimited  water  power,  the  whole  is  possible. 

Development  should  be  our  watchword;  let  us  all 
assist.  Make  it  easy  for  the  man  who  is  willing  to 
vrisk  his  capital  and  give  Iris  time  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  new  industry.  It  means  prosperity  to  us 
all  if  we  do.  • 


Mixed -Up  Farming 


MANURE  AND  SEASONS 


There  are  two  groups  of  fertilizers  that  help 
to  counteract  the  bid  effects  of  a  late  season — 
nitrogenous  and  phosphatic  fertilizers.  Nitrogen- 
ous manures  cause  the  plant  to  push  ahead  more 
quickly  in  spite  of  the  coldness  of  the  soil,  and  thus 
tp  attain  a  more  rapi4  rate  of  growth  and  develop- 
ment. For  cereals  in  late  Spring,  for  cabbage  and 
for  mangolds  and  grass  also,  th^best  nitrogenous 
fertilizers  to  use  are  nitrate  of  soda,  nitrate  of  am- 
monia, or  nitrate  of  lime,  but  for  swedes,  turnips, 
rape  and  potatoes  a  wider  choice  is  possible,  and 
sulphate  of  ammonia  may  be  used  instead  if  it  is 
more  convenient.  Phosphates  are  of  value  in  a 
late  season  by  hastening  root  development  in  the 
early  days  of  plant  growth  and  hastening  the  ripen- 
ing process  later  on.  After  the  recent  cold,  wet 
and  snowy  weather  it  will  be  desirable  to  inspect 
the  crops  and  see  whether  help  is  needed  and  if  it  is 
still  possible  to  secure  an  earlier  start  and  earlier 
harvest. 


A  good  remedy  against  slugs  is  to  procure  some 
fresh  lime,  shell  lime  will  do  Dissolve  in  water, 
strahi  through  muslin  or  scrim  into  a  watering  can, 
the  straining  prevents  any  sediment  from  passing 
through  and  choking  the  rose.  Sprinkling  the  foli- 
age and  surface  soil  will  keep  the  sIur»  away.  This 
is  an  easily  applied  and  simple  remedy. 


While  the  southern  portion  of  Vancouver  Island 
is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  more  suited  for 
nu.\ed  farming  than  for  specializing  in  any  >one 
direction,  it  is  generally  better  to  make  a  leader  of 
one  special  thing  and  group  around  it  lesser  enter- 
prises that  arc  naturally  related  to  it,  otherwise  if 
the  farming  is  too  much  "mixed"  the  farmer  is 
likely  to  get  a  bit  mixed  in  his  ideas  and  in  his  ar- 
rangements as  well. 

What  the  leading  industry  shall  be  depends  upon 
a  number  of  things,  and  the  matter  should  be  care- 
fully studied  before  a  decision  is  made.  The  nature 
of  the  land  and  its  situation  naturally  comes  first. 
To  clear  timbered  land  in  order  to  grow  small 
fruits  would  be  a  glaring  instance  <9f  the  incom- 
patibility of  aim  with  present  conditions.  The 
marketing  facilities  must  be  considered,  too,  a  point 
that  often  escapes  attention.  Also,  not  least,  the 
owner's  proclivities.  If  a  man  hates  the  sight  of 
chickens  he  had  better  not  go  in  for  them  just  her 
cause  eggs  are  a  dollar  a  dozen.  There  are  too 
many  exasperating  little  details  in  connection  with 
any^kisiness,  and  a  man  who  has  not  a  heartfelt 
love  for  it  will  be  sure  to  neglect  them  and,  what- 
ever it  may  be  in  any  other  business,  it  is  fatal  in 
farming.  '  •    ** 

One  of  the  chief  factors  in  determming  what 
minor  undertakings  shall  be  grouped  with  the  prin- 
cipal one  is  the  most  often  overlooked.  And  that 
is  the  fitting  in  properly  in  regard  to  work.  "Rota- 
tion of  crops"  is  a  familiar  phrase,  rotation  of  work 
ought  to  be  equ'iilly  so,  for  observation  of  a  good 
many  farming  ventures  leads  one  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  lack  of  this  is  responsible  for  a  good  deal 
of  failure.  .Poultry  keeping,  for  example,  is  fami- 
liarly grouped  with  small  fruit  growing,  but  it 
seldom  works  out  well,  for  the  young  chicks  need 
attention  precisely  at  the  same  time  as  the  straw- 
berries need  cultivation  and  mulching  and  finally 
picking,  and  the  harried  owner  can  scarcely  draw 
breath  for  the  demands  upon  his  time  and  strength 
at  that  particular  season.  Hens  and  a  thrifty  or- 
chard will  combine  better,  for  while  the  heaviest 
time  with  hens  is  in  the  Spring  and  early  Summer, 
the  heaviest  work  with  the  orchard  is  in  the  Fall, 
while  the  pruning  and  spraying  times  fit  m  very 
well,  too.  If  something  must  be  grown  to  bring  in 
earliest  returns,  a  specialty  like  onion  growing 
would  make  another  good  combination.  The  seed 
would  l>e  sown  in  the  Fall  and  the  work  of  pre- 
paring the  land  and  transplanting  the  seedlings 
would  be  done  in  the  Winter  and  early  Spring, 
while  the  harvesting  would  not  qpme  until  llid- 
suramcr.  -«    <f-A''~' 

The  same  principles  apply  to  farms  of  larger 
dimensions,  "a  little  of  everything"  usually  results 
in  everything  being  of  much  lower  grade  and  yield 
than  it  ought  to  be.  If  dairy  cows  are  the  leading 
feature,  for  instance,  the  owner  should  focus  his  at- 
tention upon  raising  them  to  increasing  efficiency 
by  careful  breeding,  by  selection  by  testing  and 
weighing  of  the  milk  and  by  providing  the  feed  that 
his  experience,  or  that  of  others,  has  proved  to  be 
the  best  for  his. purpose.  His  profits  will  then  1^ 
much  higher  and  his  own  self-respect  and  influence 
in  his  profession  will  be  greater  than  if  he  were  at- 
tempting to  run  half  a  dozen  things  with  indifferent 
success.  There  was  considerable  truth  in  the  say- 
ing of  one  of  Mark  Twain's  characters— "The  fool 
saith,  'Put  not  all  your  eggs  in  one  basket,'  bat  the 
wise  man  saith.  'Put  all  your  egga  in  one  basket, 
and  watch  the.  basket."* 

It  comes  <fown  to  the  plain  fact  that  human 
nature  is  unable  to  attend  to  many  things  properly 
at  once,  and  though  experts  in  farming  nowadays 
do  not  recommend  only  one  baaket,  it's  as  well  not 
to  have  a  dozen,  anyway. 


Now  is  a  good  time  to  prune  currant  and  goo'se- 
berry  bushes.  Remember  that  with  bUck  currants 
next  year's  fruit  will- be  borne  on  this  ycar'a  growth 
of  shoots,  so  only  the  weakest  of  these  should  be  cut 
away.  All  fmit  bushes  should  be  pruned,  so  that 
the  bush  will  have  a  rather  open  appearance;  all 
very  old  wood  should  be  taken  away  and  the  weak- 
est of  the  new  wood.  If  the  bushes  are  young,  it 
is  a  good  idea  to  arrange  so  that  long;  strong 
branches  are  trained  from  the  short  main  stem'  and 
criss-crossing  branches  cut  out.  These' lateflls  are 
not  cut  close  to  the  base,  but  a  stub  bearing  one  or 
two  buds  is  left  on  which  to  bear  fruit.  The  ad- 
vantage of  this  method  of  training  is  that  the  fruit 
is  easily  picked — the  network  of  branches  that  is 
allowed  on  some  gooseberry  bushes  is  positively 
wicked^ — and  the  sun  and  air  being  given  free  ac- 
cess, the  fruit  is  much  finer  in  quality. 

Cuttings  of  bush  fruits  can  be  planted  now  to  in- 
crease the  stock.  These  should  be  cut  from  the 
side  of  the  bush  rather  than  from  the  top,  as  the 
lower'  the  branch  is  the  greater  is  its  power  to 
strike'root.  The  cutting  should  be  made  just  below 
a  bud,  straight  across  and  with  a  sharp  knife.  It 
should  not  be  more  than  twelve  inches  long.  It  is 
then  inserted  in  a  bed  of  good  earth  where  the  cut- 
tings can  be  undisturbed  for  a  year,  when  they  will 
be  ready  to  transplant  into  the  fruit  compartment. 
When  inserting  tha  cuttings  mar  -  gardeners  prefer 


to  plant  them  in  a  slanting  direction  rather  than  up> 
right,  as  they  have  a  better  chance  of  striking. 

Apple  trees  and  roses,,  which  in  our  climate  are 
so  much  afflicted  with  mildew,  should  be  sprayed 
now  with  a  mixture  of  bluestone  and  lime — Bor- 
deaux mixture — as  it  is  at  this  time  that  the  sports 
spread. 

A  sowing  of  spinach,  lettuce  and  cress  confd  be 
made  in  a  warm  and  sheltered  place,  and  if  the 
Winter  is  not  too  severe  it  will  be  ready  for  use 
early  in  the  Spring. 

In  the  general  tidying-up  which  all  good  garden- 
ers do  at  this  time  of  year,  do  not  forget  the  value 
'of  wood  ashes.  Separate  the  leaves  and  vegetable 
part  of  the  refuse,  as  this  is  more  valuable  dug  into 
the  ground  unburnt.  Of  all  the  rest — sticks, 
bi-anches,  woody  stalks,  as  well  as  rubbish  Irbm 
the  house — make  a  smother  fire,  the  opposite  of  a 
bright  bonfire,  by  keeping  it  banked  with  the  drtiscr 
and  slower  burning  stuff;  this  way  wilf  afford  the 
njost  ash  of  the  best  quality.  Do  not  allow  it  to 
get  wet,  but  keep  it  dry  until  you  are  ready  to  dig 
it  in.  Ash  contains  the  much  needed  potash  in  a 
form  that  is  immediately  available  for  plant  usc^  It 
also  contains  a  small  amount  of  phosphoric  acid 
and  from  20  to  30  pec  cent  of  carbonate  of  lime. 
Its  value  as  a  fertilizer 'thus  ranks  high  and  one 
season's  growth  after  its  use  will  amply  demon- 
strate the  fact. 

When  planting  the  Spring  garden  do  not  forget 
that  the  bulbs  make  only  a  part  of  the  effect.  They 
should  be  set  off  and  unified  by  some  of  the  num- 
erous carpeting  plants  which  bloom  at  the  same 
time.  Arabia — known  better  as  white  rock — double 
and  single,  the  purple  aubrietia,  the  perennial  yel- 
low alyssum,  the  various  shades  of  polyanthus  and 
primrose  should  be  arranged  with  the  hyacinths  and 
tulips  to  make  the  mass  of  color  so  much  to  be  de- 
sired. All  will  grow  easily  from  'cuttiugs  or  divi- 
sion of  the  root  stock  if  doiye  now.  ^  <  ,.       , 


Improving  Farm  Stock 


If  we  could  only  impress  it  on  the  minds  of 
every  farmer  that  certain  results  invariably  follow 
certain  conditions,  we  would  be  a  long  distance  on 
the  road  towards  the  ideal  dairy  animal,  says 
Hoard's  Dairymna.  Everything  connected  with  a 
cow  is  the  result  of  a  purpose,  whether  it  be  for 
offence  or  defence,  speed  or  draft,  or  protection  to 
the  young  or  herself.  In  the  wild  state  the  char- 
acteristics are  so  evenly  developed  that  no  one  of 
them  is  prominent;  she  runs  neither  to  fat  oor  milk, — 
her  whole  body  is  of  equal  value.  But  a»  soon  as  t 
we  begin  to  breed  her  for  our  own  use  we  find  in 
certain  ways  she  must  be  modified.  The  men  who 
breed  for  beef  find  that  the  wild  animal  is  not  suit' 
able  for  their  purpose.  It  is  too  full  in  some  places, 
too  deficient  in  others,  too  much  bone  here,  too 
little  flesh  there.  Consequently  they  begin  to  breed 
toward  a  certain  form,  and  we  fi;id  that  everything 
is  subservient  to  that  form.  They  have  rounded, 
filled  out  and  padded  until  they  have  produced  an 
animal  in  which  everything  that  can  possibly  draw 
from  the  flesh-producing  power  is  eliminated.  The 
men  who  have  had  the  most  success  with  dairy 
animals  have  .been  equally  successful,  only  in 
another  direction.  They  have  found  that  a  large 
amount  of  flesh. on  an  animal  is  kept  up  at  the  ex- 
pense of  iXCt  milk  flow.  A  pound  of  flesh  on  an 
animal  requires  a  certain  amount  of  feed  to  keep 
up  its  vitality,  to  replace  the  waste  thaT  is  contin- 
ually going  on,  and  to  supply  the  power  that  is 
necessary  for  its  transportation  when  on  the 
animal.  All  this  must  be  supplied  at  the  expense 
of  tHie  milk  production.  In  proportion  as  the 
breeder  has  recognized  this  fact,  he  has  reduced  the 
superfluous  flesh,  has  carefully  fostered  any  tend- 
ency toward  an  increase  in  the  milk-producing 
organs,  and  by  continuous  and  progressive  sclec* 
tion  towards  the  result  sought  has  given  us  the 
dairy  cow.  In  proportion  as  the  breeder  allows 
himself  to  deviate  from  this  type,  he  is  introducing 
factors  which  decrease,  in  proportion  to  the  change 
introduces  the  results  he  has  so  long  worked  for. 
It  tnay  be  that-  the  change  'is  towards 
beef;  if  so,  every  pound  of  mrat,  ao  pro- 
duced is  at  the  expcnae  of  the  milk.  If  lie  tncrcly 
allows  his  animals  to  revert  to  tiic  nature  type, 
producing  neither  beef  nor  milk,  it  jmajr-  b«.  ,f^u^ 
such  an  animal  is  better  prepared  for  wrndtrgohtg 
exposure  and  poor  feod,  but  she  will  not  fill  the 
breeder's  pocket  book,  although  she  may  Av«  1^ 
veterinary  bills.  Dairy  cows  are  not  kept  to  with- 
stand hardship  or  privation.  A  scrub  ball  mgj 
save  a  dollar  at  the  bcginifing,  but  it  \»  at  the  c^ 
pcnsc  of  maov  dollars  lost  in  the  h»turt.

"D'you  know,  Harry,"  old  I^icfc  chips  in,  "seeing 
you  handle  that  old  ring-neck  took  me  back  to  the 
day  I  shot  my  first  of  his  breed  in  the  home  coun- 
try of  bis  claa  Of  coarse,  I  know  it's  the  correct 
thing  tf>  boost  good  old  British  Columbia  a*  the 
sportsman's  paradise,  and  that's  all  right,  buk  there 
if  game  to  be  had  in  other  parts  of  the  world — 
quite  a  tot  of  it,  so,  if  you  won't  be  bored  by  a  few 
reminiscences  of  pheasant  shooting  in  the  land  of 
origin  of  tboee  we  have  here,  I'll  tell  you  a  little 
about  pheasants  as  I  saw  them  in  the  country 
where  they  arc  probably  the  thickest — that  is,  for 
wild  birds — and  where  their  different  species  oce 
probably  the  most  nnmerous — China.  I  don't  know 
anything  about  the  shooting  in  the  parts  of  China 
besl  kndwn  fe  white  men.  but  I  put  in  three  years 
right  in  the  heart  of  the  country,  aome  1,300  miles 
from  Shanghai. 

Birds  PUntifol;  Onns  Scarce 

"Now,  there's  a  country  where  you  get  some 
pheasant  shooting,  believe  me.  Yon  see,  although 
tbs  population  is  thick,  to  put  it  mildly,  and  culti- 
vation has  been  carried  oot  wherever  possible,  the 
pheasants  have  no  modem  artillery  to  exterminate 
»them;  there  are  no  motor  cars  to  shoot  them  from, 
and  they  are  still  abundant — to  put  it  mildly  again. 
It's  a  big  country,  of  course,  varies  in  Character 
and  climate  and  consequently  in  variety  and  stocky 
of  gkme. 

"^Although  I  was  there  for  three  years,  I  was 
stuck  in  the  Same  place  all  the  time  (no,  Tom,  I 
wasn't  a  missionary),  and  I  had  no  opportunity  to 
treVel,  but  that  was  the  one  timoKin  my  life  when 
I  had  free.  sh6oting— shot  where  I  liked  and  made 
my  own  game  laws,  with  nobody  making  any  objec- 
tion and  Mo  'trespassers  will  be  prosecuted'  signs 
stuck  up  Just  where,  for  instance,  I  had  spotted  a 
bunch  of  pheasants  feeding. 

"That  old  chap  of  yours  there  might  be  the 
hrother  of  the  first  of  his  kjnd  I  got  in  his  home 
latid.  I  hadn't  been  up  there  very  long  before  I 
was  out  for  a  prowl  with  the  old  shotgun,  and 
hadnt  gone  very  far  when  I  spotted  the  old  cock 
feeding  in  the  middle  of  a  small,  dried-off  rice  field 
among  the  stubble.  As  I  sneaked  along  to  get  in 
range,  he  ran  into  a  little  low  scrub  on  the  bank 
at  the  side  of  the  field  and  stayed  there  till  I  got 
right  up  close.  I  kicked  the  scrub.  Up  he  got 
and  down  he  came,  just  such  another  beauty  as 
yours.  My  first  native  Chinese'  ring-neck,  and  I  can 
remember  well  how  I  sat  down  on  that  bank  and 
smoothed  his  feathers  and  admired  his  coloring  just 
as  ysi^  were  doing.  They're  the  comrhonest  kind  of 
pheasant  in  that  country,  and  are,  I  believe,  dis- 
tributed all  over  it  with  slight  variations  of  plum- 
age. Some  I  got  had  Only  a  few  white  feathef s 
where  the  ring  should  be,  and  others  no  white  at 
all,  though  otherwise  just  the  same.  « 

STOit  More  Brilliant 

"But  that  color  scheme  Is  nothing  for  showiness 
compared  with  some  of  the  otjier  kinds  I 'bagged 
later.  Maybe  you've  noticed  that  big  fellow  with 
the  black,  white,  brown  and  gold  plumage  and  the 
long  tail  in  one  of  the  sporting  goods  store  win- 
dows in  Victoria— a  Reeves  pheasant.  Well,  how 
would  you  like  to  get  in  among  a  bunch  of  those 
boys  and  see  them  streaming  away  from  you  in  the 
sun.  'A  gorgeous  sight,  believe  me,  and  I've  seen 
it.  That  boy  in  the  shop  window  is  not  so  big  as  a 
second  year  native  and  his  tail  is  shorter.  I've  shot 
them  with  the  tail  feathers  measuring  five  feet  and 
•  half,  and  believe  they  are  somethnes  longer, 
though  they  are  apt  to  get  frayed  a  bit  at  the  ends 
from  trailing  on  the  ground.  '.. 

"Now  that,  to  my  mind,  is  the  bird  for  Van- 
couver Island,  and  I'd  very  much  like  to  see  them 
introduced  here.  In  the  first  place,  they  are  natural- 
ly hill  birds;  I  never  saw  them  anywhere  but  in 
hiHy  country,  and^for  another  thing,  they're  timber 
birds.  Wherever  I  found  some  big  standing  timber 
out  there—pine  timber— I  knew  there  waa  a  good 
'chance  of  getting  a  Reeves,  but  never  saw  any  far 
away  from  the  big  trees. 

"They've  tried  'em  in  England  and  say  they're  no 
good.  Don't  suppose  they  are  in  that  country; 
much  too  flat  for  them.  They'll  run,  of  course, 
same  as  any  other  pheasant  I  ever  heac^  of,  if  they 
can,  and  they're  pretty  speedy,  but  get  them  in  the 
hills  where  they  belong  and  they're  some  sporting 
bird,  half  as  big  again  as  a  ring-neck,  at  least  hall 
as  fast  again  on  the  wing,  magnificent  to  look  at 
aod  hotter  to  eat.  and  that's  saying  something 

"One  fonny  thing  1  noticed  about  them  waf  that 
in  the  shooting  season  I  alwaya  found  the  hens  to- 
gether and  the  cocks  together,  never  mixed,  and 
anothor  thfaig  that  the  hens  teemed  harder  to  get 
a  shot  at  than  the  cocks^provision  of  nature 
maybe. 

Can  Fight  a  Bit 

"I've  heard  the  objection  made  that,  if  they  were 
pot  4owa  here,  they  would  kffl  off  the  ring-necks. 
%  Amibk  il.  I'vo  shot  both  kinds  in  the  same  after- 
aoon  witkio  pretty  cloae  dittattce  of  each  other  and 
I've  got  a  hunch  that  Mr.  liingneck  would  soon 
learn  sense  and  keep  out  of  Mr.  Reeves'  way.  If 
ho,  waa  foot  eaepgh  to  get  gay  and  want  to  fight. 
ha'd  stand  aboat  as  much  chance  as  I  would  with 
jpck  Datnpoey,  but  there  is  room  for  both.

Good  shoT|  old 
man.  He's  your  bird,  dead  as  mutton;' you've  got 
your  first  golden  pheasant.  Talk  about  a  color 
scheme.  Joseph's  coat  had  notlgng  on  that.  Mar- 
vellous, isn't  it,  and  to  think  that  most  of  the  time 
it's  hidden  away  in  the  bush  where  man  can't  see  it. 
But  I  don't  thifik  he'd  be  »nuch  of  a  sporting  bird 
tback  in  old  British  Columbia;  the  country's  i  bit 
different  there;  still,  he'd  do  all  right  up  in  t^ 
mountains,  maybe,  and  an  occasional  glimpse  of 
him  would  be  good  for  the  eyes.

Ypres  After  the  Way 


The  future  fit  Ypres  is  hill  uncertain,  writes  a 
corrcspondant  in  The  London  Times.  Np  one 
kngws  at  present  to  what  extent  th^  town  wiU  be 
rebuilt  as  it  was.  All  that  is*  certain  is  that  the 
former  popolatioo  of  some  18,000  souls  are  m>w  for 
the  most  part  at  Paris-plage  apd  Blahkeaiberghe. 
and  that  most  of  them  are  anxious  to  return 
"home."  There  are  more  than  a  thoumnd  people 
living  in  Ypres  today,  but  tl\ese  are  mainly  adven- 
turers from  Brussels  and  elsewhere  who  have  been 
attracted  by  the  chance  of  makingymoney  out  of 
visitors.  A  new  Ypres  is  rising  among  the  ruins  of 
the  old,  bat  "^ it  is  a  wooden  Ypres^  of  a  character 
altogether  repulsive  to  all  who  realize  that  a 
quarter  of  a  million  livfs  were  given  to  defend  the 
salieift  which  takes  iti^  name  from  the  town. 

The  new  Ypres  is  a  place  of  estaminets,  of  mobs 
of  picture  postcard  hawkers,  of  chars-a-banca  .nd 
pleasure  omnibuses,  of  souvenir  hunters  and  noise. 
There  is  a  so-called  "British  Tavern"  in  the  Grand 
Place  itself,  and  the  road  to  the  Menin  Gate  is 
lined  with  places  of  refreshment.  In  the  town  and 
its  vicinity  there  are  135  cafes  and  estaminets,  and 
everywhere  among  the  tumbled  heaps  of  bricks  and 
plaster,  stone  and  girders,  men  are  eagerly  hammer- 
ing and  building  to  increase  the  number. 


It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Belgiaa  people, 
as  a  whole,  do  not  in  the  least  realize  what  Ypres 
means  to  Britain  and  the  Dominions.  If  they4ieard 
of  Ypres  during  tha  enemy  occupation  of  their 
country,  it  was  only  to  hear  that  the  Germans  had 
the  town.  Of  the  mighty  struggle  in  the  salient 
and  of  the  tenacity  and  valor  and  sacrifice  that  en- 
abled us  to  hold  it,  tHey  know  littie  or  nothing. 
Ypres  to  them  is  a  Belgian  town  destroyed  in  the 
war,  just  as  Dixmude  and  Nienport  were  destroyed, 
an<f^Tbouroat,  Roulers  and  Hlimes  were  partly 
destroyed.  To  them  there  seems  nothing  indecent 
in  carrying  away  something  of  the  debris  as  a  sou- 
venir, and  still  less  in  picnicking  joyously  among  the 
ruins.  I  crossed  the  battlefields  from  Etverdinghe 
to  Passchendaele  by  way  of  Boesinghe,  Lange- 
marck,  Poelcappelle  and  Westroosebeke  on  foot  the 
other  day,  and  except  for  working  parties  of  British 
troops,  German  prisoners,  or  Chinese  and  the 
motorists  on  the  Ypres  road  between  Poelcappelle 
And  Westroosebeke,  I  met  nobody  but  an  English 
officer  who  was  showing  his  wife  where  trenches 
were  once  held  by  his  battalion.  After  the  noiac  of 
the  cars,  the  clink  of  glasses  and  the  laughter  of 
the  throng  in  Ypres  it  seemed  good  to  be  alone 
among  the  deaolation  of  the  ridges,  where  tall 
rushes  in  the  shell  holes  and  rank  grasaes  and  a 
few  hardy  flowers  covering  the  torn  earth  only 
partially  veiled  the  convulsions  of  the  years  of  con- 
flict. Up  there,  at  any  rate,  the  wounds  of  war 
were  something  more  than  a  spectacle  to  be  casual- 
ly appraised  between  an  aperitif  and  lunch. 

The  Belgian  Government  has  shown  itself  very 
willing  to  consider  all  rea^nable  proposals  in  the 
way  of  conserving  the  ruins  and  of  erecting  mem- 
orials. It  has  declared  that  the  remains  of  the 
Cloth  Hall,  cathedral  and  adjacent  buildings  will 
be  left  as  they  are.  ^ven  so,  a  considerable  amount 
of  attention  will  be  needed  if  the  walls  and  tower 
are  to  be  rendered  proof  against  the  weather.  It 
has  agreed  that  a  museum  shall  be. erected  on  the 
spot  where  General  Mercier  fell.  It  has  allotted  to 
the  Canadians  certain  sites  by  the* Menin  Gate:  It 
has  promised  a  site  for  the  erection  of  an  English 
church.  There  has  been  talk  ot  preacrving  the 
whole  of  the  remains  of  the  town  as  a  memorial. 
But  those  who  have  made  this  suggestion  take  little 
account  of  the  conservatism  of  the  Belgian  free- 
holder, or  of  the  cost  of  expropriating  him.  It  is 
to  be  presumed  that,  locally,  expropriation  on  any 
large  scale  would  be  a  highly  unpopular '  pro- 
ceeding. '  V 
If  nothing  is  done  to  intervene,  it  is  probable 
that  a  year  or  two  will  see  the  private  houses  of  the 
town  rebuilt  practically  as  -they  were  before  the 
war.  Nothing  is  more  remarkable— nor  more  char- 
acteristic of  the  Belgian  people— than  the  way  in 
which,  all  over  the  country,  tlvcy  appear  to  have 
been 'satisfied  with  their  old  houses.  While  to  the 
foreign  observer  it  would  seem  that  Belgium  has  at 
the  present  time  an  exceptional  opportunity  for 
effecting  improvements  in  housing,  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  in  Belgium  local  autonomy  and  the 
sense  of  private  liberty  are  peculiarly  strong,  and 
there  exists  very  little  legislation  to  prevent  a 
freeholder  from  building  any  kind  of  house,  how- 
ever ugly  or  insanitary,  that  suits  him.  One  can- 
only  hope  that  enlightened  Belgian  opinion  will 
prevent  the  erection  of  "atrooities"  on  the  sites  sur- 
roundintJT  the  central  area  which  is  to  be  left  intact. 
Meanwhile  steps  should  be  taken  before  it  is  too 
late  to  prevent  the  estaminet  and  souvenir  shop 
from  taking  root  and  defiling  the  more  sacred  part 
of  the  town.  They  should  be  confined  to  the 
quarter  around  the  station.                      .    ^

A  akie  of  the  war  which  madi  interested  the 
pubtte  waa  t|ie  ««c  ma4e  ol  raiHtmiige,  eatye  The 
London  Times.  But  while  the  struggle  coatinqod 
only  partial  glimpses  of  this  new  art  were  obtalo- 
able.  More  can  now  be  learned  of  it  from  an  ex- 
hibition of  works  by  camoufleur  artists  and  Ex- 
amples of  camosmage  which  occupy  three  falfcr^s 
at  BurlingtoB  Hoose.  The  collection  is  repre^ 
aeatative  aot  Mily  of  the  two  principal  military  or^ 
tranizations — the  Camouflage  Park  and  Camouflage 
School— but  also  of  the  naval  dazile-painting  sec- 
tion of  the  Machine  Gon  Corpa  and  Tank  Coi^ 
Camouflage  Schools.  ^ 

The  French  were  before  us  in  taking  up  the 
study  of  methods  of  concealment,  and  to  the  end 
they  practised  them  on  a  larger  scale.  But  frtfin  a 
small  beginning  made  in  1916,  the  Britiab  Camou- 
flage Park  developed*  into  a  large  organization,  em- 
ploying about  aixty  ofiicers,  400  N.CO.'s  and  men 
and  some  thousands  of  civilians.  Most  of  the  offi- 
cers and  many  of  the  N.CO.'s  and  men  were  artists, 
and  the  exhibition  comprises,  besides  examples  of 
camouflage  modelled  on  a  small  scale,  pictures  of 
the  effects  of  camouflage  and  of  camouflage  work- 
ers at  their  tisk,  views  pf  battlefields  and  ruins  in 
the  war  zone,  and  a  number  of  sea  pieces,  with 
dazzle  and  other  craft  illustrating  the  naval  side  of 
the  war.  i 

^TThe  second  picture  in  the  catalogne— Lieutenant- 
Colonel  "Solomon  J.  Solomon's  "Our  First  O.  P. 
Tree"— brings  to  one's  notice  a  very  strikmg  ex- 
ample of  camouflage.  Trees  in  suftable  spots  for 
use  as  artillery  observatioti  posts  were  in  a  number 
of  cases  pulled  up  and  steel  bBllet-proof  imitations 
substituted  during  the  night.  In  another  picture— 
a  portrait  (140)— "ay  be  seen  among  the  accessor- 
ies a  model  of  a  soldier's  head  made  by  camouflage 
workers  to  draw  the  fire  of  snipeirs.  When  such 
a  head  had  been  perforated  by  a  bullet  the  line  of 
perforation  pointed  to  the  spot  where  th^  sniper 
was  concealed,  and  The  spot  was  '  promptly 
drenched  with  fire.  The  baffling  effects  of  dazzle- 
painting  are  well  shown  in  a  number  of  paintings 
and  drawings,  conspicuous  among  which  is  Lieuten- 
ant Christopher  Clark's  picture  of  the  A.quitania, 
cbmpTeleTy broken  up,  to  the  eye,  by  stripes  ^nd 
jags  and  other  strange  markings. 
Artificial  Fiekia 
The  models  of  camouflaged  places  are  most  inter- 
esting and  instructive  to  study.  The  problem 
which  had  to  be  attempted  was  not  merely  that  of 
cheating  the  human  eye— a  comparatively  simple 
matter— but  of  evading  detection  by  photographs 
from  the  air.  Guns  were  often  hidden  beneath 
areas  of  netting  si?read  with  herbage  to  resemble 
the  adjoining  ground.  But.  then  the  blast  from 
their  discharge  bared  tell-tale  apots  on  the  grass, 
and  to  hide  these  movable  green  covers  were  made. 
And  so  gradually  one  defect  after  another  was  re- 
medied. Sometimes  whole  fields  were  covered  with 
netting  carrying  artificial  layers  of  vegetation,  under 
%hich  extensive  stores  might  be  concealed.  This 
was  done  on  a  considerable  scale  at  Cambrai.  When 
parte  of  paths  were  obliterated  in  this  way  imita- 
tions of  them  were  included  in  the  camouflage.  On 
shell-pitted  ground,  spotted  with  circular  shadows, 
the  camouflage  patches  were  JOit  in  such  forms  as 
to  add  further  circular  shadows,  and  the  degree  of 
concealment  thus  obtained  was  remarkable.  The 
models  include  one  or  two  examples  of  "how  not 
to  do  it."  I

The  Possessing  Class 


An  organ  of  the  labor  unions  in  Great  Britain 
says  with  regard  to  the  present  industrial  crisis  in 
\hat  country:  "The  possessing  class,  the  class  which 
lives  on  the  lafior  of  others,  has  everything  at 
stake."  This  class,  it  argues,  will  resist  to  the  ut- 
most the  demands  of  the  workers  who  are  now 
seeking  higher  wages  and  better  conditions  of  em- 
ployment 

The  trouble  with  all  such  ehiraeteristic  state- 
ments of  those  papers  that  are  forever  bent  on  set- 
ting one  class  against  another  is  that  no  hard  and 
fast  line  can  be  drawn  .  between  "capital"  and 
"labor"  so  far  as  material  possessions  go.  Neither 
of  them  is  ^he  sole  "possessing  class."  in  recent 
years  particularly,  the  workers  in  all  industries 
have  been  getting  to  be  more  and  more  the  possess- 
ors of  substantial  accumulations  of  money  and  pro- 
perty. If  it  was  ever  true  it  is  true  no  longer  that 
the  wage-earning  class  is  sharply  divided  from  the 
employing  class  by  reason  of  its  lack  of  funds  in 
the  ^ank,  real  estate  and  other  forms  of  material 
substance. 

Wage-earners  are  not  only  savings  bank  de- 
positors, but  owners  of  corporation  stocks  and 
bonds.  They  have  automobiles,  they  take  their 
pleasures  lavishly,  they  are  better  off  in  this  world's 
goods  than  ever  before.  Often  they  own  not  only 
the  house  they  live  In,  but  other  houses,  from 
which  they  derive  a  profit.  They  are  frequently 
not  merely  laborers,  but  employers  of  labor  also. 
They  have  many  important  interests  "on  the  side." 
They  are  not  the  down-trodden,  discouraged  group 
in  the  community  that  the  agitators  would  have  us 
believe.  # 

In  a  sense,  therefore,  that  the  English  labor 
paper  did  not  intend,  "the  possessing  class  .  .  .  ' . 
has  everything  at  stake."  It  has  substantial  posses- 
sions which  are  being  jeopardized  by  irresponsible 
union  leadership.  It  is  time  for  the  idea  to  get 
solid  lodgment  in  the  heads  of  everybody  con- 
cerned. 

Millions  upon  millions  of  Anherican  workingmen 
and  Workingwomen  have  a  direct  interest  in  the 
prosperity  of  our  insurance  companies  and  savings 
banks,  and  as  this  is  based  to  a  very  large  extent 
on  the  prosperity  of  our  ^eat  corporations,  es- 
pecially our  railroads,  these  millions  of  workers 
are  closely  tied  up  with  the  hitter.  What  affects 
the  corporations  affects  them,  and  they  cannot  stop 
the  wheels  of  industry  without  injuring  themselves 
by  menacing  the  whole  fabric  of  onr  national  busi- 
ness and  finance. 

The  possessing  class  includes  practically  every- 
body worth  taking  into  account  in  Great  Britain 
and  America.

This  ancient  family  is  dceccndod  from  Hcroward 
Loo  Prtcson,  Lord  of  Bourhe,  comomnly  called  the 
last  of  the^Saxons. 

^eW  English  families  have  .a  cleaner  history  of 
good  lives  and  coorageoos  caraers.  Thera  ia  no  re- 
cord of  the  slightest  deviation  from  the  path  of 
rectitude  end  honor;  the  family  escntcheon  shines 
as  bright  today  as  it  did  many  hundreds  ol  years 
ago.  ,  I 

In  this  day  the  old  family  customs  »re  cherished 
and  adhered  to;  the  eldest  sons  are  Herewald  and 
Hereward  in  turn,  similarly  the  eldest  girls,  Thur» 
frida  and  Torfrida,  alternately. 

The  second  baronet.  Sir  Jrfhn  Wake,  mortgaged 
his  estate  to  raise  a  troop  of  horae  for  Charles  I. 

Steadfast  to  the  same  cause.  Sir  Baldwin  Wake 
finally  relieved  doughty  old  Sir  Peter  Osborn 
(father  of  Dorothy  Osborn.  Lady  Temple),  the 
heroic  defender  of  Castle  Cornet,  Guernsey,  the 
only  royal  fort  that  never  capitulated  to  the  Pro- 
tector'a  forces. 

Amongst  the  women,  that  Lady  Wake,  sister  of 
Archbishop  Tait,  a  woman  of  uncommon  sense  and 
great  piety.  Also  Lady  Wake,  per  contrast,  keen 
witted  above  the  average  in  her  day.  and  Mrrote  a 
delightful  volume  of  current  memoirs,  recordini? 
that  she  was  close  enough  to  the  great  Duke  at  the 
coronation  of  Queen  Victoria,  to  hear  a  friendly 
butcher  beseech  the  hero  of  Waterioo:  "For  Gods 
sake,  sir.  don't  put  your  hand  on  his  hindquarters,  •« 
or  he  will  lie  down  and  die."  The  horse  had  been 
borrowed  from  Astley's  circus  for  the  state 
occasion. 

Herewald  Craufurd  Wake.  C.B.,  an  Indian  magis< 
trate.  Was  one  of  the  little  band  of  civilian  herofs 
who  helped  to  defend  Arrah  in  the  Mutiny,  immor- 
talized by  Sir  George  Trevelyan  in  his  "Competi- 
tion Wallah." 

Three  Victoria  Crosses  were  won  by  civilians  in 
the  Mutiny,  and  two  of  them  were  given  to  de- 
partmental oflScials,  Mr.  H.  T.  McDonnell,  the 
magistrate,  and  Mr.  Ross  Mangles,  assistant  magis- 
trate, both  of  whom  performed  deeds  of  valor  in 
Ihe  Retreat  froin  ^ArrilC  ~~~ 

Admiral  "Bulldog"  Wake — what  deeds  are  not  re- 
corded of  that  gallant  sailor!  Another  Wake  (in 
"the  writer's  experience),  a  mere  lad,  winning  his 
spurs  as  a  war  artist,  killed  at  the  \Vater  Fort,  odt- 
side  Suakim,  through  utter  indifference  to  the 
danger  all  around  him. 

The  present  and  thirteenth  barbnet.  Sir  Hereward 
Wake,  has. sustained  the  fame  of  his  ancestors;  he 
served  and, was  wounded  in  the  South  Afrieao  war; 
was  mentioned  four  times  in  dispatches  ind  was 
awiir'ded  the  D.S.O.(  ^ttt  out  again  in  1914,  also 
was  given  the  bronxe  medal  of  the  Royal  Humane 
Society  for  aaving  life  from  drowning. 

In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Esquimalt,  there  is  a  mem- 
orial brass  to  Captain  Baldwin  Arden  Wake,  R.N., 
grandfather  of  the  heroine  who  fell  at  Etaples. 

The  record  of  this  officer,  known  to  his  friends,  is 
one  of  good  works,  undying  principle  and  cool 
bravery  in  the  face  of  danger.  His  was  a  life  of 
zeal,  brightly  exampled  in  the  latter  years  of  his 
career  for  the  great  interest  he  took  in  moulding 
the  characters  of  young  lada  entering  the  navy. 

Captain  Wake  came  out  to  Vancouver  Island 
after  he  retired  from  the  navy  and  died  out  here 
many  years  ago. 

Of  Gervas  Wake  and  his  wife  little  need  be  said; 
they 'Were  greatly,  beloved  and  respectad-lxy.aU  wbo 
knew  them,  and  many  residents  living  in  Victoria 
and  Esquimalt  who  were  wont  to  visit  at  the  happy 
English  home  on  Macaulay  Point  no  doubt  have 
hot  allowed  the  house  of  ideal  happiness  to  psss 
altogether  out  of,  memory.  They  had  three  chil- 
dren, including  Gladys  Wake,  the  boy  died  entering 
manhood's  years,  and  only  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Nor- 
bury,  survives. 

The  writer  knowing  what  prompted  the  son  in  his 
career,  the  unselfish  motive  underlying  it  all,  can- 
not refrain  from  paying  tribute  to  his  memory. 

We  were  great  chums,  the  middle-aged  and  the 
young.  He  was  a  lad  of  high  principle  and  there 
was  no  insuperable  obstacle  to  his  choosing  an 
easier  path  in  life,  but  he  wished  to  t>e  ihdependi^nt 
from  the  s^^rt.'and  knowing  the  real  self-denying 
reason  why  he  adopted  a  hazardous  profession,  one 
could  but  silently  applaud  the  unselfish  ides!  that 
prompted  him  and  pray  that  Hereward  Wake 
would  conic  to  no  danger.  '  ' 

His  younv  life  came  to  an  eiid  quickly,  ah  ovei^ 
turned  locomotive  from  which  there  Was  no  release, 
all  his  vitality  ebbing  from  a  crushed  and  im- 
prisoned body,  this  brave  lad  dying  on  the  road  bed 
was  the  most  self-possessed  of  the  little  group 
about  him.  He  asked  for  a  pencil  and  wrotd  a 
(arcwell  message  on  the  back  of  a  freight  card. 

Hereward  Wake  was  educated  at  the  Collegiate 
.School,  Victoria.  He  never  went  back  an  inch  on 
the  sound  home  draining  he  received  trom  the  best 
of  parents.  He  gave  his  life  for  a  cause  which  ws's  ■ 
next  to  his  heart,  and  all  hie  plans*  fell  to  the 
ground. on  the  threshold  of  achievement  to  give 
happiness  to.  others.  Probably  they  never  knew, 
and  his  cherished  ideals  were  buried  with  him. 

The  life  and  death  of  GkMiys  Wake  arc  known 
to  all;  they  cannot  be  added  to.  She  had  no  great 
thoughts  of  achic^vement  and  dreamed  of  no  «<l- 
vancement  that  sheer  merit,  through  hard  work,  did 
not  win  for  her. 

Hers  was  a  daily  life  well  pursued  with  an  exact- 
ness of  sticking  to  ordinary  taaks  and  completing 
them. 

Her  farewell  message,  brief,  hopeful  snd  cour- 
ageous, spoke  the  asufance  t^t  all  was  well  with 
her,  and  bade  those  to  whom  she  sent  her  Isst 
wordi!:  "jFight  the  good  fight  and  carry  on." 

Sound  stock  these  Wekes— types— true  In  friend- 
ship, common  sensed  in  advice,  good  churchmen, 
especially  sustaining  and  uncompromising  in  the 
advocacy  of  resisting  all  appearance  of  evil  at  the 
outset  and  it  will  flee  from  yon:  staunch  comrades 
In  the  hour  of  danger,  in  every  closing  scene  a 
noble  death  rather  than  divhonor. 

Gladys  Wak<,  like  countless  others,  has  not  died 
in  vain.  Death  was  soeh  a  little  thing  to  her,  the 
manner  of  It  an  inspiration  to  her  comrades,  a  ful- 
filment of  faith  acceptable  to  Heaven,  an  cnsample 
of  assorance  to  thoae  who  do  bclievs.  yet  would 
have  that  belief  helped.  D.  O.

He  aa«d  to  lament  that  bis  ho«se  stood  at  the  end 
of  th«  TOW.  for  beyond  it  was  waste  JLaaJ  where  any 
mea  eoald  come.  His  garden  suffered  accordhigiyi 
and  be  was  kept  in  sacli  Mklety  tlMl  at  Uit  he 
detemriM  to  buy  a»  this  w««te  lao<I-^t^ougb  it 
was  goiaff  to  be  small  use  to  him  in  itself,  and  be- 
stud  it  wldi  the  usual  ferocious  prohibitions  to  tres- 
passers;   . 

This  liJMly  to  say  that  tbcr<'  is  a  ccruin  great 
garden,  gaif^'the  name  of  it  is  India,  which  is  equally 
unfortoagte  with  regard  to  its  boundaries.  It  be- 
longs to  ga  Empire,  and  the  Imperialist  who  sees 
farthest  li  ia  two  minds  about  its  desirability,  but 
he  fcaa  to  hct  the  problem  of  the  waste  land.  Now, 
if  ever  there  was  a  waste  on  this  earth  it  is  Bal- 
'  uchistan. 

It  grows  aothing.  It  has  none  of  the  mineral 
weshh  wirfeli  redeems  so  many  other  barren  lands, 
its  people  are  so  few  that  to  meet  half  a  dozen  in 
a  dajr's  iaunty  is  an  event.  Those  that  are  there 
have  no  homes,  but  wander  from  nullah  to  nullah 
among  the  «rid  hills  with  their  flocks  of  skinny 
goats  looking  for  the  scanty  sustenance  of^TX 
herring-bone  bushes  and  wiry  mountain  grass. 

Some  jears  ago  I  set  out  with  two  companions 
from  India  to  cross  this  desert  into  Persia.  At  the 
time  there  was  fnnch  debate  and  the  land  of  Bal- 
uchistan, forgotten  since  the  days  when  Alexander 
brooight  his  armies  across  it  to  the  conquest  of  the 
Punjab,  b^ll  to  lift  up  its  head  again  as  a  conn- 
try  of  some  moment  in  the  •  world.  Some  people 
were  for  bailding  a  railway  across  it,  but  Kitchener, 
who  was  then  Commander-in-Chief  in  India,  would 
have  none  o|  it.  It  was  before  the  days  of  aero- 
ptaaee  cod  motor  transport,  and  the  great  soldier 
was  not  the  m%n  to  have  broken  down  so  impass- 
ible a  barrier  ol  defeace. ^^-rz^^ — ^ _ 


B|it  tildes  have  changed,  and  though  the  desert 
may  aol  Uossom  like  the  rose,  it  has  ceased  to 
preserve  th*t  inviolability  which  for  countless  ages 
has  mifdo  it  a  terror  to  mankind.  For  better  or 
for  wpriw  there  is  a  railway  across  it  now. 

To, tile  north  lies  Afghanistan,  its  southern 
bordek  running  parallel  to  our  line  of  march.  To 
the  sonth  rise  up  peak  by  peak,  serried  like  the 
nttlt^]^  rows  of  teeth  in  a  ^sHarlt't  jaw,  the  lonely 
mountains  of  Mekran.  So  ever  on,  day  by  day,  im- 
muriag  ourselves  deeper  and  deeper  in  the  waste, 
lost  jIn  wonderment,  but  pausing  to  think  at  times, 
as  we  lie  out  under  the  stars,  how  much  in  the 
baad  of  Providence  we  are. 

Madhdes  and  Sand 

The  loss  of  our  camels,  the  breaking  of  our  water 
apparatus  would  mean  certain  death.  Water  there 
is  none  such  as  an  ordinary  Englishman  can  drink, 
but  20,  30  and  40  miles  apart  Ke  the  mudholes 
from  which  we  draw  the  liquid  for  our  condensers. 

For  three  or  four  days  we  are  passing  over  loose 
sand.     It  blows  about  in  blinding  eddies,     and  at 


night  when  we  lie  on  it  for  a  brief  halt  we  find  the 
air  next  to  it  chilled  by  the  radiation  of  its  multi- 
tudinous particles.  AKain  we  cross  for  a  whole  day 
an  archipelago  of  black  bfMalt  boalders  among 
^bich  the  cameb  pick  their  way  at  instant  risk  to 
their  long  limbs.  Tht;  sun  beats  from  them  as  from 
a  furnace.  So  dry  is '  the  tir  that  camels  have 
fallen  by  the  way  do  not  rot,  but  wither  like  mum- 
mies till  the  scouring  sands  peel  the  skin  from 
their  skeletons  and  leave  their  bones  gleaming 
coral  white  lor  miles.  By  night  long  sparks 
crackle  and  scintillate  from  the  blankets  whenever 
they  are  moved. 

Again  wp  travelled  rapidly  over  great  areas  of 
"put,"  large  alluvial  plains  flat  as  a  billiard  table 
and  baked  hard  like  a  paveipent.  So  flat  were  they 
that  v^  the  Winter  after  rain  and  snow  1  have  seen 
the  water  Isriag  evenly  spread  on  them  to  a  dep|h 
of  two  inches  for  mile  on  mile.  It  is  easy  to  run 
motor  carl  on  these  stretches,  and,  indeed,  after 
our  journey  a  man  performed  the  whole  distance 
in  a  car,  dodging  the  intervening  areas  of  sand  and 
rock  and  making  use  of  the  "put"  alone.  Right 
through  /Seistan  in  Persia  up  to  the  Turkestan 
frontier  thcee  convenient  formations  extend,  and 
the  Russians  ran  motor  transport  on  them  ■■  from 
Meshed,  to  .l}>eir  frontier,  having  been  forbidden  by 
the  paqt  to  build  railways. 

Near  the  Persian  frontier  we  sailed  one  bright 
moonlight  night  into  a  Vast  pyramid  of  ravines. 
They  were  carpeted  deeply  with  a  fine  silver  sand. 
Our  camels  trod  these  without  a  sound  and  our 
own  voices  Rrew  silent — as  in  some  cathedral.  All 
round  us  jagged  spires  of  hard  granite,  polished  by 
the  blowing  sand  till  they  shone  like  glass,  stood 
up  hard  and  immutable  like  monuments  of  the 
birth  of  Time  itself. 

There  waa  rto  cry  of  wolf  or  jackal.  Not  a  blade 
of  grass  grew.  No  bird  of  the  night  hung  in  the 
air  between  those  crags,  which  closed  and  opened 
for  us  in  tortuous  aisles  and  darkling  transepts — 
full  of  the  mystery  of  a  place  where  no  man  has 
ever  stayed. 

WTfh  daybreak   we  .came   into 
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My  Visit  to  the  Holy  City 
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»By  AVW.  Moore     "'"■"il'  ■■"' 
'We  fir^t  enter  the  Holy  City  by  the  Jaffa  Gate. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that   the  Original  Jaffa 
.Oate  was  closed  .and  a  new  gate  erected     by  the 
Turks  to  enable  His  August  Majesty  the  Kaiser  to 
^nter'tirltb'his  staff. 

On  the  left  of  the  Jaffa  Gate  is  a  clock  tower 
which  has  f^ur  dials,  all  of  which  show  different 
timeSi  It  is  very  amusing  to  hear  this  clock  chime 
as  ong  can  never  tell  what  the  time  actually  is.  It 
Appears  to  Vhime  about  every  five  minutes  right 
through  the  day  and  night.  It  is  also  interesting  to 
po|ie  that  ahliottgh  the  cost  of  the  clock  tower  was 
defrayed  by  thf  Kaiser,  the  dials  bear  the  name  of  a 
London  firm  of  makers. 

The  original  gate  was  c1o||ed  every  night  and 
opened  each  mom^g  by  a  watchman,  who  very 
carefully  looked  after  the  key.  It  is  said  that  the 
key  waa  so  large  that  he  had  to  carry  it  on  his 
shpulder. 

AH  the  inhabitants  had  to  be  inside  the  walled 
city  by  a  certain  hovr  each  day  and  no  one  dare 
sleep  outside  the  walls. 

The  next  place  visited  was  David's  Tower.  This 
IS  where  David  lived.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  moat 
60, feet  deep  and  could  not  be  approached^ except 
by  a  drawbridge,  which  was  destroyed  when  any 
battle  took  place. 

Prom  David's  Tower  you  pass  through  David's 
Street  and  Christian  Street. 

Both  these  streets  are  lined  with  all  kinds  of 
shops.  Both  streets  were  thronged  with  natives 
biqring  and  selling. 

Eventually  yoo  arrive  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Sepulchre. 

This  place  is  beyond  description.  It  would  be 
abaolutely  impossible  for  me  to  describe  in  writing 
the  various  chapels,  etc. 

T^e  Chorch  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  comprises 
•ereral  chapels  of  various  religrions,  amongst 
ethers  Greek,  Armenian,  Hebrew,  Roman  Catholic 

On  entering  the  sepulchre  you  see  the  Stone  of 
Unction.  Thousands  of  pilgrims  visit  this  spot 
daring  the  year  and  proatrate  themselves  at  thia 
•tone  and  kiss  it. 

Next  yon  coum  to  the  Tomb  of  Christ— it  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  actual  place  where  Christ  waa 
bnried.  This  place  is  a  mass  of  beautiful  candle- 
•ticks  and  precious  stones  of  all  kinds.  The  tomb 
itaelf  is  guarded  by  a  Greek  monk. 

We  then  entered  the  Hebrew  Church  and  were 
ahown  what  is  lu^posed  to  be  the  centre  of  the 
world.  It  is  aaid  that  this  is  the  spot  where  Adam 
was  created. 

Next  we  went  Into  a  Catholic  Chapel  where 
Christ  waa  pnt  into  the  stocks.  After  descending 
•eteral  steps,  we  arrived  in  the  Armenian  Church. 
Thie  place  ia  supposed  to  be  the  actual  scene  of  the 
crttcifixion.  There  is  a  large  fltar  here  on  which 
are  two  nueaive  candlesticks  ma^  of  gold,  which 
were  presented  by  the  Kaiser  oiT  his  visit  to  the 
dty. 

Under  this  altar  is  a  brass  plate  b  which  is  a 
h<^le  whjch  they  say  held  the  cross.  On  the  left  ol 
the  altar  is  the  statue  of  Queen  Helena-  On  the 
right  a  bttst  of  Mary  Xtagdalene,  which  represents 
h^  anguish  at  the  crucifixion.  It  is  absolutely  per- 
fect ia  expression.  So  mnch  so  that  if  you  study  it 
yiga  can  see  the  tears  In  her  ^y^»  and  can  .imagine 
tl^  lips  quiver.  The  bust  Itself  is  adorned  wittv  all 
•orts  of  priceless  jewels,  gold  and  silver.  Tb« 
whole  place  is  one  mass  of  gold^  silver  and  precious 
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a  wild  and^  more 
open  country,  where  range  after  range  of  moun- 
tains walled  in  vast  plains  of  "put."  Hereon  the 
wild  asses  played,  shy  creatures  that  have  but  to 
see  a  dot  of  a  man  come  forth  from  some  ravine  to 
be  off  with  kicking  heels  and  flying  tails  till  they 
are  lost  to  view  in  the  purple  mists  of  the  opposite 
sierra. 

As  our  small  caravan  passed  through,  there  came 
to  see  me  many  of  the  gipsy-like  desert  folk,  for 
even  in  their  unheard-of  land  the  fame  and  charity* 
of  the  English  doctor  sahibs  had  gone  abroad.  But 
they  expected  miracles,  and  the  cold  measures  of 
science  were  not  for  them.  •  Men  were  led  to  me 
with  wide  open  eyes,  but  Wind,  and  it  was  distress- 
ing to  see  them  go,  to  havit  to  tell  them  that  noth- 
ing could  be  done,  for  one  felt  intuitively  that  they 
believed  it  was  not  ^6  much  that  the  sahib  could 
not  give  them  their  sight  as  that  it  was  not  worth 
his  while  to  attend  to  such  poOr  folk.  So  they 
went  back  to  their  goat-skin  camps  20  miles  away  , 
or  more  among  the  rocks,  to  the  wind-swept  crags 
and  plains  and  the  scrub-covered  hummocks  among 
which  they  lived,  but  which  they  could  never  see. 


The  whole  place  is  absolutely  gorgeous  and  beyond 
description. 

On  entering  the  mosque  everyone  har-to  take  off 
their  boots  and  leave  them  outitdc.  I^e  floor  i« 
covered  with  Turkish  carpets. 

This  mosque  was  boilt  by  Omar  Khayyam. 

Ci^ose  to  the  Mosqiie  of  Omar  is  a  small  dome 
mounted  on'  pillars.  On  the  inside  hanging  from 
the  roof  in  the  centre  of  the  dome  hangs  an  iron 
chain.  ,This  is  the  spot  where  the  people  used  to  ^ 
stand  to  be  judged,  and  they  tell  you  tlut  if  they!^ 
told  a  lie  the  chaiii  would  move.  Mahommedans 
believe  this  is  where  the  Judgment  will  take  place 
in  the  hereafter. 

There  is  a  short  story  told  about  this  place, 
which,  cut  short,  is:  A  certain  Jew  lent  another  Jew 
some  money,  and  the  borrower  did  not  pay  it  back, 
although  he  said  he  had  done  so.  They  were  both 
brought  and  placed  under  the  chain  to  be  judged, 
but  the  borrower  had  placed  the  money  in  a  walk- 
ing stick  and  he  took  the  precaution  to  place  the 
stick  on  the  other  fellow's  arm.  They  were  then 
questioned.  One  said  he  had  paid  it  back  and  the 
other  said  he  •  had  not.  Of  course,  neither  of  them 
was  telling  a  lie,  so  the  chain  rcfnsed  to  move,  and 
it  has  not  moved  since. 

Next  we  saw  the  Golden  Gate.  This  gate  is 
closed  up  at  present  and  they  will  not  allow  it  to  be 
opene<L  They  believe  that  it  was  through  this 
gate  that  Christ  passed  on  his  way  to  Calvary,  and 
they  also  believe  that  He  will  come  through  the  self 
same  gate  when  He  comes  to  earth  again.  It  is 
really  two  gates;  one  is  called  the  Gate  of  Mercy 
and  the  other  Gate  of  Repentance. 

Close  to  this  gate  is  a  small  mosque,  which  is 
supposed  to  be,  and  which  the  Mahommedans  be- 
lieve to  be.  the  actual  tomb  of  Solomon.  The  win- 
dows of  this  place  are  covered  with  iron  bars  and 
these  are  covered  with  small  pieces  of  rag,  which 
are  tied  round  the  bars  in  knots. 

The  story  is  that  if  a  woman  or  man  finds  his  or 
her  fiancee  to  be  untrue  they  go  to  this  place,  kneel 
down  and  pray;  then  tear  a  piece  of  rag  from  their 
clothing  and  tie  it  round  one  of  these  iron  bars, 
thinking  that  by  doing  this  it  will  cure  them  of 
their  unfaithfulness. 

At  this  point  we  saw  the  Mahommedan  chief  in 
the    balcony    of   a   great    high    tower     calling      the 
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stones,  which  are  valu.ed  .it  thousands  of  pounds. 
Here  also  is  a  gold  candlestick,  presented  by  the 
Spaniards  of  Mexico.  It  i.s  a  very  fine  piece  of 
work  and  is  made  of  solid  gold. 

-All  over  the  sepulchre  hang  candleiiticks  of 
various  designs.  The  wind9W8.  too,  arc  beautifully 
designed. 

There  are  lots  of  other  thiitg.s  of  interest,  but  you 

arc  taken  through  .so  quickly,  and  the  native  guide 

speak.i  rather  too  quickly,  that  you  can't  catch  all 

he  explains. 
I 

From  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  wc 
passed  through  what  is  called  CtJtton  Street.  It  is 
the  street  which  they  used  to  use  as  a  cotton 
market,  hence  the  name.  • 

Through  this  street  all  the  crowned  heads  of 
Euro)»e  have  passed  on  their  way  to  Solomon's 
Temple. 

The  strfet  is  built  iti  the  .«hapc  of  a  piaicza;  all 
archways  on  each  side.  .\t  the  present  time  these 
archways  are  used  as  a  dump  for  all  kinds  of  rub- 
bish, and  docs  not  have  the  appearance  of  a  street 
one  would  expect  royalty  to  pass  through. 

At  the  end  of  Cotton  Street  we  mounted  a  few 
steps  under  a  l<rge  archway  and  arrived  in  the 
Temple  area. 

The  first  place  visited  was  the  Mahommedan 
Temple.  There  is  nothing  very  striking  about  this 
place,  except  that  it  Is  a  massive  building  and  con- 
tained some  beautiful  carpets,  which  were  pre- 
sented by  the  Sultan  of  Turkey.  Here  we  saw 
several  Mahommedans  at  prayer. 

This  is  certainly  the  most  beautiful  building  I 
have  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting.  It  is  built 
in  the  shape  of  an  octagon  in  order  that  the  sun 
may  shine  into  the  building  whatever  the  time  of 
day. 

It  is  built  on  the  summit  of  Mount  Moriah.  In 
the  centre'  of  the  mosqiil  is  a  huge  piece  of  rock 
where  Abraham  is  supposed  to  have  offered  his  son 
Isaac  as  a  sacrifice.  It  is  believed  that  this  rock 
was  being  raised  by  someone  or  other,  but  the 
angel  Gabriel  arrived  on  the  scene  and  held  it  down. 
They  show  you  Ihe  spot  where  she  touched  the 
stone  with  her  fingers.  They  tell  you  that  if  you 
tQQch  this  spot  and  wish,  whatever  you  wish  for 
will  come  to  pass. 

We  then  descended  a  few  steps  and  got  under- 
neath the  rock.  There  is  a  hole  right  through  this 
rock  through  which  Mahommed  is  believed  to  have 
passed  on  his  i^iny  to  heaven.  On  the  roek  itself 
is  a  large  dent.  The  guide  informed  us  that  it  was 
here  that  Mahommed  used  to  pray.  One  day  he 
M'as  praying  and  got  up  rather  quickly  and  con- 
sequently bumped  his  head  on  the  ro^k  above, 
thereby  causing  a  great  dent.  He  must  have  had 
an  exceptionally  big  head  to  cause  such  a  large 
hole. 

In  one  comer  of  this  place  David  used  to  pray. 

An  these  pUces  are  kisaed  by  Mahommedana 
each  time  they  visit  the  mosque. 

When  Mahommed  visited  this  place  he  is  sup- 
posed to  have  left  his  footprints.  This  place  is 
surrounded  by  an  iron  cage.  The  worshippers  put 
their  hands  through  a  hole  in  the  m>n  cage,i  touch 
the  spot  where  the  footprints  are  sapposed  to  be, 
then  kiss  their  hand. 

On  the  too  ol  the  mosque  is  a  very  large  dome 
faced  with  tiles  of  all  colors  and  beautifully  de- 
signed. From  a  distance  one  would  think  it  was 
Mosiac  work. 

The  dome  itself  is  9a  feet  high  and  75  feet  in 
diameter.  The  decorations  in  the  interior  are  gor- 
geon*.  The  roof  of  the  building  is  decorated  with 
mother  of  pcari  and  gold.  The  rock  is  surrounded 
by  a  large  rail  made  of  olive  wuod.    The  walU  aifd 


people  to  prayer.     He   shouts  at  the     top  of     his 

voice  something  io  the  effect  that  it  is  better  to 
pray  than  to  sleep.  It  is  a  circular  tower,  and  he 
walks  round  and  round,  yelling  out  all  the  time. 

The  next  place  visited  was  the  R.  C.  Church  of 
St.  Anne,  built  1,300  years  ago.  It  is  said  that  the 
Virgin  Mary  was  born  on  this  spot.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful little  church  inside,  but  nothing  very  striking 
in  it. 

The  Pool  of  Bethesda  was  visited  next.  This 
place  is  mentioned  in  the  5th  Chapter  of  St.  Luke, 
1st  to  gth  verses.  Here  Christ  performed  several 
miracles. 

On  the  walls  on  the  entrance  to  this  place  are 
framed  copies  of  the  extract  from  the  Bible  refer- 
ring to  this  place  in  sixty-five  different  languages. 
Amongst  others  I  noticed  a  copy  written  in  Welsh 
and  one  in  Gaelic.  ' 

We  thea  passed  by  the  Roman  Barracks,  where 
Christ"  started  on  Ilis  journey  to  Calvary.  There 
was  nothihg  specially  interesting  about  this 
building. 

Then  we  entered  a  Roman  Catholic  Church, 
where  Christ  was  scourged.  We  passed  through 
into  another  Roman  Catholic  Chapel  where  the 
crown  of  thorns  was  placed  on  His  head.  The  lat- 
ter was  very  beantifully  dccoriatcd.  .^t  the'  back 
of  the  altar  were  several  statues:  i,  Kccc  Homo:  2, 
Christ  carrying  the  cross;  3.  the  Virgin  Mary  meet- 
ing Christ  on  Ilis  way  to  Calvary.  These  statues 
were  all  colored  and   absolutely   lifelike. 

After  visiting  these  places,  wc  traversed  the 
whole  journey  from  Pilate's  Judgment  Hall  to  Cal- 
vary.    It  is  marked  out  in  vvious  stations. 

No.  I  is  the  Judgment  Hall;  2,  resting  place;  3, 
resting  place;  4,  where  Christ  met  His  mother;  5, 
this  is  the  spot  where  Christ  fell  with  the  cross;  in 
His  fall  He  placed  His  hand  on  the  wall,  and  there 
is  a  mark  to  this  day  where  He  is  supposed  to  have 
touched  it.  Pilgrims  stop  and  kiss  this  spot.  No. 
6,  at  this  station  wc  saw  the  door  from  which  a 
woman  appeared  and  wiped  the  brow  of  Christ  with 
her  veil.  After  wiping  His  brow,  the  image  of 
Christ's  face  was  left  on  the  veil. 

This  about  concludes  the  most  interesting  part 
of  the  journey.  The  stations  continue  right  up  io 
the  scene  of  Calvarj',  which  is  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre. 

One  place  wc  missed  was  the  Jews'  wailing  place. 
Here  the  Jews  congregate  and  make  a  fearful  noise. 
I  understand  they  cry  out,  "Oh.  Lord,  how  long 
wilt  Thy  holy  places  be  given  over  to  the  gentiles  " 


James  Watt — A  Centenary 

James  Watt,  the  centenary  of  whose  death  cele- 
brated this  year,  is  probably  the  most  fortunate  of 
British  inventors.  I'ablc  served  him  well  in  pro- 
viding him  with  the  legend  of  the  tea  kettle  which 
has  become  as  famous  as  Newton's  apple,  Bruce's 
spider,  Galvani's  frog,  Galileo's  swinging  lamp, 
Alfred's  cakes,  or  Washington's  little  hatchet. 

Watt  was  Iqcky  in  his  forbears.  His  uncle  was 
a  surveyor  who  knew  about  ships'  compasses,  his 
grandfather  a  teacher  of  mathematics  and  naviga- 
tion near  Clydemouth,  his  father  a  man  with  a 
mind  as  energetic  as  "a  giant  with  one  idea"  (as 
Coleridge  called  one  of  the  son's  Birmingham 
engines),  and  yet  as  multifarious  as  a  marine  store 
or  Mr.  Pumblecbook's  nest  of  drawers,  for  he  was, 
either  at  once  or  in  succession,  carpenter  and 
joiner,  builder  and  contractor,  shipwrightand  ship's 
chandler,  machine  repairer  and  merchant,  also  a 
magistrate  of  Greenock  and  a  town  councillor.  He 
married  Agnes  Muirhead,  .-v- lineal  descendant  of  the 
"Laird  of  Muirhead"  who  fell  at  Floddcn. 
Twa  hunderd  mair  of  his  ain  name 

Frae  Torwood  and  the  Clyde 
Sware  they  wad  never  gang  to  hame, 
But  a'  die  by  his  side. 

James  lived  at  home  till  he  was  18.  was  dull  at 
school  and  always  had  headaches,  but  found  a 
paradise  in  the  workshop.  It  was  early  predicted 
that  Jamie  had  a  fortune  at  his  finger  ends.  He 
came  back  from  London  in  1756,  aged  30,  without  a 
fortune,  but  a  skilled  workman.  He  became  ma- 
thematical instrument  maker  to  Glasgow  University. 
This  brought  him  into  touch  with  Joseph  Black 
("latent  heat"),  Adam  Smith  and  Professor  John 
Robison.  In  1764  he  was  set  to  repair  the  class 
model  of  a  Newcomen  engine.  This  got  his  mind 
busy,  by  night  and  day.  He  had  waking  visions  of 
an  economic  steam  engine,  and  Myers  in  "Sensory 
Automatism"  pietnres  Watt  lying  in  bed  in  a  dark 
'  room  and  conceiving  the  engine,  as  the  utmost 
limit  to  which  voluntary  internal  visuali/ation  can 
go.  His  discovery  of  the  separate  condenter,  fol- 
lowed by  his  adaptations  to  fit  the  steam  engine 
for  other  work  Chan  ptunpiog.  his  sun  and  planet 
wheels,  bis   improved   valves,  his     doable     action. 


Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused  in  the  air- 
ship policy  of  the  British  Government.  "Flight*!' 
in  a  letter  to  The  London  Times  writes: 

Taking  the  situation  financially,  tha  original  Ad- 
miralty poficy  to  complete  six  ships  involved  a  cost 
of  a  little  over  £2,000,000.  Work  has  now  been 
stopped  on  all  these  ships,  and  whilst,  they  only 
require  £700,000  to  be  put  into  service,  the  final 
saving  to  the  Government  by  a  cessation  of  build- 
ing is  far  below  this  figure.  In  fact,  when  com- 
pensation has  been  paid  to  the  firms,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  any  of  this  amount  will  be  put  to  the  credit 
side  of  the  economy  sheets.  It  Is  also  a  little  diffi- 
cult to  understand  this  stoppage  of  construction,  jn 
view  of  General  Seely's  statement  that  private 
enterprise  in  airships  is  to  be  encouraged.  The  jx- 
euse  that  the  maintenance  of  this  large  number  of 
ships  will  be  costly  might  possibly  be  raised  by  the 
Government,  but  the  constructional  programme 
covers  two  years,  and  during  that  time  older  ships, 
at  present  in  eommissionv  wouHl  become  obsolete, 
,  so  that  not  more  than  five  ships  would  be  in  com- 
mission at  one  time;  the  balance,  if  any,  of  the  six 
ships  to  be  completed  would  be.  eagerly  .sought  for 
by  the  commercial  world.  •'  «■•  U;  ..'».••. 

Lord  Flaher'a  Advice    ^^^•*-  —  «— 

The  decision  to  cut  down  the  airship  programme 
was  slightly  previous  to,  in  fact,  one  might  say  it 
was  a  forerunner  of,  the  Armament  Economy  Cam- 
paign. There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  de- 
cision was  made  entirely  from  a  party  political 
point  of  view.  The  clearing  of  the  skies  would  give 
an  immediate  lull'  to  public  dissatisfaction,  although 
on  paper  it  meant,  as  I  have  shown,  practically 
nothing.  It  is  now  one  month  since  the  decision 
was  made,  but  the  chiefs  of  the  Air  Forces  appear 
to  be  unwilling-  to  proceed  with  scrapping  the  air- 
ships, "as  no  one  of  them  wishes  to  shoulder  the 
responsibility  of  having  "signed  the  death  warrant" 
of  the  airship.  These  men  all  appreciate  the  true 
value  of  the  airship  for  both  war  and  commercial 
purposes,  but  they  cannot  move,  as  their  hands  arc 
tied  by  the  Treasury,  which  is,  of  course,  under  the 
control  of  the,  politicians.  The  Air  Ministry,  now 
responsible  for  the  development  of  the  airship, 
have  now  before  them  the  advice  of  Admiral  Jelli- 
coe.  During  the  war  he  repeatedly  called  for  rigid 
airships  to  act  as  naval  scouts,  and  he  still  upholds 
his  views  that  they  are  an  absolute  necessity.  More 
recent  advice  could  be  found  in  Lord  Fisher's'state- 
ments  in  The  Times.  His  whole  ^reasoning  can  be 
applied  to  the  airship  situation,  and  when  read  in 
this  manner  is  an  urgent  cry  for  airship  develop- 
ment. ^ 

Let  us  for  a  moment  compare  our  situation  with 
that  of  other  countries,  from  the  airship  point  of 
view.  America  has  voted,  since  the  economical  re- 
vision of  her  war  programme,  $25,000,000  for  air- 
ship construction  and  experiment  Germany  is  by 
no  means  dead,  and  is  in  such  a  position  with  re- 
gard to  design  and  construction  of  airships-  that  the 
moment  she  is  free  she  will  be  able  to  forge  ahead 
of  all  other  countries,  commissioning  ships  at  the 
rate  of  one  a  month.  France  started  her  economy 
campaign  some  six  months  previous  to  the  British 
effort,  disposing  of  all  her  Government  airship  ma- 
terial at  a  loss  of  nearly  £2,000.000.  Realizing  her 
mi.stakc.  she  has  lately  voted  £3,000,000  as  a  first 
instalment  to  re-equip  her  airship  services,  with  a 
view  t^  commercial  enterprise.  Although  Italy  has 
very  little  to  show  in  the  form  of  aircraft,  she  is  a 
firm  believer  in  the  airship,  and  is  making  exten- 
sive inquiries  aS  to  possible  future  airship  routes. 
The  summary  of  the  stuation  is  that  if  we  had  con- 


tinued our  late  airship  programme,  costing  the 
country  under  £2,000^000  a  year,  exchiaive  of 
boilding,  but  inclusive  of  personiiel,  experiments, 
etc.;  we  would  have  kept  ahead  of  foreign  com- 
petition. ** 

Commercial  Shipa--- '-»■;'■."-■--" '--- 

As  to  the  commercial  side,  several  W  <Wt  biggest 
shipping  magnates  foresee  in  the  near  future  the 
airship  supplementing  their  present  passenger  and 
mail  carrying  steamers,  not  only  for  the  general 
benefit  of  humanity,  but  because  they  consider  that 
the  airship,  in  its  final  state  of  development,  will  be 
a  more  economical  mode  of  transport  than  the  fast- 
est liner  of  today.  These  men  would  be  willing  to 
foster  the  airship  during  its  initial  stages  if  the 
Government  would  assist  them  in  proving  to  the 
general  public  the  benefits  and  comforts  to  be  de- 
rived from  this  method  of  transport.  The  busines.*i 
man  is  eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  we 
can,  say,  get  to  Australia  in  ten  days.  At  the  meet- 
ing held  at  Australia  House,  when  General  Secly 
and  other  representatives  of  the  Air  Ministry  met 
those  commercially  interested  in  airships.  Govern- 
ment support  was  promised,  but,  as  nothing  definite 
was  said,  the  prospective  airship  company  promot- 
ers left  with  the  impression,  which  they  had^good 
grounds  to  call  a  decision,  that  neither  General 
Scely  nor  General  Sykes  could  find  sufficient  funds 
to  assist  them;  in  fact,  the  Government  officials 
went  to  that  meeting  paupers,  rather  to  beg  assist- 
ance than  to  offer.  They  have  been  placed  in  that 
position  by  the  so-called  economy  campaign.  Can 
it  be  economy  to  scrap  two  million  pounds'  worth 
of  ships,  exclusive  of  bases  and  the  ships'  stores, 
for  practically  no  saving,  when  at  a  cost  of  £700.- 
000  a  nucleus  airship  fleet  could  be  provided  for 
commercial  purposes,  that  at  the  same  time  would 
form  a  reserve  for  the  fighting  forces  and  not  cost 
the  Government  a  penny  for  maintenance? 

When  I  said  that  the  Government's  decision  to 
stop  building  airships  was  a  political  move,  I  should 
also  have  said  it  was  a  blind  move.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  the  Government  have  not  given  a 
moment's  thought  to  the  next  decade:  but  the 
British  Empire  must  be  bound  more  tightly  to- 
gether, and  this  can  only  be  achieved  by  ac- 
celerated transport.  The  medium  obviously  will  be 
the  air,  and  the  mechanical  means  principally  the 
airship. 

Linking  Up  the  Empire 

The  League  of  Nations  will  have  no  hold  so  long 
as  it  takes  weeks  or  months  to  travel  from  one 
country  to  a  far-distant  land.  Means  of  transport 
that  bind  the  Empire  will  give  the  necessary  im- 
petus to  make  the  League  of  Nations  effective.  The 
enormous  asset  of  having  60  per  cent  of  the  world's 
shipping  under  the  British  flag  has  been  proved 
during  the  Great  War.  We  must  obviously  main- 
tain, a  similar  position  in  the  air  in  years  to  come. 

Again,  is  it  economy  to  scrap  our  airships  to 
satisfy  a  political  move,  only  to  rebuild  them  at  a 
later  date  at  enormous  expense,  when  such  a  sm^ll 
sum  will  tide  us  over  the  present  troublous  times, 
vide  the  French  example?  There  is  no  need  to  find 
fresh  money  for  airships.  By  aking  Lord  Fisher's 
advice  and  stopping  useless  repetition  work  (his 
bete  noir)  the  money  can  easily  be  found.  The 
actual  allocation  of  sued  money  as  the  Treasury 
alliws  for  air.ships  purposes  is  a  matter  that  should 
receive  great  attention.  Whilpt  it  is  necessary  to 
maintain  Government  airships,  every  .  assisti^ce 
should  be  given  to  commercial  enterprise,  as  one 
year's  experience  of  commercial  work,  which  en- 
tails constant  flying  to  schedule  time,  is  equal  to 
five  years'  Government  plodding. 


centrifugal  governor  and  "parallel  motion"  (his 
own  favorite  ingenuity)  put  the  steam  engine  on  a 
new  basis  and  transformed  it  into  a  workable  pro- 
position. More  fortunate  than  Hargravcs,  Watt 
managed  to  harness  an  absolutply  white  capitalist 
and  business  man  to  his  inventive  genius.  This 
was  Matthew  Boulton.  of  Birmingham.  In  1769  he 
patented  'his  new  mode  of  "lessening  the  consump- 
tion of  steam  and  fuel  in  fire  engines."  The  re- 
muneration was  calculated  at  the  rate  of  one-third 
of  this  saving.  SDn  the  other  hand,  horse-power 
was  very  liberaly  calculated  so  as  to  not  disappoint 
customers.  This  was  characteristic  of  Watt,  the 
soul  of  probity  and  caution.  He  disapproved  of 
everything  liable,  however  remotely,  to  prejudice 
the  success  of  the  stationary  engine.  After  a  hard 
struggle  with  refractory  tools,  inferior  workmen 
and  poverty,,  fortune  came  in  abundance. 
Scott  and  the  Literati 
Scott,  who  sang  his  Border  Ancestry,  was  «lccply 
impres.sed  by  the  man  James  Watt.  In  his  com- 
plicated "Epistle"  introductory  to  "The  Monastery," 
addressed  by  the  imaginary  Captain  Clutterbuck  to 
the  apocryphal  Jedediah  Cleishbotham,  he  describes 
"Watt  of  Birmingham"  as  a  man  whose  geniUs  dis- 
covered the  means  of  multiplying  our  national 
resources  to  a  degree  perhaps  even  beyond  his  own 
stupendous  powers  of  calculation  and  combination, 
bringing  the  treasures  of  the  abyss  to  the  summit 
of  the  earth — giving  the  feeble  arm  of  man  the 
momentum  of  an  Afrite — commanding  manufacture 
to  ari.se  as  the  rod  of  the  prophet  produced  water 
in  the  desert,  affording  the  means  to  dispense  with 
that  time  and  tide  which  wait  for  no  man,  and  of 
sailing  without  wind  which  defied  the  commands 
and  threats  of  Xerses  himself.  This  potent  com- 
mander of  the  elements — this  ahridger  of  time  and 
space— was  one  of  the  best  -and  kindest  of  human 
beings.  There  he  stood  surrounded  by  the  chosen 
band  of  Northern  literati,  not  less  tenacious  of 
their  own  fame  than  the  "national  regiments  of  the 
prestige  won  in  service.  Yet  in  his  85th  year  this 
kind,  alert,  benevolent  old  man  held  his  owo  with 
each  of  them  in  succession. 

Watt  had  flattering  inviutions  to  transfer  his 
sphere  of  invention  from  this  island  to  the  con- 
tinent. One  of  the  greatest  compliments  paid  was 
the  conviction  of  the  French  that  but  his  geoius 
was  needed  to  renew  the  life  and  atimnlate  into 
operation  that  hydraulic  plesiosam-us  the  notorious 
waterwork  of  Marly.  Had  Louis  IV.  only  been 
able,  to  his  gardener  Lc  Notre  and  bis  architect 
Mansard,  to  adject  as  chief  engineer  James  Watt, 
the  history  of  Versailles  might  have  been  sensibly 
altered.  But  Watt,  although  he  made  some  con- 
tinenUl  visits,  preferred  to  remain  at  home  and 
multiply  British  horse-power.  This  he  did.  it  is 
estimated,  to  the  extent  of  nunifolding  it  perhaps 
100  times  ip  his  own  lifetime.  In  1750  the  MmM. 
It  is  tme,  possessed  a  good  many  steam  pnmps. 
maitfly  in  Cornwall,  but  most  of  them  were  extra- 
ordinarily unconth  contrivances.  Their  bodily 
presence  was  certainly  alarming,  hut  the  amount  of 
work  they  did  was  not  formidable.  Some  were 
dangerous,  others  refused  to  wo||i  ■nt^  OMMaMgg 
only  when  the  npirit  moved  them,  others  had  to 
rest  every  ten  minutes  or  ao^  to  snore  and  snort 


and  make  a  resolution  as  to  whether     to  go  or  to 
stop,  perhaps  for  ever.  .         ■    •  - 

When  James  Watt  died  in  AugtTst,  iRiq,  this  was 
all  completely  changed.  The  Watt  engines  from 
Soho.  though  their  range  was  still  extremely 
restricted  (the  pressure  wa*  still  absurdly  low.  com- 
pound engines  unknown,  arid  locomotives  banned 
by  Watt),  were,  nevertheless,,  powerful,  efficient 
and  trustworthy  machines.  Many  of  them  are  still 
in  operation  even  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City 
of  Tvondon  and  one  in  good  order  was,  within  ten 
years,  no  more,  removed  from  the  basement  of  the 
Bank  of  England. 

The  Last  Scene 

In  old  age  there  is  little  doubt  that  -Watt's  nature 
mellowed  and  expanded.  His  range  of  interests 
widened,  he  became  a  raconteur,  and  loved  to  re- 
late anecdotes  of  the  philosophers  he  had  met.  In 
1800  he  gave  up  his  share  of  the  engine-building 
business  to  his  sons,  Jamoit,  who  was  partner  with 
young  Koulton  for  many  years,  and  Gregory,  who 
died,  a  young  man  of  the  utmost  promise,  in  1804. 
The  remainder  of  his  life  wa!\  quietly  spent  at 
Heath  field  Hall,  his  house  near  Birmingham,  where 
he  devoted  his  time  with  little  interruption  to  the 
fascinating  pursuit  of  mechanical  invention.  The 
Ileathfield  garret  has  become  classic,  magnetic  as 
Milton's  chair  or  Gray's  inksUnd.  Some  enthusiasts 
have  even  excavated  the  soil  in  the  neighborhood, 
the  most  noUble  find  hitherto  being  a  forged  Bank 
of  England  note  for£i  sterling  dated  1814;  this  is 
presumed  to  be  the  workmanship  of  a  rival  In- 
ventor. At  Heathfield  he  invented  his  machine  for 
copying  sculpture.  Some  of  his  own  busts  after 
Chantrey  were  thus  duplicated  and  sent  to  old 
friends  as  the  work  of  a  promising  young  attiat 
entering  upon  his  83rd  year.  He  interested  the 
sculptor  in  his  invention.  If  ever  he  succeedad  in 
"cutting  breath,"  as  the  eulogists  exclafancd.  CImhi* 
trey  did  in  his  eflSgy  of  Watt,  so  lifelike  that  when 
one  of  the  replicas  was  uncovered  at  Soho  the  old 
servitors  of  the  house  lifted  up  their  voices  and 
wept.  His  life  drew  to  a  tranquil  close,  among  hie 
keenest  admirers  in  these  years  being  Scott,  Camp* 
bell.  Arago,  Davy  and  Brougham.  The  end  came 
on  August  25,  r8i(>— M  at  least  testifies  the  *T>ie. 
tionary  of  National  Biograpl^;"  other  authoritiea 
conspire  to  give  August  19  as  the  date.  Broogliam 
wrote  tb*  inscription  to  the  monument  In  the 
Abbey.  The  Birmingham  statue,  by  Alex.  Mnnro, 
represents  the  phtlosopher  standing  by  the  nRidcl 
of  the  "separate  condenser."  to  which  he  owed  hip 
fame  as  one  of  the  half  dozen  greatest  mechaakdl 
inventors  in  the  world's  history^— >A  fniinpiiadiiin 
in  The  London  Times.  '

"By  the  end  of  Novenbar  ifa  •x* 
pect  to  hav^  the  work  In  the  Island 
Highway  completed,  was  the  wel- 
come information  which  Palmer  Bro- 
thers gave  out  yesterday. 

In  speaking  of  the  delays  whleh 
have  hindered  the  work.  Mr.  Palmer 
said  that  one  of  tha  greatest  has  been 
the  need  of  re-laying  the  water  main 
of  the  IDsqulmalt  Water  Company, 
which  is  located  beside  the  Highway 
eoetion  in  front  of  tha  Four  Mile 
House.  He  explains  that  there  is 
much  rock  cutting  required  for  this 
work,  and  this  wss  not  considered 
when  the  original  estimstte  v(as  made 
that  the  road  would  be  opened  by  the 
end  of  October. 

At  the  present  time  the  concrete 
surface  is  in  use  from  the  Burnslde 
Road  junction  to  Parson's  Bridge, 
and  is  ready  for  trafflo  from  tbe 
Burnslde  Road  southward  to  Palmer's 
SUUon.  At  this  point  the  engineers 
have  laid  out  an  entirely  new  section 
of  road,  cutting  off  the  loop  which 
used  to  exist  and  making  a  better 
grade.  From  Palmer's  to  tbe  crest  of 
the  hill  north  of  the  Four  Mile  House 
the  grade  will  be  much  easier  both 
ways,  for  some  seven  feet  have  been 
-cut  off  the  brow  of  the  rise  at  that 
point  ^^ 

All  down  the  slope  which  outg  un- 
der the  railway  bridge  the  trucks 
have  been  steadily  placing  aggregate 
for  the  concreting,  and  as  soon  as  the 
water  main  Is  In  place  the  work  of 
laying  the  road  -surface  will  be  put 
in  hand,  the 'mixer  gradually  working 
southward. 

At.  the  top  of  the  rise  on  the  city 
side  of  the  railway  bridge  there  has 
been  a  big  change.  Thousands  of 
yards  of  excavating  has  been  done 
and  tbe  slope  will  now  be  an  easy 
climb  for  any  car,  more  than  six 
feet  having  been  taken  off  the  hill. 

"Delays  which  have  hindered  the 
work  up  to  the  present  have  been 
caused  by  physical  condltlona  Should 
we  not  be  able  to  complete  the  work 
on  the  road  by  the  end  of  November 
it  will  be  because  of  Winter  weather 
taking  a  \ia.nA.  Rain  will  set  us  back 
8omei|rhat  if  unduly  heavy,  but  sharp 
frosts  will  also  be  a' handicap,  ag  un- 
der such  conditions  we  would  only  be 
able  to  place  the  green  conerete  in 
the  mornings,  for  material  laid  In  the 
afternoons  would  be  liable  to  damage 
by  freezing.  But  we  are  not  expect-

To  IHiMtrate  thia  last  -statement  we 
will  refsr  to  the  Oovernment'a  guar- 
antee that  farmers  would  receive 
12.26  a  bushel  for  wheat  this  year. 
The  farmara  never  saw  <he  undertow 
and,  on  tbs  atrencth  of  this  vuaran- 
te«.  put  a  maximum  acreace  Into 
whaat.  thank  soodneas,  beltevlns  they 
wera  goins  to  clean  houae  In  a  finan- 
cial way  and  lift  the  mortvase  off 
the  old  homestead.  But  let'a  see  how 
It  works  out.  If  the  miller  has  to 
pay  t2.2«  a  bushel  for  whegt,  he 
must  set  at  least  110.7 B  a  barrel  for 

•  hla  flour,  exclusive  of  packages,  in 
order  to  eais  a  fair  return  on  the 
investment  in  his  plant.  The  men 
who  make  clothing,  shoes,  hats,  furn- 
iture, other  food  products,  building 
materials,  automobiles,  harness,  trac- 
tors and  farming  Implements,  must 
pay  about  112-00  a  barrel  for  their 
flour,  vt  approximately  twice  as 
much  as  they  would  have  to  pay  If 
whaat  sold  for  slightly  over  11.00  a 
bushel.

The 
manulastarer  had  a  good  nlghtts  alaap 
thinking  he  had  finally  provided  for 
his  old  age.  ttnt  the  IHtle  old  dolUr, 
solely  a  nisdium  of  exchange,  a  sym- 
bol of  a  certain  amount  of  labor,  kept 
circulating  in  the  same  old  groove 
and  attending  to  its  own  business,  ex- 
cept that  it  had  shrunk  in  worth  so 
(hat  It  was  performing  only  the  same 
duty  that  four  bits  performed  a  few 
yeaii^  ago. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  foregoing 
tha^  this  fool-yourself  method  of  rea- 
sonkig  adopted  by  the  dtfMlAls  in 
Washington  benefited  nobody,  except 
Insofar  as  the  world  may  ba  kttter  off 
by  reason  of  an  lncroased\#lMftt  acre- 
age. And  evatt  that  is  p«||lkl«lhatical. 
At  the  ssm«'^0,  the  depraoUUon  of 
the  value  or  the  dollar  1^  t^  boomer- 
ang  that  mayjoraok  everybcdy  on  the 
back  of  the  hekd  >«fore  we  are  done 
wUh  It. 

But  now  we  come  to  a  more  serions 
matter  that  we  can  not  blame  on  the 
farmer  nar  altogether  on  the  powers- 
that-be  in  Washington.  The  so-called 
laboring  class  had  to  have  more  mon- 
ey in  order  to  live  and  it  found  out 
that  It  could  get  more  money  by  the 
simple  expedient  of  striking  or  threat- 
ening to  strike.  So  we  have  had  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  what  one  Unit- 
ed States  Senator  has  aptly  called  "a 
contagion  of  the  strike  disease."  But 
in  the  process  and  with  the  encour- 
agement of  the  agitators,  who  live 
and  thrive  by  exploiting  the  unedu- 
cated, the  laboring  class  conceived 
the  'notion  of  striking  not  only  for 
more  money  but  for  shorter  hours. 
And  so  far  most  of  these  strikes  have 
been  successful.  One  prominent  labor 
leader  has  been  credited  with  saying 
he  would  keep  fighting  and  agitating 
until  six  hours.  Is  made  a  legal  work- 
ing day^  'At  i))e  time  this.  1  being 
written  the  newspaper*  saiy  the  loco- 
motive Vfiremen  of  the  United  States 
attd  Canada  tinve  decided  to  strike,  if 
they  do  not  immediately  receive  cer- 
tain lAcreaaes  of  wages .  and  a  oon- 
Btriietlon  of  it  day's  woHt  aa.firtng  a 
passanger  engine  <or  1*0  ihUes.  As 
the  fverage  passenger  train  will  run 
,400  jnn(M,in  abotut  tbre^and  one- 
half  hours.  It  will  be  seen  that  at 
least  some  of  the  so-called  laboring 
people'-  are  rapidly  aproaoblng  ,  the 
«ltuatlOir>whene  thw  Wl»  g«t  a  muni- 
ficent Income  without  working  at  all. 
Th9ir '  sole  quallfloations  w4U>  be  to 
call  themnelves  "laboring  ri\eh"  and 
belong  to  the  Union.  V

"you  can't  get  something  for  noth> 
ing."  And  paying  farmers  more  tor 
wheat  than  it  is  actually  worth,  as 
eslubllahed  by  the  law  of.  Stippty  and 
demand,  and  giving  mob  who  work 
sotsf^  with  thair  h|lnds  more  money 
and  shortor  hours  .than  the  avarags 
bank  cashier  got  five  years  a|ro  are 
certainly  methods  of  getting  some- 
thing for  nothing.  Somebooy  has  to 
pay.  The  Joke  is  that  the  very  men 
who  think  they  are  profiting  at  the 
expense,  of  someone  else  are  the  ones 
who  will  pay  in  the  long  ruu. 

Of  cotu-ee  the  whole  thing  goes 
back  to  placing  too  high  a  valuation 
on  tho  dollar  and  to  forgetting  or  not 
knowing  that  the  dollar  is  nothing 
more  or  less  than  a  medium  of  ex- 
change and  reprooonta  a  given 
amount  of  labor.  And  labor  is  labor, 
whether  It  Is  of  brain  or  brawn. 

Let  us  see  hOw  the  proposition 
workii  out  In  practice.  Here  la  a 
manufacturer  who  has  boen  turning 
out  1,000  of  a  certain  article  a  month. 
He  knows  his  costs.  Including  wages, 
and  fixes  his  selling  price  to  give  him 
a  fall-  rOturn  for  his  investment,  time, 
effort,  ability  and  acquired  knowl* 
edge.  His  men  strike  for  more  ,wa- 
ges.  They  get  It.  Costs  have  gone 
up.  Selling  price  must  go  up.  The 
men  strike  fur  shorter  hours.  They 
v.'ln.  Production  haa  been  reduced. 
Selling  prices  must  go  up  again.  For 
it  is  obvious  that,  if  only  800  of  the 
article  are  turned  out  "v^  month,  more 
profit'  miut  attach  to  each  article  to 
^qual  th&  total  profit  received  when 
1,000  a  month  were  manufactured. 

And  right  here  is  the  evil  of  the 
present  strike  orgy.  '  We  have  just 
gone  through  a  world  war  that  re- 
duced the  production  of  poaoe  neces- 
eitles  and'  commodities  to  a  minimum. 
There  is  a  woeful  shortage  of  all  of 
those  things  that  everybody  needs 
every  day.  Production  should  .be  on 
a  grander  scale 'than  it  was  five  years 
ago.  Instead  of  demanding  shorter 
hours,  every  patriotic  man  should  be 
willing  toj  work  hardOr  and  longer 
each  day  than  a  few  years  ago.  It  is 
the  only  eolation  of  tho  high-cost-of 
living  problem. 

.Bu^  these  increases  of  wages  and 
shortening  of  a  working  day  only  opr 
erate  to  increase  the  cost  of  every- 
thing. This  year  has  seen  a  tremen- 
dous decrease  in  production  from  the 
time  lost  through  strikes  alone.  The 
laboring  man  getting  six  dollars  a 
day  (|160«00  a  month)  and  working 
only  six  hours  a  day  is  actually  not 
as  well  okf  as  he  was  five  years  ago 
when  he  sot  three  doHors  a  day  (|7( 
a  month)  for  an  eight-hour  day.  This 
Is  obvious,  beci|use  it  is  clearly  estab- 
lished that  every  necessity  and  com- 
modity costs  from  two  and  bno-kalf 
to  three  times  as  much  now  •■  ^\^^ 
In  1914.  What  is  gained  by.  recelwng 
IIQO.OO  a  month. of  twenty-five  days 
of  aix  hotira  each  inaioad  of  171.00  a 
month  of  twenty-five  daya  of  eight 
houfa  each,  if  yeit  pay  130.00  a  month 
for  a  116.00  houae.  $12.00  a  pair  for 
|4.00  shoes,  eSc  for  26c  btitter,  $18.00 
for  $6.60  flour,  60c  for  20c  eggs,  46c 
for  l^c  lard,  $40.po  for  a  $16.00  suit 
of  clothes.  20c  for  a  10c  movie  show. 
17c  for  a  Gc  noda  water  and  |7li0.00 
for  a  $,860  Siver?,^    d^.^  r>  a^^_.^,. 

Suppose  the  waiges  '  are  ralsod'  to 
$7.S0  a  day  and  the  day  cut  to  four 
hours,  the  prices  will  be  doubled  and 
nobody  will  be  the  gainer,  but  the  la- 
boring man  will  be  disgruntled  and 
inclined  to  be  more  or  less  anarchistic 
because  his  pet  little  plan  for  getting 
Romething  for  nothing  has  not  work- 
ed out. 

Of  course  some  converts  to  the  I. 
W.W.  idea  advocate  an  equal  division 
of  all  wealth  amongst  the  peoifle. 
Some  go  farther  and  suggeHt  that  the 
wealthy  men,  the  ones  who  are  sup- 
posed to  now  have  the  money,  bo 
eliminated  entirely  and  their  wealth 
distributed  to  the  so-called  laboring 
men.  But  these  fellows  don't  think 
or  olso  they  ore  Imposing  on  th*  ig- 
norance of  others  who  don't  think. 
They  have  heard  of  Rockefeller  and 
Carnegie  and  others  who  are  reputod 
to  have  millions  and  they  know  of  a 
few  men  In  their  own  -community 
who  are  worth  several  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  So  they^  think  tA« 
wealth  of  the  country  ns  boundlefes. 
They  don't  know  that.  If  all  the 
wealth  of  the  country  were  equally 
dlatributrd  between  all  of  the  inhabi- 
fanta  and  production  ahonid  immedi- 
atoly  stop,  we  would  an  starve  to 
death,  freexe  to  death  or  dia  of  dis- 
ease In  less  than  nix  months. 

"By  the  sweat  of  your  brow  shall 
ye  earn  your  broad."  Shorter  hours 
reduce  produrtlon.  Carr;ied  to  the  ex- 
treme men  would  UVe  without  work- 
ing and  It  can't  rie  done.  The  solu- 
<<ion  of  the  H.  C.  L..  Is  increased  pro- 
duction. The  sooner  this  nimple  little 
fact  and  the  worthleMsness  of  a  dollar 
without  lakor  percolates  Into*  the 
brains  of  our  people,  the  sooner  we 
will  got  on  a  boMs  where  we  can  all 
llva  and  enjoy  life,  earn  our  right  to 
live,  and  nulwl  the  present  day  unrest.

Tho  necesalty  for  tidal  predictions 
hoa  uadoubtodly  been  felt  from  tho 
fOrOt  beginning  of  navigation;  refor- 
eoeos  to  tho  tides  In  the  worlcs  of  an- 
dont  writars  are  many,  but  no  infer- 
motion  haa  been  handed  down  as  to 
tldo  tables  or  tho  methods  of  calcu- 
lation employed.  Probably  the  earli- 
est recorded  attempt  at  prediction  is 
that  in  the  Codex  Cottonianus,  Juli- 
us DVIf.,  which  contains,  amongst 
calendar  and  other  astronomical  and 
geographical  Information,  parta  of 
which  ar«  tho  production  of  John 
WaIlini;ford.  who  died.  Abbot  of  St 
Alban%  in  1218.  a  table  giving  the 
tlnse  of  high  water  at :  I^nddn 
Bridge,  "flod  at  london  brygge.  ac- 
cording to  tho  ago  of  the  moon.  Tldo 
tables  foi'  London  for  the  year  168t 
were  published  by  Flamsteed  In  tlie 
Palloaophloal  Transactions.  Vok  XIII;^ 
tide  tables  for  Ltlverpool.  calculated 
by  the  Rav.  Qeorge  Holdon,  were 
ptiblisbod  by  1770,  and  It  is  probable 
that  by'  thb  date  tables  were  pub- 
lished for  many  of  the  more  import- 
ant porta  In   the   British   Islands. 

/  Though  according  to  modern  ideas 
these  tablea  were  uniformly  inac- 
curate, and  ay  were  prot>ably  calcu- 
lated by  the  very  slniple  method  of 
adding  an  Interval,  varying  only  with 
the  moon's  age,  to  the  time  of  the 
moon's  transit  8M;ro8s  the  meridian  of 
the  place,  the  methods  used  have  not 
boen  divulged,  and  were,  in  fact, 
handed  down  from  father  to  son,  as 
valuable  aoaaeaalons,  and  the  first 
publication  of  methods  of  prediction 
was  resented  as  an  infringement  of 
the  rlghta  of  property. 

Until  the  introduction  of  large,  fast 
iron  or  steel  vessels  the  predictions 
required  were  easily  provided:  speed 
at  sea  w<is  slow,  a  few  hours  lost  of 
no  Importance,  and  vessels  wishing  to 
make  use  of  a  port  or  channel  which 
tlMlr  draft  would  not  permit  them  to 
use  at  low  water  waited  until  the 
approximate  time  of  high  water,  and 
approximate  predictions  uf  the  time 
of  high  water  therefore  fulfilled  all, 
TSQU I  renienta.  Modorn  competition, 
which  does  not  admit  of  lost  hodrs, 
combined  with  the  increased  cost. 
sHM  and  draft  of  vessels,  ^ow  de- 
mands both  Increased  accuracey  and 
increased  information  in  order  that 
the  height  of  the  tide  may  be  ascer- 
tained at  any  time  and  vessels  make 
use  of  shallow  channels,  etc.,  till  the 
laat  poaslblo  moment  before  low  wa- 
ter and  ^t  the  first  possible  moment 
after  high  water,  according  to  their 
drafta.  and  both  the  times  and  the 
heights  of  high  and  lo^  water  are 
now  accurately  predicted. 

;  j;^,;  Methods  of  ObarrvaUoni  ;   ,'. 

The  Admiralty  tide  tables  were 
first  published  for  the  year  1833,  the 
predictions  being  calculated  by  the 
method  introduced  by  Sir. John  Lub- 
bock and  described  by  hlin  in  the 
Philosophical  Transactions  for  183C; 
this  remained  the  standard  method  of 
tidal  prediction  In  the  Admiralty  and 
all  other  tida  tables  until  the  introduc- 
tion 6f  the  Harmonic  Method,  de- 
scribed by,  Lord  Kelvin  in  Iho  Brit- 
ish Association  Report  for -1888. 

All  'methods  of  tidal  prediction 
must  necessarily  depend  on  the  analy- 
sis of  observed  tides;  that  the  tide 
wavo  Is  due  to  the  attractions  of  the 
nioon  ai^d  sun -on  the  earth,  together 
with  Fhe -rotation  of  the  earth  on  its 
axis,  is.  well  known,  but  it  Is  less  gen- 
erally known  that  the  wave  thus 
conned  Is  a  compound  wave,  formed 
by  the  combination  of  many  partial 
waves  due  to'  the  varying  positions 
and  motions  of  the  bodies  concerned. 
Tho  principal  partial  waves  may  be 
broadly  divided  into  two  classes — 
semi-diu)^nal,  '  causing  high  water 
twice  in  each  lunar  day,  and  diurnal, 
causing,  high  water  onoe  in  each 
lunar  day.  All  tide  waves  are  formed 
by  partial  waves  of  both  classes,  but 
in  some  places,  such  aa  the  British 
Islands,  the  tides  are  principally  due 
to  tho  semi-diurnal  partial  waves,  in 
others,  such  as  Aden  and  Asiatic  wa- 
ters generally,  they  are  principally 
due  to  the  diurnal  partial  waves;  but 
all  tide  waves  contain  partittl  waves 
of  both  classes. 

Caitmlatlon  of  IMo  Waves 

Methods  employed  for  the  analysis 
of  tidal  observations  may  again  be 
divided  Into  two  classes,  either  tho 
times  and  heights  of  high  and  low 
water  only  or  the  whole  course  of 
tho  tide  wave  may  be  analysed;  in 
Lubbock's  method  of  prediction  the 
first  method  is  employed,  and  correc- 
tions to  the  average  tide  wave  are 
calculated  for  all  possible  positions  nf ' 
the  earth, .  moon,  and  sun;  in  the 
HaHn6nio  method  the  second  method 
is  used  and  the  amplitude  of  all  par- 
tial waves  are  calculated.  Lubbock's 
method  of  prediction  therefore  con- 
sista  in  the  correction  of  thi*  average 
tide  wave  for  the  positions  of  the 
moon  and  sun  at  the  time,  the  Har- 


monic  method    la   the   r*-oombi««aUun

or  the  partial  waves.  Sir  John  Lub- 
bock  studied  the  tides  of  the  Urltlah 
laianda  only,  and  -considered  that  the 
diurnal  waves  might  safely  b<>  omit- 
ted, this  method  of  prediction  can. 
tber«;fore,  never  be  considerod  dlh*r 
than  approximate,  and  cannot  be 
used  at  all  whero  the  dlumal  wavaa 
aire  approcfable;  tn  the  Harmooio 
method  all  waves  are  oonsldered,  and 
thla  method  should,  tltorofore.  bo  oc- 
c«r.ltf  at  all   (••aces.  ^ 

WaprO  the  ^vorld  Idoal  from  a  tidal 
standpoint — i.e..  varo  U  entirely  cov- 
ered with  water  of  giaat  depth,  thara 
la  no  doubt  that  tliu  Itarmonio  meth- 
od would  be  uniformly  successfuL 
The  eart^  Is,  however,  not  ideal,  and 
the  tide  wave  at  all  places  is  chang- 
ed by  local  coBdltions.,  the  amount 
of  chanlte  from  the  true  deep  sea 
wave  verying  with  the  amount  of  ob- 
struction, due  to  shallow  water,  en- 
countered. Owing  to  this  change  it 
was  considered  in  the  Hydrographic 
J[>epartment  of  th«  Admiralty  that  the 
tides  in  shallow  wators.  aach  as  the 
North  Sea,  could  not  be  accurately 
p'redleted  by  the  Harmonic  method, 
and,  though  this  method  was  success- 
fully «rny>loyed  for  the  prediction  of 
the  tides  of  ports  'with  dsep  water  ap- 
proacbeo.  Lubbock'*  method,  In'  spite 
of  ita  known  Inaccuracy,  continued  in 
use  for  North  Sea  porta.  % 

By,  the  year  1912  improved  predic- 
tions for  North  Sea  ports  had  become 
essential.  Comparison  of  predictions 
calculated  by  Lubbock's  and  by  the 
Harmonic  method  showed  that  no  in- 
crease in  accuracy  oould  be  expected 
from  the  latter  and  inveatigationa 
were  therefore  begun  with  a  view  to 
the  finding  of  a  new  and  accurate 
method  for  predicting  shallow  water 
tides;  these  investigations  were  ulti- 
mately successful  and  led  to  the  In- 
troduction of  the  equation  method, 
*described  by  Commander  H.  D.  War- 
burg, R.N.,  Superintendent  of  Tidal 
Work,  in  the  Hydrographic  Depart- 
ment of  the  Admiralty*  at  a  meethig 
of  the  Royal  Oeographical  Society  in 
February    last. 

Experience  of  tbe  War 

Were  further  .proof  of  the  sound- 
ness of  the  Hyd^rographlc  Depart- 
ment's views  on  tidal  prediction  re- 
quired, ample  evidence  was  obtained 
during  the  war.  Previeus  to  the  oot- 
break  of  war  tidal  perdictions  for 
^erman  porta  bad  been  obtained 
from  Germany  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  exchange  of  hydrographic  in- 
formation; when  war  broke  oiU-the 
calculation  of  these  pcedictiono  be- 
came neccsaary,  and  it  waa  decided, 
for  various  reasons,  to  employ  the 
Harmonic  method  for  this  purppse. 
Serious  errors  were  found  in  the  re- 
sulta.  and  predictions,  which  reached 
a  h*lgh  degree  of  accuracy,  werO 
therefore  calculated  by  the  equation 
method.  It  has  since  been  ascertained 
that  Harmonic  predictions  for  tho 
North  Sea  ports  have  been  tried,  and 
been  fobnd  aerlously  inaccurate,  in. 
both  the   Netherlands  and  Germany. 

That,  in  spite  of  experience  to  the 
contrary,  accurate  Harmonic  prodic- 
tions  for  North  Sea  ports  are  poKsible 
is  not  open  to  argument,  for  it  Ifl  a 
scientific  fact  that  any  wave' can  be 
reduced  to  Harmonic  componenta; 
the  probability  is  that  component 
waves  which  exist  in  doep-water 
porta  do  not  exist  in  the  North  Sea 
wave,  and  vice  versa,  but  It  Is  a  t|ti«s- 
tion  whether,  an  accurate  method  of 
predicting  these  tides  having  been 
found,  renewed  Invoatlgation.  which, 
though  it  may  result  In  further  proof 
of  a  fact  cannot'  result  ^  Iroprpvod 
prediction,  is  of  any  value.

ceitra  of  the  croup;  from  thence 
M«kt,  tuminc  aoatherly  m  what  ap- 
peira  on  a  mercator  chart  aa  a  gi^at 
arQ  of  a  circle.  ThIa  route  la  4.tO0 
mHea  from  Victoria  to  Yokohama  ap- 
proximately.

From  the  month  of  March  until 
November,  heavy  blanketing  foga  In- 
vjDd3  the  Oraat  Cirole  Route,  and 
often  accumulate  ao  thickly  that 
ateamahip  navigation  la  rendered  ex- 
tremely aerilova.

There 
la  no  date  to  hand,  nor  la  there  any 
formulated  anywhere  ]ttat  how  hlvb 
theae  foga  cloud  tha  air.  ao  It  would 
be  unwiaa  to  depend  on  bemv  able  te 
fly  above  tha  fog  in  the  trans-|>aciftc 
attempt. 

From  Deoembei-  to  February,  how- 
ever, theae  foga  are  not  ao  moeh  IS' 
evidence,    and    that    period     may     be 
teken  aa  being  of  fairly  goodT  viilhll- 
ity  from  the  airman'a  viewpoint. 

Galea  are  atetad  aa  coming,  broftd- 
ly.  from  two  main  aourcea,  and  oper- 
ating in  two  different  directiona.  .  A 
atrong  aoutheaaterly  wind  operating 
from  the  aouthern  end  of  Japan  up 
acroaa  the  Pacific  towarda  tba  Alan- 
tlan  lalanda.  The  second  olaaa  of 
hurricane  ia  aald  to  blow  ,  from  off 
the  Southern  American  coatft — up  the 
coast  in  a  northweeteriy  direction.

If  the  voyage  by  air  was  met^y  a 
matter  of  getting  ^K>va  the  prevail- 
ing ani  fluctuating,  weather  condi- 
tions on  the  turfac*.  it  woald  be  a 
simple  thing  tp  coni^truot  a  machine 
that  would  give  the  requisite  speed 
and  flying  endurance  to  accomplish 
the  trip.

. :  This  almost  forgotten  victory  was 
of  the  vreatest  Importance  at  the 
time.  Oreat  Britain,  espouslnc  the 
cause  of  the  impress  Maria  Theresa 
will  at  .war  with  Prance,  who  chnm- 
pitfned  the  claims  of  the  Elector  of 
Bavaria  to  the  throne  of  Austria. 
News  had  reached  the  Admiralty  that 
France  was  flttins  out  two  squadrons, 
one  under  the  command  of  the  Mar- 
quis de  la  Jonqulere  for  the  recovery 
Df'€h^  Breton  which  had  been  t%h*b 
)^  a  British  fleet  under  the  comRtand: 
of  Sir  Pister  Warren  in  1746,  and  the 
other  under  M.  Qrou  iBo  St.  Ocor** 
was  Intended  to  co-operate  with  the 
famous  Dnpletx  In  the  capture  of  the 
British  Bast  Indian  settlements.  It 
was  of  th^  utmost  importance  that 
both  these  expeditions  be  defeated 
and  vlsorous  steps  wera  taken  to  ef- 
fect this  object  before  thvy  reaolied 
the  open  seas.  It  was  learnt  that  the 
somblned  enemy  squadrons,  thirty- 
rifht  vessels  in  all,  wei^  to  sail  In 
company  for  mutual  support  as  far  as 
Cape  It.  Vincent.  In<4«4od  ,in  t^alr 
number  were  elcHt  ships  of  tlie 
French  Navy  and  five  Slast  Indlanuta 
capable  of  standlns  in  the  llrle,  ttie 
remainder  of  the  squadrons  being 
made  up  of  transports. 

The  task  of  checkmating  the  move 
was  entrusted  to  Admiral  Anson,  who 
three  years  previously  had  complet- 
ed his  famous  voyafe  around  the 
world.  He  chose  as  hia  second  In 
eommaad  his,  intimate  friend,  Sir 
Peter  Warren.  Anson  ho|at*d  his  fl«c 
on  the  "Prinoe  Oeorce,"  a  noble  three 
decker  of  f 0  gun«,>  whilst  Warren' 
ohose  the  "I>evonshlre"  of  ■'Cjir  guiii  ^ 
)Ua  flagship.  Amonv  the  vessels  com- 
poslns  the  British  fleet  .y^am  tha  iHne 
(fid  "Centurion*  herself,  the  ship  In 
which  Anson  had  made  his  voyace 
artd  in  whiph  he  had  f o^tfllt  ^nn  e«p^ 
^ured  the  celebrated  Manila  calleon. 
Including  the  above-named  vesoels 
Lbe  British  fleet  numbered  seventeen 
lall.  Concerning  the  difllculties  eon- 
fronting  the  British  commander,  Pro- 
fessor Callender  jrives  the  following 
%ccount  in  hIa  work.  "Sea  Kings  of 
Britain*':  "The  nnan  who  has  arrang- 
ed to  meat  another  in  a  certain 
{'rowded  street  and  hag  oiautod  to 
tate  the  exact  spot,  ^Ofild  like  to 
retain  his  self-respect  by  standing 
atlll.  and  yet  is  tempted  to  rtlsh  about 
'nn  a  wild  and  fruitless  search.  An- 
woiT  found  himself  in  a  similar  pre- 
dicament. The  enemy  might  sldla  past 
if  he'  drew  up  his  forces  off  the  Cape: 
if  he  oarved  them  into  detachments 
ynd  scattered  them,  there  was  little 
chance  of  the  overwhelming  victory 
which  he  craved.  Happily  the>  per- 
fection of  his  instinct  led  him  to  in- 
troduce a  net||^  fighting  disposition 
^hlch  solved  Xhe  problem  before  him 
and  placed  him  la  the  very  front 
rank  of  British  fleet  commanders. 
Wlthoift  interfering  in  the  power  of 
his  ships  to  move  in  line  ahead  or 
l^ne  abreast,  he  taught  them  "to  reg- 
ulate themselves  by  bearing  on  some 
particular  point  of  the  compass  from 
one  another."  The  ships  might  be 
itatloned  at  intervals  of  two  miles 
and  prtyeed  in  skrlmlshlng  order 
without  sacrificing  mutual  co-opera- 
tion, they  would  still  be  ready  on 
tbs  moment  to  move  into  line  pt  bat'- 
tle,  those  nearer  the  enemy  iparklng 
time;  those  more  removed  baakiai 
■ail.  Tills  simple  manoeuvre  dM  Mm 
exhaust  the  passlbllities  of  the  IJan 
6t  Bealrtng,  The  manoeuvre  prov«>d 
M  frottfttl  aa  Mr  Zaaao  Newton's 
kpH«.**

noticing  the  Frenchmen  were  shaking  out  their 
top-gallaht-salls  as  If  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  which  the  approaching  darkness  of- 
fered for  escape,  he  hauled  down  the  signal  for 
the  line  and  ordered  a  general  chase.  The  first 
shot  was  fired  at  four  in  Uie  afternoon.  The 
French  men-of-war  fought'  stubbornly,  but  the 
Indlamen  soon  made  off.  Anson  dispatched  Brett 
and  Baumarek)  two  of  his  old  "Centurions,"  after 
them,  who  soon  overtook  and  captyrfed  them  and 
six  transports  to  lioot. 

In  the  main  battle  the  "Invincible"  found  her- 
901$  maagkad.  yard  arm-  fb  yard'  atm.  with  tha 
Brlttsh  "NaMur"  of  74  guas.and  commanded  l>y 
the  limaotta  Bo8cawe»^"OM  Dreadnought."  Tha 
yagsela.waM  of  equal 4atr*ngth  and  the  flght  was 
a  desperate  one.  Boscawen  was  badly  wounded  In 
the  shoulder,  but  refused  to  leave  his  quarterdeck 
whilst  St  Oeorge,  despite  the  heavy  losses  which 
his  vessel  sustained  refused  to  surrender  until  the 
"Devonshire"  Joining  in  the  fray  and  the  "Prince 
George"  approaching  mada  furttMr  reslstan^  1 
hopeless. 

At  7  p.  m.>.the  action  tiniabed.  By 
that  tim^:  tha  whole  of  tha  French 
fleet  ha4^  ba«n  taken;^  La  Jonqulere 
was  too  badly  wounded  to  make  the 
surrender  In  person,  and  the  part  was 
played  by  the  gallant. St  Oeorge  in 
the  opening  words  of  this  artfble. 

Of  tha^^Invlncibla';  Afison  wrote  to 
the  Admirality  "She  Is  a  prodigious 
fftne  ship  and  vastly  large.  I  think 
aJhe  is  longer  than  any  ship  In  our 
fleet  and  quite  new."  She  was  171 
iaet  long,  4f  tHft'  in  beam,  had  a 
diraught  of  31  feet  and  measured  1793 
tons.  She  carried  a' crew  of  700  men. 
She  was  added  to  the  British  Navy 
and  so  gveatly  admired  were  hfer  lines 
and  proportions  that  she  served  as 
^0  model  for  some  of  pur  most  fa- 
Ipadaa  men-of-war.  In  1768  she  was 
attached  to  the  squadron  sent  under 
t^e  QOmn^and  of  Hon.  Edward  Boa- 
eawen  Cpr  the  capture  of  Cape  Bre- 
ton. She  was  then  under  the  com- 
mand of  Oapt  John  Bentley.  who  had 
commanded  Anson's  flagship  on  the  , 
day    of    her    capture.       Shortly     after  ] 
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stays  and  ran  on  Ower's  Shoal  where 
she  was  totally  lost  though  fortun- 
ately every  man  of  her  crew  was 
saved.  , 

The  "Oloire"  was  also  i,dded  to  the 
British  Navy  under  the  name  "Glory^* 
—carrying  a  crew  of  280,  Rhe  was  111 
feet  long,  36  feet  beam  and  15  feet 
draught  .  ^he  me^ured  748  tons  and 
oarrted<  44-  guns.  -She  was  eventually 
sold  out  of  the  service  m  1763  for

Tbie  Heroic  Defence  of  the  "Glorlooo" 

lAgain  In  the  yfar  1747  there  was 
at  sea'  off  tAtfOs  three  Brltiim  VM- 
vateers.  the  "Prince  Frederick,"  the 
"Duke,"  and  the  "King  George."  The 
squadron  being  named  after  members 
of  the  reigning  house,  were  known  u 
the  "Rayal  Family,"  and  at  the  tim^ 
of  our  story  weire  under  the  command 
of  Capt  George  Walker,  the  most 
darini  and  able  prlvatef^r  of  his  day. 

On  Octotyar  6th  as  these  ships  wei^ 
standing  out  6f  Lagos  Bay  they  sight- 
ed a  large  vessel  coming  in  towards 
Cap*  Bt.  Vineant.  to  which  they  at 
once  gave  chase.  The  stranger  bore 
away  to  the  westward. but  the  failing 
breese.  favared  the  lighter  vessels  and 
the  "King  George,"  with  Walker  him- 
self In  eomntand.  soon  overtook  the 
fugitive.  The  wind  fell  to  a  dead 
calm.  Walker  now  made  tlie  uncom- 
fortable discovery  that  he  was  lying 
under  the  guns  oif  a  Spanish  74,  the 
"Olorlos^"  to  which  he  could  oppose 
a  battery  of  83.  The  "Olorloso"  had 
a  Xew  days'previouaiy  landed  at'Fer- 
rol  a  treasure  of  about  three  millions 
after  a  venturesome  trip  aStOf/i  the 
Atlantic  from  the  Spanish  llala.  On 
f4th  July  she  had  fallen  in  ^Ith  two 
BritUh  men-of-war,  the  "loirfc"  of 
40  guns  and  the  "Warwick"  '  of  «0 
gone.  The  latter  had  .attacked  but 
b^ng  unsupported  by  her  consort  the 
rillMMard  had  beatep  tile  smaller  ves- 
eal  to  a  standstill  and  escaped.  Wal-* 
kar,  ariko  .  knew  of  tha  "Glorioso's" 
oflBing  vag  under  the  impression 
thalt  tha  treaanre  was  yat  aboard  and 
ditarmlpad  to  ha«^rd  an  engagement, 
nia  bvOning  br«**e  ahortly  came 
along  and  the  Spaniard  headed  in- 
shore. Walker  followed  and  his  ac- 
tions gave  the  first  intimation  to  his 
quarry  that  her  pursuer  was  British. 
A  broadside  was  the  Immediate  result 
which  was  as  quickly  returned  and 
ranging  alongside  the  little  prl'vrateer 
was  soon  engaged  in  a  desperate  en- 
counter with  the  74  at  half  pistol 
shot  distance.  Fortunately  for  the 
smaller  veseel,  most  of  the  Spanish 
shot  went  high  but  even  then.  In  a 
faw  boors  tha  "King  Oeorge"  waa  in 
a  oritieal  oooditloa  when  her  consort 
the  "Prlaea  Fradartok"  came  up  and 
the  "Glorloso"  made  off. 

The  sound  of  the  firing  had  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  another  Brit- 
ish cruiser  and  the  "Dartmontlif  of 
80  guns  nnd*r  tb*  command  of  Cap4. 
Jams*  Hamilton,  coming  up  from  th* 
aaatara^d  intercepted  the  flying  Span- 
iard and  waa  soon  engagad  in  another 
larrlflo  figbt  This  had  not  lasted 
vary  font,  howavar,  before  an  un- 
loaky  Bhot  panatratad  the  "Dart- 
moath'e"  magaalaa  and  that  vesael 
blew  vp.  Of  bar  erew  of  800  men

"Prino*  Frederick."  whMi  waa  fttkr 
deavoring  again  to  com*  up  wlib  thb 
chas*.  .  _  .  t-  ..,•;■.,  i, 
'  Buf'ihe  troubles' of  We  "Olorloso" 
were  not  yet  over.  Yet  another  Brlf- 
ish  ship  hove  In  sight.  This  time  It 
was  the  "Russell"  of  80  guns,  home- 
ward bound  fii'om  the  Mediterranean. 
Half  her  crew  only  we(re  on  boari* 
and  of  these  many  were  sick.  Sh* 
waa  soon  alongside  the  battle-worn 
Spaniard.  A  titanic  struggle  ensued 
which  lasted  five  Ifours.  The  "Olorl- 
oso" lost  her  main  top-mast,  many  of 
her  crew  were  killed  or  w-ounded  and 
the  remainder  exhausted  with  their 
long  struggled,  when  finally  the  flag 
of  Spain  waa  hauled  down  as  a  token 
of  surrender.  The  ship  had  been  de- 
fended In  a  manner  which  must  ever 
rak  as  one  of  the  'inj^  explolta  of 
the  Spanish  Navy.  She  Was  added  to 
the  British  Navy. 

Th«>  "Monarquo**' 
This  engraving  shows  a  vessel  link- 
ed at  once  with  one  of  the  most  glo- 
rious   and    one    of    the    saddest    epl- 


leavlng  Splthead.  however,  .he  mteaed  1  .odes    in    the    history    of    the     Royal 


Navy.  She  was  captured  '  from  the 
French  in  the  action  fought  on  14th 
October,  1747,  between  the  fleets  un- 
der the  command  of  Rear  Admiral 
Hawke  and  M.  de  I'Btenduere  off 
Cape  Finnestei're. 

Again  information  had  reached  the 
British  authorities  that  the  French 
were  fitting  out  an  expedition.  This 
^Ime  it  was  for  despatch  to  the  WAt 
Indies.  A  large  fleet  of  merchantmen 
were  to  be  convoyed  by  a  squadron  of 
nine  men-of-war  from  the  Basque 
Roads.  The  British  fitted  out  a  fleet 
of  fourteen  men-of-war  which  waa 
placed  under  the  command  of  Hawke, 
and  left  Plymouth  on  9th  August, 
1747.  The  French  left  Isle  d'Alx  on 
6th  Octol>er  and  eight  days  later  were 
sighted  by  Hawke  In  lat  47:10  N.  and 
long.  1:2  \^,  off  Finnesterre.  At  first 
Hawke  mape  the  signal  to  chaise  but 
on  getting  a  clearer  view  of  the  Im- 
mense fleet  opposed  to  him— there 
were  252  sail  of  merchantmen  In  the 
convoy — and  uncertain  of  the  nature 
of  the  vesae1i»-€om  posing  It,  he  ordered 
line  of  battle  ahead.  Etenduere  had 
no  trouble  in  deciding  the  strength 
of  his  pursuer  and  forming  his  fight- 
ing ships  Into  line,  placed  himself  be- 
tween bis  cOnvoy  an'd  the  enemy.  The 
convoy  he  ordered  to  proceed  with 
the  utmost  speed  whilst  he  fought 
Hawke.  These  manoeuvres  Informed 
Hivwke  of  the  nature  of  his  opponents 
and  ^e  at  once  hauled  down  the  sig- 
nal for  line  andf  ordered  a  general 
chase.  A  running  fight  ensued  in 
which  the  French,  although  they  bore 
thamselves  #Ith  the  utmost  gallantry, 
were  oompletely  defeated.  Etendu- 
ere had  however  sav«d  his  convoy 
from  Immediate  capture  for  the  «nost 
of  them  escaped  In  the  ensuing  dark- 
ness. This  waa  a  contingency  which 
Hawke  had  foreseen  and  he  dispatch- 
ed tba  "Weazel,"  sloop,  to  apprise 
Compiodore  Pocock  In  the  West  In- 
die* €>f  the  French  approaoh  -arlth  the 
reault  that  most  of  tha  merchantmen 
ware  captured  before  they  reached 
their  destination.  In  his  official  let- 
ter reporting  thia  action  Hawke  made 
use  of  the  following  expression:  "As 
the  enemy's  ships  were  large,  except 
the  "Severn,"  they  took  a  deal  of 
drubbing."  The  letter  was  being  read 
to  King  George  II.,  who  not  under- 
standing English  very  well,  asked 
Lord  Chesterfield  who  was  reading, 
the  explanation  of  "drubbing."  At 
this  moment  the  Duke  of  Bedford  en- 
tered the  room  and  his  grace  having 
a  short  time  previously  been  engaged 
in  a  fracas  on  Lichfield  racecourse. 
Lord  Chesterfield  referred  the  king 
to  the  duke  f^r  an  aaplanatlon,  at 
which  his  majesty  laugliad  and  said 
ha  how  undersUJod  tha  word  perfect- 
ly. Among  th*  ahlps  eaptnrad  In  th^ 
aettoa  was  th*  "Monarque"  of  '74 
giaaa  shown  tn  the  alwv*  Illustration. 
too  iBQch  for  the  glorious  episode. 

Tb*  ravers*  of  the  ahteld  occurred 
ton  years  latar.  Tb*  "Monarqu*." 
than  1#  Portsmouth,  was  chosen  as 
the  Teasel  upon  which  the  unforton- 
■t*  Byn»  was  to  be  executed.  It  was 
at  first  ordered  that  he  be  shot  on 
tka  forecastle  but  this  Ignominy  was 
bowevor  spdrod  him  at  the  salidta- 
tion  of  bie  friends,  and  tba  eontaBoe 


was  carripd  out  on  the  quarter  deck. 
On  the  morning  of  14th  March,  1767, 
Byng  v^ho  throughout  his  trial  had 
iMhaved  himself  as  the  brave  man 
he  undoubtedly  was,  rose  from  a 
sound  night's  sleep  at  five.  He  al- 
ways prided  himself  on  his  early  ris- 
ing and  on  this  occasion  bantered  the 
Admiralty  Marshal  who  did  not  ap- 
pear unUl  six.  After  a  hearty,  break- 
fast he  received  certain  of  his  rela- 
tives at  nln^  and  then  prepared  for 
tha  final  'tragedy  which  was  timed 
for  noon.  He  was  with  difficulty  per- 
suaded to  consent  to  bis  eye*  being 
bandaged.  "I  have  never  in  all  my 
life  been  afraid  to  face  death,"  he 
•Kid,  "Why  now  should  I  not  do  so, 
now  Its  approach  Is  here?  In  the 
end  he  yielded  to  the  soUcltations  of* 
the  Captain  of  the  "Monarque,"  who 
told  him  that  "The  men  will  not  l>e 
able  to  do  their  duty  if  you  are  star- 
ing them  in  the  face."  A  little  before 
noon  140  Marlrfes  were  ranged  under  . 
arms.  A  beap  of  sawdust  was  thrown  ] 
on  one  side  of  the  quarterdeck  and  > 
a  cushion  placed  on  It  In  the  middle 
of  the  qmirterdeok  a  aquad  of  nine 
marines  was  drawn  up  In  three  ranks 
— the  two  foremost  were  to  form  the 
firing  party  and  the  third  were  a  re- 
serve for  unforesaen  contingencies. 
Byng  during  these  preparations  was 
calmly  walking  up  and  down  the 
stern  walk.  A  few  seconds  befor^ 
noon  he  stepped  out  of  the  cabin  oir^ 
to  the  quarterdeck  accompanied  by 
the  Admiralty  Marshal,  the  chaplain 
and  taro  of  his  relatives.  "He  came 
out,**  writes  an  officer  who  was  pre- 
sent "with  hia  hat  under  his  arm, 
turned  about  and  smiled,  took  a 
handkerchief  out  of  his,  pocket,  tied 
It  with  two  knots  over  his  eyes,  kfTelt 
down  on  hia  left  knee,  laid  his  hat 
down  on  his  left  side,  and  immedi- 
ately dropped  another  handkerchief 
as  a  signal  to  fire."  The  volley  went 
off  In  an  instant  Six  men  fired,  fiVa 
bullets  struck  Byng.  They  vrent 
through  him  close  together  and  he 
fell  forarard  without  a  .move,  stone 
dead.  That  he  was  ..deliberately  sac- 
rificed to  shield  from  public  anger 
the  Government  of  the  day  there  Is 
now  no  dpubt.  Concerning  his  exe- 
cution Voltaire  wrote  that  it  was  or- 
dered "Pour  encourager  les  autres." 
The  "Victory" 
Engraving  number  5  la  doubly  in- 
teresting. In  the  first  plade  it  ia  af- 
ter a  painting  by  one  of  the  most 
eminent  of  marine  artists,  Isaac  Sail- 
maker.  Sallmaker  was  born  in  1683 
and  the  first  thing  we  know  of  his 
early  life  is  that  he  wiis  apprenticed 
to  George  Geldorp  who  lived-  in  Arch- 
er Street,  Drury  Lane,  London,  and 
afterwards  became  curator  to  the 
royal  collection  of  pictures  after  the 
Restoration  In  1660.  Sallmaker's 
name  first  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
public  at  the  time  of  the  Common- 
wealth when  ehe  was  employed  by 
Oliver  Cromwell  to  paint  a  view  of 
the  fleet  before  Mardjik,  which  town, 
together  with  DuiiWirk,  was  delivered 
to  the  English  in  16S8  and  in  1662 
was  sold  l>y  Charles  II.  to  Louis  XIV., 
who  bad  it  strongly  fortified.  What 
became  of  the  picture  no  trace  can 
be  found,  lir  fact  no  oil  painting  by 
Sallmaker  Is  known  ,to  b*  In  exist- 
ence. The  engravings  after  his  works 
are  extremely  rare  and  usually  bring 
big  priees.     Sallmaker  died  In   1721. 

•The  scene  depleted  in  the  present 
engraving  is  thf  visit  of  William  III. 
to  Portsmouth  on  6th  February,  1608. 
On  that  occasion  he  dined  with  Ad- 
miral Rook*  on  board  his  ship  and 
conferred  upon  the  seaman  the  honor 
of  knighthood  in  recognition  of  his 
destruction  of  th*  Fr*n«h  fl**t  In  La 
Hogue,  under  the  eye*  of  ex-King 
James,  who  watched  the  scene  from 
the  shore,  exclaiming  "My  brave  Eng- 
lish!" The  rosral  barge  t>earmg  th* 
cjrpher  "WR"  on  the  stem  l>oard  will 
t>e  noticed  towing  astern  of  the  ship 
in  the  foreground,  whilst  William's 
Royal  Standard  file*  from  tb*  main 
maatbead. 

The  reward  eonf erred  upon  bis  Atf- 
mlr»l  was  a  w«ll  marttad  one.  It  was 
Rook*  who  In  1080  bad  commanded 
tb*  aquadron  s*nt  to  the  relief  of 
Londonderry.  He  had  successfully 
bluffed  a  superior  French  fleet  and 
kept  General  Klrke  supplied  with  th*

Rooke  swore  to  destroy 
the|n.  Afloat  they  reprosented  a  con- 
tinued menace  to  the  security  of  Wil- 
liam lipon^be  English  throne.

Am  to  the  "Victpry"  herself,  this 
veaael  was  bt|ilt  aa  th*  "Royal  James" 
In  167B.  At  tba  aocesaioti  of  WlllUm^ 
her  name  waa  ohanged  to  "Victory.", 
Rebuilt  In  1741-7  sba  left  Portsmouth 
In  July,  1744,  baarlng  tl^e  fla«  :of 
Admiral  Sir  John  BalOhen,  to  whom 
waa  oonfldad  the  •  duty  of  aonvoying 
the  Smyrna  eonvoy  safely  past  Gib- 
raltar. It  was  than  t>^ofcadad  by  a 
French  fleet  under  de  Roobanlbaau  in 
tha  Tagus.  Balehen  drove  off  Ro- 
otaamb«au  and  carried  out  th*  re- 
mainder of  bia  taak  and  then  with 
hia  fleet  sailed  homeward.  All  went

ing  the  nucleus  of  yet  another  ar- 
tnada>;  To  follow  them  into  thels,  re- 
treat Jlooke  was  obliged  to  shift  his 
flag  from  the  deep  "Neptune,"  in 
which  he  |iad  fought  at  Barfleur,  a 
vessel  of  00  guns,  to  the  "Elagle"  of 
70  guns.  In  this  ship,  accompanied 
by  several  flreships  and  small  craft, 
he  appeared  off  La  Hogue  op  33rd 
May,  1602.  When  James  learnt  of 
bis  approach  he  aounselled  Tourvllle 
to  relntoro*  hte  crews  of  th*  men- 
Of-war  by  troops.  Tourvllle,  indig- 
nant at  tb*  slur  thus  cast  upon  the 
valor  of  his  sailors  refused  to  listen 
to  any  sucb  advice.  He  warped  th* 
vessels  still  closer  to  the  forts  and 
confidently  awaited  the  next  move  of 
his  enemy.  He  did  not  have  long  to 
wait.  Collecting  all  the  boats  of  his 
aquadron,  some  200  in  number,  Ro^ke 
manned  them  and  covered  their  ap- 
proaoh by  the  fire  of  such  vessels 
whose  light  draught  permitted  them 
to  approach  near  enough  to  the  enemy 
t  qoot  aui  escort  The  British  saiil- 
ors  with  their  seal  atigmented  by  th* 
preeence  of  the  army  of  invasion  as 
spectatore,  dashed  in  to  the  fray.  So 
shallow  was  the  water  that  the 
French  cavalry  was  actually  enabled 
to  engage  In  combat  with  the  oncom- 
ing tars.  The  "Horse  Marine"  waa 
an  acttiatityv  The  fight  did  not  laat 
long.  Swarming  o/i  l>oard  the  strand- 
ed Frenchmen  the  British  were  soon 
In  bossession  and  whilst  some  of  their 
number  fought  the  ships'  guns 
against  the  forts,  the  others  under 
Rooke'a  directions  prepared  the  ship* 
for  the  final  scene.  As  the  sliades  of 
evening  fell  flames  leaped  from  the 
decks  and  rigging  of  the  enemy.  All 
through  the  night  they  burned  and 
when  morning  broke  all  that  remain- 
ed of  the  gallamt  vessels  were  a  few 
charred  timbers.  Until  far  Into  tba 
nineteenth  century  the  weather-wort^ 
ribs  of  some  of  these  ships  were  fctlll 
vlaibla  at  low  spring  tide  in  th*  Bay 
of  hk  Hogue.  In  March,  1888,  num- 
•reOs  relic*  were  raoovared  from  the 
wreckage  and  are  now  preserved  in 
Ibe  Musee  de  la  Marina  in  Paris.

For  aome  time  the  premiaea 
enjoyed  local  fame  as  the  home  of  %. 
piekHnc  factory.  The  pr6dUot  today 
la  of  inflnltety  greater  tmporuhoe,  for 
here,  under  the  eye  of  well.tralned  In- 
atnictors  of  the  Department  of  Sol- 
diers' Civil  Re-establlahment,  are  be- 
inff  shaped  skilled  shoemakera,  elec- 
tricUna.  cablhet-makera  and  carpen- 
ters. 

The  8.C.R.  have  bean  too  much  in 
the  formative  atase.     oautloualy  and 
Mth  vreat-  wisdom  aelectlnv  and  dia- 
cardlns  from  the  wealth  of  technlco- 
educatiOntl   suvfestlona   which     ha[ve 
been  brought  to  their  notlee,  to  make 
roUch  noise  aboiU  their  work.     8eU- 
advertlaement  ia     not     onA     of  their 
weakner«ea.      But    nevertheleas     th^ 
have    made    amasinv    prorresa,    wo^ 
derfuily  enlar«ed     their     scope,     and 
seem  at  last  to  have  settled  down  to  a 
definitely  defined  coyrae.     capable  of 
endless   expansion,  and  ao  pliable  in 
ita  orsanlaation  that  it  can  meet  the 
peculiar  needs  of  practically  any  class 
of  man  who  applies  to  them  for  help. 
This  most  recently  opened  of  their 
vocational  schools  here  Is  a  concreto 
inatance  of  the     rapid     extension   in 
their  Vancouver  Island  system  which 
has   taken    place   within    the    last   six 
or  elffht  months.    The  buildipr,  which 
houses  ho  less  than  seventy*tlve  men 
durinsr  the  daily  seasons     of  its  four 
classes,   was   taken   pver   because   the 
number  of  students  enrolled  under  the 
8.C.R.    was    becoming      too      large    to 
-handle  at  Esquimau,  where  the  major 
part  of  the  work  was  concentrated  up 
to  a  few  months  ago.    But  growth  was 
preordained.     As  the  number  of  men 
discharged   fron(i   hoapital   "unable    to 
resume   their   pre-war     occupations" 
grew,   there  qaturaliy  fell     upon  the 
S.C.R.    the    task     of    examining  and 
classifying    the    veterans  ^  and    giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  take  up  some 
course  of  training     which  would     fit 
them  for  work  which  they  would  be 
able  to  do  with  their  particular  dis- 
abiUty. 

Shoe  Repairing 

The  shoe  repairing  class  was  startad 

more  than  a  year  ago  at  .BpqUimait.-  It 

retiects  creditably  on  the .  Department 

at  Ottawa  that  ^hey-are-not  showing 

themselves  stingy  in-  the  granting  of 

machinery  and  furniture  and  auppUes 

*  necessary  for  the  fitting  of  the  various 

technical  achools,  and   the   shoemak- 

;ing  claaa,  now  removed  to  the  building 

on  Flsgard  Street,  haa  everything  that 

it  requires  in  this  respect. 

There  are  twenty-five  students.  It 
la  almost  safe  to  aay  that  none  of 
them,  with  the  exception  perhapa  of 
their  instructor.  Mr.  Smith,  knew  any-' 
thing  about  shoemaking  or  boot  re- 
pairing prior  to  their  entrance  to  thia 
class.  Some  of  them  were,  before 
the  war,  carpenters;  some  were  team- 
sters; one,  at  least,  waa  a  Jockey.  The 
nature  of  their  disability,  which  must 
he  recognised  ss  more  or  leas  perma- 
ment  now  that  they  tutve  been  dis- 
charged from  the  military  hosplUI 
and  transferred  to  the  8.C.R.,  pre- 
cludes them  from  returning  to  these 
occupations.  A  man  with  a  perma- 
nently injured  foot  could  not,  for  in- 
atance, auccessfully  pursue  tha  voca- 
tion of  carpenter,  but  shoe  repairing 
demands   little   movement  and,   other

In  the 
shoa>rep*ir  class  all  the  Army  But 
Work  Is  taken;  little  hodU  ai|4  aboes 
from  the  B.C.  ProtesUht  Orphanage 
oome  la  big  pareela  for  repair,  a  lor 
of  aoltng  and  haeUag  la  undertkken 
lor  returned  men.  ¥heae  all  fumteh 
abundance  of  material  (or  the  prao- 
tteal  work.  The  instructor  defhrers 
laotvwea  at  Intarvala,  and  hr  oonaUnt 
personal  supervision  of  the  men's  work 
from  day  to  day  is  able  to  give  them 
practical  and  direct  advice  a\  to  the 
eaaleat  and  best  methods  of  going 
about  any  particular  mending  opera- 
tion. 

Mailing  fik»otrtctem 
Vrom  thIa  btiay  vpiitAira  r9«m,  with 
its  aound  of  hammer  and  sewinir  ma- 
chine, the  visitor  paasee  across  to  the 
"electrtcal"  class  in  charge  of  Mr.  Boy- 
den.  Mr.  Constable  acts  as  ussistant. 
At  present  one  end  of  the  room  Is 
used  for  lectures.  The  other  la  the 
acene  of  continual  demonstration  in 
some  practical  feature  of  the  oourae. 
From  the  blackboard  and  the  text- 
book the  atudent  turns  direct  to  the 
actual  work  of  wiring  or  fitting  parts 
to  power  machinery. 

Most  of  the  class,  which  .numbers 
about  twenty-five,  is  made  up  of  boys 
who  left  school  to  loin  the  army.  Text 
^  books,  therefore,  are  not  ao  difficult 
'^for  them  to  go  back  to  aa  for  the 
Older  men.  The  building  when  Uken 
oyer,  was  no^ittad  with  machinery, 
and  these  young  veterana  from  the 
army  have  been  assigned  to  the  task 
of  putting  in  all  the  wiring  and  the 
power  machinery,  fhis  is  the  beat 
possible  kind  of  lesson,  from  which 
they  will  derive  the  most  profitable 
kind  of  demonatration.  The  course 
covers  a  period  of  eight  months,  the 
time  set,  in  most  instances,  for  other 
courses  under  the  S.C.R. 

Cabinet-Making 

The  ground  floor  of  this  quaint 
building  with  it^  insignificant  entrance 
Is  devoted  to  the  claasea  In,  caMnet- 
niaking,  under  the  instruction 
of  Mr.  Young,  and  to  carpentry.  Hero 
are  to  be  found  further  examples  of 
men  whose  disabilities  precluded  their 
return  to  their  old  occupations.  One 
man,  formerly  a  barber,  suITerlnK  now 
from  tubercular  symptoms  as  the  re- 
sult of  exposure  and  other  conditions 
in  the  fighting  line,  would  not  have 
}iad  a  chance  to  make  any  stem  to- 
ward recovery  had  he  gone  back  to 
such  steady  indoor,  work,  Hki  new 
vocation*  under  the  ciroumstances.  is 
probably  the  best  thing  that  he  could 
have  chosen— with  the  help  of  the 
S.C.R.  officials. 

"A  lot  depends  on  the  type  of  man: 
some  apply  themselves  to  their  work; 
some  don't,"  said  the  instructor  In 
looking  about  the  room  where  plane 
and  hammer  were  busy  In  the  hands' 
of  workers.  ■ 

There  are  twelve  men  in  the  car- 
pentry class  at  present;  four  are  tak- 
ing up  cabinet-making.  The  day  the 
school  waa  visited  several  of  the  for- 
mer were  out  on  a  building  getting 
some  practical  experience."  '■' 

At  Baqulmalt 

While    this  >place    ^   the    heart""  of 
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malt    having    caHrled    out    this 
of  the  work  very  satisfactorily. 
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the  city  "carriea  on"  other  schools 
under  the  S.C.R.  are  fitting  other  re- 
turned men  for  other  occupations.  The 
little  motor-mechanics  school  of  a 
year  ago  at  Esquimau  had  pushed  out 
lU  walla  until  from  ten  pupils  and 
one  motor  it  now  houses  scnne  sev- 
enty-five students  and  a  doxen  or  ao 
cars  in  various  sUtes  of  disrepair. 
There  are  six  instructors,  Mesars. 
Foulde,  Gainer,  Farr,  Hoyle,  Swin- 
burne and  Graham,  and  betwisen  the 
periods  of  blaokamithlng  and  assembl- 
ing parts  and  fitting  there  are  lectures 
In  a  small  shed  nearby.  Although  the 
exacting  standards  of  a  model  city 
school  building  may  not  be  found  here 
it  is  doubtful  if  anywhere  there  exists 
•  more  Interested  group  of  students 
than  that  which  passes  round  for 
Inspection  some  specimen  difTerential 
or  spark-plug  or  engtne-caf^ng  while 
thelnatructor  explaina. 

Twenty-five  men  are  Uken  at  a 
time  for  the  lectures,  whioh  go  on  all 
day.  olaas  following  class  until  every 
man  haa  been  through  the  "note-book" 
period.  Then  to  the  machine  shop, 
with  its  hum  of. lathe  and  sound  of 
anvil,  everjrone  purposeful  and  Inter- 
ested in  the  day's  task. 

BIc  KaofaliMnr 
Here  «gatn  the  Department  has 
seen  to  it  that  good  machinery  is  In- 
stalled, and  the  men  all  haye  ample 
opportunity  to  learn  the  ma|iag«ment 
of  the  big  ten-foot  lathe  and  the  gear- 
cutting  machines.  Up  to  date,  al- 
though the  course  oocuylea  about 
eight  months,  some  ten  men  have 
completed  the  class  and  gone  out  to 
take  poaltions.  IiOtters  received  from 
some  of  these  "graduates"  Indicate 
the  satisfactory  nature  of  the  Instruc- 
tion, some  having  taken  poHitions  of 
considerable  responsibility  as  foremen 
of  motor-repair  ahopa;  others  having 
positions  as  machinists  which  are 
bringing  down  good  salaries  for  them. 
Xll  kinds  of  cars  find  their  way  into 
the  "school"  at  Esquimau,  so  the 
student  is  not  confined,  as  no  often  Is 
the  case  In  the  more  formal  technical 
school,  to  the  knowledge  of  one  type 
of  engine  alone. 

There  is  always,  in  this  vocational 
training,  the  chance  that  a  man  may 
not  be  wise  in  his  choice  of  a  vocation 
to  replace  that  which  he  followed  be- 
fore the*  war.  The  S.C.R.  giiards 
against  this  as  far  a«  possible  by  hav- 
ing its  nupervisors  constantly  "on  the 
Job."  checking  up  the  individual 
student's  progress.  When  this  la  un- 
satiafactory  and  the  man's  aptitude' 
for  the  work  ia  in  doubt  another 
effort  in  made.  A  month  ia  taken  for 
the  pupil's  trial.  If  unvuited,  he  is 
"re-boarded."  given  a  chanoa  to 
choose  another  vocation.  Haj^pily. 
the  instances  are  not  frequent  where 
this  Is  found  necessary,  as  the  Initial 
examination  of  the  man's  abilities, 
his  state  of  health,  education,  etc., 
are  all  taken  Into  consideration  in 
making  the  first  choice  of  vocation. 
V  Boat-Balldlng 
At  Ksqutmalt  there  is  a  claM  in 
boat-building  Which  Is  turning  out 
beantlfai  work  under  the  guidance  of 
Un.  8.  LAwrle.  There  are  only  ten 
students  In  this,  but  when  the  new 
achool  1m  ready  in  December  the  aum- 
Mr  wiU   be   trebled.

Although  tfie  Wirid  Atiainecf 
Velocity  of  44  Miles  an  Hour 
During  Afternoon  No  Trouble 
on  Water  Reported 


Althenlrh'  for  two  hburS  yesterday 
afternoon  a  sale  raged  with  a  velocity 
of  forty-four  miles  aa  hour  over  Vic- 
toria and  vicinity  no  marine  mishaps 
have  been  reported.  The  wind  attained 
its  greatest  force  from  one  to  three 
o'elock,  aad  by  five  o'clock  bad  abated, 
to  thirty  miles  aa  hour.  It  blew  from 
the  south  and  southweet,  and  a  big  sea 
was  Mcbed  up  off  the  port,  the  waves 
sprayiag  over  Dallas  Road  and  dashing 
high  against  tbe  breakwater  at  Ogden 
Point  Yesterday's  storm  was  a  eon- 
tlnuattoa  of  that  which  raged  over  tho 
north  end  of  the  Island  and  up  as  far 
as  Prlnos  Rupert,  as  rsported  by  the 
local  meteorological  statlAi  oa  Friday.

Will  Petition  Government  to 
Construct  One  —  Cheaper 
and  Quicker  to  Build  Than 
Graving  Dock 


trASMINOTON,  Nov.  1.— With  tho 
oompletloh  of  the  present  construction 
programmb  of  the  Shipping  Board 
there  will  be  under  the  American  flag 
1,731  oil-burning  steamers  of  an  ag- 
gregate tonnage  of  nearly  ten  million 
deadweight  tons.  Fuel  stations  4tro 
now  being  established  along  the  trads 
routea  of  both  the  Atlantic  and  Pa- 
cific coast  so  that  the  American  ships 
will  bo>  able  to  make  a  complete  clr« 
cult  of  the  world  without  taking  fuel 
at  other  than  American-owned  sta- 
tions.

TWO  MANITOBA  BOYS 
..  KILL  THEIR  FATHER 

WINNIPKO.  Nov.  1.— Two  brother*, 
one  fourteen  years  old  and  the  other 
eleven,  murdered  their  father.  Alex- 
ander Karolyk,  in  cold  blood  In  the 
Karolyk  home  near  Poplar  Field, 
Manitoba,  early  last  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, according  to  their  confession 
made  to  a  constable  and  the  coroner. 

Karolyk  was  shot  to  death  in  bed. 
In  their  statement  the  boys  declared 
they  laid  their  plans  deliberately  and 
executed  them  In  the  early  morning 
while  their  father  slept  with  his  face 
turned   towards  the   wall. 

"We  are  not  sorry,  either,"  said 
Antoine  Karolylc,  who  is  alleged  to 
have  admitted  that  he  pointed  and 
discharged  the  gun.

Neverthelees  it  ha«  always  been  a 
rule  of  the  class  that  the  will  of  the 
majority  prevails,   .  ,_ 

Mr.  Hallwright  is  an  apostle  of  the 
doctrine  that  the  best  is  none  too  good 
for  anyone,  and  that  time  spent  In 
developing  a  superior  product  and 
eatabllshing  a  reputation  for  such  is 
%n  economic  principle  which  can  be 
applied  aa  safely  to  the  practice  of 
agirlcalttire  aa  that  of  any  other  busi- 
ness. In  fact  It  ia  aafest  of  all  in  agri- 
culture, as  on  the  farm  one  can  al- 
ways make  enough  to  keep  body  and 
ao«I  together  while  one  Is  laying  the 
foundation  for  future  success  and 
proaperlty.  Farming  Is  not  a  get-rlch- 
quick  proposition,  and  the  stories  we 
get  of  fortunes  made  at  the  game  on 
the  prairie  do  not  suggest  true  farm- 
ing.
